From McDonald's article in Jackson County Genealogical Quarterly: 

"Calvin Elias Dees acquired a large track of land in East Jackson County on the Escatawpa River 
and established the first steam operated saw mill in the area. His mill and most of his assets were 
taken by the Yankees during the Civil War. An attempt was made through the Claims Court to get 
paid for these assets. Calvin Elias Dees or his heirs sold the mill and most of the Dees property to 
Garland Goode. The mills and area became Goode's Mill and Goode' Lake. Several of the Dees 
sons and Mary Charlotte Tippins Dees relocated to what is known as Lake Charles, Louisiana. The 


community was named Deesport."” 


Calvin Elias DEES and Mary Charlotte TIPPINS had the following. children: 


12 i. *Elizabeth Ann? Dees® was born 22 September 1839." This is according to the Family 
Bible per Ann Fisher. *Elizabeth died 25 October 1875 in MS, at 36 years of age.®2 Her 
body was interred after 25 October 1875 in Jackson Creek, MS, Jackson Crk. Family 
Cemetery.®? Her tombstone reads: 

"Elizabeth Ann Dees Easterling Carr 

"Sept. 22, 1838 - Oct. 25, 1875 

“He Healeth the Broken in Heart 

“and Bindeth up These Wounds." She was buried at the Goode's Lake, Jackson 
County, Dees Family Cemetery. She married twice. 

She married *William L. Easterling 16 December 1855. *William was born 13 
December 1834.85 *William died 22 October 1866 at 31 years of age.®6 She married 
*Benjamin C. Carr 14 October 1868.9’ This was her second marriage. 

Conflicting evidence states that *Elizabeth was born 1838.°° According to 
conflicting evidence, she married *William L. Easterling in Mobile Co., AL, 14 December 
1855.89 From Mark Ashley Sellers' Dees family papers: "Presumably, the ‘Bettie 
Earnestine Carr - May 31, 1870-October 9, 1870' marker...in the old Dees graveyard is 
that of the infant daughter of Elizabeth Ann Dees Easterling Carr by her second 


Marriage." 


Elizabeth Deese was 11 years old in the listing on the 1850 Census in Conecuh, 
Alabama. She was listed under the head of household, Calvin Deese, her father. 

13 ii. *Jane Tippens Dees® was born 4 November 1840.9! *Jane died 3 May 1904 at 63 
years of age.°? Her body was interred after 3 May 1904 in Grand Bay, AL, Grand Bay 
Cemetary. She married *Drury Almanza Fort 11 January 1857. He was the son of 
*unknown Fort and *unknown Fort. Jane Dees was 10 years old at the time of the 1850 
Census of Conecuh County, Alabama, and under the head of household Calvin Deese. 

14 iii. *Nancy Maria Dees was born 2 November 1842.95 Nancy died 15 August 1905 at 62 
years of age.° She married twice. She married *Henry P. Foard | 23 July 1863.97 
*Henry was born 14 April 1834.9 *Henry died 4 October 1874 in Scranton, MS, at 40 
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years of age.99 She married *James S. Romine in Moss Point, MS, 3 March 1880.1 
Nancy Dees was eight years old when the 1850 Census of Conecuh County, Alabama 
was taken. She was listed under the head of household, Calvin Deese, her father. 


From article in Jackson County Genealogical Society Quarterly: 

"She moved to Lake Charles, Louisiana and then to Texas.” 

15 iv. *Archibald Dees’*’ was born 6 January 1844.1°2 Archibald died 2 June 1886 in Grand 
Bay, AL, at 42 years of age.‘ His body was interred after 2 June 1886 in Jackson 
Creek, MS, Jackson Creek Cemetary. He married *Jane Huey Ramsay in Leaf, Greene 
Co., MS, abt 1880."°%* He was age 36 when he married. From Jackson County 
Genealogical Society quarterly: 

"In 1877, Jane Huey Ramsay Dees attained a marks and brand for their 
livestock...At the time of {Archibald Dees'} death he and his wife owned several sections 
of land in the area of Fort's Lake Community. Many land transactions by Jane Huey 
Ramsey Dees are recorded at the courthouse until all of the property was sold in 1893. 
In 1893, she and her four children are located in western Jackson County, near her 
family at Ramsay Springs...{She was} a very bright and efficient lady who was able to 
continue after his death with the management of timberlands and the raising and 
education of her children." 

Conflicting evidence states that Archibald was bom in Conecuh Co., AL, 4 January 
1844.15 Archer Dees was six years old at the time the Conecuh County, Alabama 1850 
Census was taken. He was listed under his father, Calvin Deese, as head of household. 


Archibald Dees served in the Civil War. 


From article in Jackson County Genealogical Society quarterly: 

"He {Archibald Dees} was educated in the schools of Alabama and Mississippi. He 
attended a private school at Three Rivers, Jackson County, Mississippi for several years. 
He boarded at the home of a Mr. Wells and was instructed by a Mr. Carroll, who was 
considered on of the best teachers of the time. Archibal, also known as Archer or Archy, 
enlisted in Co. B., 17th Battalion, Mississippi Calvary, Confederate Army of the South, 
known as Steede's Calvary and later the Lovell Rangers. He was a private. In 1880 
Archibal Dees, his wife and two oldest sons were living in the Moss Point, Mississippi 
area with the widow of John Rabby. His occupations were listed as farmer. In 1877, 
Jane Huey Ramsay Dees attained a marks and brand for their livestock. Archibal Dees 
died prior to another census. Very little is known about him; however, in 1881, he and 
Jane Huey Ramsay Dees obtained a loan {$1286.41} to purchase a large track of land in 
the southeastern part of Jackson County, Mississippi...Archibal Dees was a successful 
landowner and businessman."

16 vi. *Mark Ashley Dees I'°7 was born in near Pollard, Conecuh County, AL 26 August 
1846.18 Mark died 7 July 1916 in Akron, OH, at 69 years of age.1°9 From Lake Charles 
American Press, Louisiana, June 1915: 

"Hears of Brother's Death 

"Word Received of Sudden Demise of Mark Dees. 

"L.C. Dees this morning received the sad news of the death at Akron, Oh., of his 
only remaining brother, Mark A. Dees, who died very suddenly in the Ohio city. The 
deceased was at one time a resident of this city, having been in the contracting business. 
here with his brother twenty years ago. His death leaves Mr. Dees as the last survivor of 
a family of eleven children." He married *Annie Starkey Hill in Moss Point, MS, 1870.*"° 
She was the daughter of *Thomas Hill and *Martha Moore. Annie Starkey Hill, wife to 
Mark Ashley Dees, was "of Newbern, Alabama." Her parents, Thomas Hill and Martha 
Moore, were from North Carolina. 

Conflicting evidence states that Mark was born in near Pollard, Conecuh County, 
AL, 27 August 1846.11 Mark A. Dees was four years old when the 1850 Census for 
Conecuh County, Alabama was taken. He was listed under his father, Calvin Deese,

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Notes concerning the parentage of the third generation of children from Emanuel Dees: 


From excerpts of a book that was compiled by Dr. Benkjamin C. Holtzclaw and edited and revised by 
Harry C. Dees that Rhonda Dees provided to me comes the following: 

From page 3 of subject book. " John Dees first appears in 1734 as a witness to his brother Emanuel's deed 
tp Nicholas Burke in Johnston Co. in 1760,and the deed was witnessed by Jacob Dees, almost certainly a 
son of John". 

From pages 5 and 6 of the same book: 

John Dees last appears in the scanty records of Johnston co., N.C. on Nov. 25, 1765, when John Dees of 
Johnston co. , planter, deeded to Needham Bryan land on the north side of the Neuse River beginning at 
Rocky Springs Cut, containing 120 acres, part of a patent to Mark Phillips dated June 30, 1739; test. , F.W. 
Bryan, Simon Dees (Deed book 1, p. 245). This was apparently the land he owned next to his 
brother,Emanuel, mentioned in Emanuels deed to Nicholas Burke in 1760. Both tracts wee originally 
owmed by Mark Phillips. 


John disapears from the records of Johnston Co., N.C. after 1765, and he probably moved to Sunter Co., 
S.C. about that time with the following men; all of whom appear in the Johnston Co, records from 1758 to 
1765, appear in the South Carolina records beginning with 1768, and were almost certainly his sons. 


(1) Jacob Dees, who was granted land in 1759 in Johnston County, witnessed the deed of Emanuel Dees, 
his uncle, in 1760 to Nicholas Burke, married prior sto 1760 Ferrabee Reynolds, daughter of William 
and Joice Reynolds of Johnston county, and deeded away his land in Johnston co. in 1765, the same 
year that his father, John Dees, sold his land, and appears in the S.C records by 1772. 


(2) John Dees, Jr., who was deeded land in Johnston county, in 1763. There is no record of John Dees. Jr. 
deeding this land away in Johnston county, but John Dees appears in the 8.C. records by 1769. 


(3) Simon Dees, who witnessed the will of Joice Reynolds (Jacob Dees mother-in-law ) in 1760 in ° 
Johnston county N.C. witnessed the deed of John Dees, Sr. in 1765,and appears in the S.C. records by 
1768. 


(4) Herman Dees, who was granted remission of taxes by the N.C. Legislature in 1764 (probably because 
of some physical disability) and apppears later in Sumter county, S.C. along with John, Jacob, and 
Simon Dees above. Herman Dees' petition was presented by Needham Bryan of Johnston co, another 
slight indication that John Dees, Sr's. wife Mary may have been born a Bryan. 


(5) Richadr Dees, who was deeded land in Johnston county, N.C. in 1763, deeded -----------poor copy not 
decipherable in 1766, and was granted land in Craven county, $.C.(Later Sumter county) in ---year 
not dechipherable. 


The above, as stated , were almost certainly sons of john Dees. The following men, all of whom appear in 
the southern counties of N. C.. from 1757 to 1774 and later years (counties listed but are undecipherable) 
were the sons of either John Dees or his brother William Dees: 

(6) James Dees , who first appears in Anson county, N.C. in 1757,and was living in Richmond county, 
N.C. in 1790. (year is blurred but looks like 1790) 

(7) Mark Dees, who appears in the records of Anson county., N.C. by 1770 and died prior to 1790. 

(8) Benjamin Dees, who appears in the N.C. records (Richmond and Anson counties) as early as 1768,was 
living in Richmond co. N.C. in 1790 and moved in the 1790's to Chesterfield county, S.C., where 
Richard Dees, son of John Dees was living at the time 

(9) William Dees, who appears in Richmond county, N.C. in 1790 along with James and Benjamin. 

(10) Arthur Dees, who appears in Rsichmond co. N.C. as early as 1774, was living in Robeson coounty, 
N.C. in 1790, and moved in the 1790's to Marion county,S.C.(adjacent to Sumter county) where he 
died. 

The above men may have been sons of William Dees, brother of John Dees No. 3. However, as two of 

them moved to S.C., and as the names Arthur appears among the children of herman Dees (son of John 

Dees no.3 ) indicating a closer relationship, we are setting them down tentatively as sons of John Dees No,

Using the K.A. Lamson-Scribner papers from the Pascagoula Library, the following is noted: 
On pages 48 and 49 of the Lamson Scribner Family narrative under the 6" generation heading we find: 


Jacob Dees (William, Emanuel, John, Henry) was born in Edgecombe County,N.C. CA 1737. He was 
“probably the second son of William Dees". Jacob died after 1806 in Tatnall county, Georgia. In 1806 “he 
is shown with 1 draw {indicating that he was a widower}in that county in the Lottery of 1806." 


He married Ferrabee Reynolds ca 1759. Holsclaw's "The Dees Family" states Jacob Dees married Ferrabee 
Reynolds "prior to 1760". She was the daughter of William Reynolds and Joice Nicholson. 


Conflicting evidence states that Jacob was born in Bertie county, N.C. abt 1735. Holtzclaw's "The Dees 
Family" has Jacob as the son of John (rather than William) with his birthdate af "about 1735 in Bertie Co., 
N.C." 


On page 51 of the above publication under the heading Ferrabee Reynolds is the following statement: 
She married Jacob Dees I ca 1759. He was the son of William Dees I and unknown Braswell. 


On Page 55 can be found the following:

On page 62 the following: 

On page 5 of Holtzclaw's book is information on our Jacob Dees' parentage which conflicts with what I 

have, holding that this John, rather than his brother William, was the father of our Jacob. " John Dees 

disappears from the records of Johnston county< N.C. after 1765 and he probably moved to Sumter county 

S.C. about that time with the following men, all of whom appear in the Johnston coutny records from 1758 

to 1765, appear in the South Carolina records beginning with 1768, and were almost certainly his sons. 

(1) Jacob Dees who was granted land in 1759 in Johnston Co.,witnessed the deed of Emanuel Dees, his 
uncle, in 1760 to Nicholas Burke, married prior to 1760 Ferrabee Reynolds, daughter fo William and 
Joice Reynolds of Johnston Co. and deeded away his land in Johnston County in 1765, the same year 
that his father, John Dees, sold his land and appears in the S.C. records by 1772.

1. Mary "Mamie" Isabella’ DEES (Lemuel Calvin?, Calvin Elias®, Mark*, Dempsey‘, Jacob®, 
William’, Emanuel®, John??, Henry’®),1 daughter of Lemuel Calvin DEES and Annie HUGHES, was 
born in New Orleans, Orleans Parish, LA 11 February 1872.2 

Mamie Dees' birth certificate was from a sworn declaration of her aunt Mary Jane Dumas where 
she stated Mamie was born to her sister, Annie Hughes of Ireland and lawful wife of Lemuel C. Dees 
of Lake Charles. It was also stated that Mamie was born at 7 o'clock p.m. on 11 February 1872 at 
Mary Jane Dumas' residence in the "third district of this city," the city being New Orleans. 


The Civil War Veterans of Old Imperial Calcasieu, a book which came out in 1995 and which 
drew information primarily from newspaper articles, incorrectly states Mamies' birthday to be 2 
November 1872. "Mamie" died 23 August 1932 in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, at 60 years of 
age.* From her obituary: 

Mamie Dees Foster died at age 60. Surviving her were "her husband, two daughters, Mrs. F.H. 
Lamson-Scribner, of Washington, D.C.; and Miss Anna Bell Foster, of Lake Charles; a brother, T.A. 
Dees, of Lake Charles; and three sisters, Ms. O.J. Gill, Mrs. Lester Henderson, and Miss Mabel 
Dees, ail of Lake Charles." 


From her death certificate: 

She was residing at 706 Sixth {...illegible...} in Lake Charles, Louisiana, at the time of her death. 
She was a "housewife." Her body was interred 24 August 1932 in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, 
Graceland Cemetary.4 

"Funeral services for Mrs. D.M. Foster, Jr....will be held this afternoon at 5 o'clock from the Foster 
home in 706 Sixth street with the Rev. R.L. Baker, pastor of the the First Baptist church, officiating. 
Burial will be in Graceland cemetery with Burke & Trotti, funeral directors, in charge...Pallbearers will 
be Terrell Woosley, G.B. Watkins, D.L. Windham, S.A. Carroll, Charles Shattuck, and John Read." 


She married Dennis Melville Foster Jr. in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, 23 April 1901.5 He 
was the son of MajorBrevetDennis Milliken FOSTER Sr. and Martha Belle SHATTUCK. 
Dennis Melville Foster, Jr., aka Bud, was born on his father's plantation near Lake Charles, 
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Lamson-Scribner Family 2

From "Leaves From the Diary of Louise" by George M. Benoit: 

“April 29, 1893 - D.M. Foster, Jr. went to a picnic for young people on the banks of the English 
Bayou. 

"June 25, 1894 - D.M. Foster, Jr. is the city secretary at $25 a month. 

"August 10, 1897 - Mr. Foster performed as the ‘first officer’ in the light opera, 'The Little Tycoon,’ 
at the opera house." {Mr. Dees sang in the chorus}. 

"November 18, 1899 - The high school had a mock trial with the jury sworn in which included Miss 
Mabel Dees, Bud Foster and Teddie Dees." 


Bud's grandson, Frank Lamson-Scribner, Jr., says he was a nice grandfather. After his wife died, 
he "took to the post office and fishing." He went to visit his daughter},Mercy's, family in Coronado, 
California in 1936 or 1937. When Mercy's family drove back across country in 1937, they stopped in 
Lake Charles for a reasonable visit. They stayed with Dootsy Krause Foster {Mrs. Hubert Foster} in 
Lake Charles and with Mercy's sister, Annabelle Foster, in the boarding house in New Orleans. 
When Bud died, his daughter Mercy and family were living in Guatemala and were unable to get 
back to the funeral. 


From his obituary: 

"_..a prominent civic leader and former postmaster here...A native of Louisiana, having been born 
at Phillips’ Bluff, north of Lake Charles...He was the son of Dennis M. and Martha Belle {Shattuck} 
Foster, pioneer residents of Calcasieu Parish. 

"The family moved to Lake Charles in 1874 and young Dennis, Jr., attended private schools here, 
later taking a business course at Soule college in New Orleans. 

"His first work was with the J.B. Watkins enterprises. For many years, he was associated with 
Samuel Robertson in railroad construction in Tennessee and later in the construction of the Kansas 
City Southern railroad into Lake Charles. 

"He was prominent in Republican politics and served as postmaster here from April 22, 1922 to 
December 3, 1934. 

"Mr. Foster married Miss Mamie Dees, eldest daughter of the late Lemuel C. and Anne {Hughes} 
Dees in April, 1901. Mrs. Foster died in 1932. 

"Mr. Foster had long been active in Masonic circles and was a member of the First Baptist church. 
"Surviving are two daughters, Mrs. Frank H. Lamson-Scribner of Guatemala City and Mrs. Henry 
Rightor of New Orleans. He is survived also by two brothers, J. Alton Foster of Lake Charles and J. 
Sim Foster of Houston, Texas." 


Bud Foster was a bookkeeper in 1902 {at the time of his daughter, Mercy Dees Foster's, birth) He 
was in the mercantile business, planting and timber; he was later a real estate agent. He was active 
in Masonic circles. He was appointed postmaster in 1922 {by President Warren Harding} and was 
succeeded by relative T.A. Dees, who was acting postmaster until March of 1936. Bud was a 
member of the First Baptist Church and a Republican. He may have been a drinker and his wife, 
Mamie Dees, was involved in the prohibition movement. 


On seeing a picture of the Old Norris Mill at Morris' Point, West Lake Charles {exhibited in Maude 
Reid Scrapbook 3-69}, Dennis M. Foster, Jr. said, "the old picture calls up mixed emotions. He 
worked, as a young man in the early nineties, for Norris but does not recall ever seeing any money; 
he was paid in checks - to be cashed at the mill commissary. He boarded with Mrs. Sallie Green up 
on the river front and he supposes he paid her in mill checks too, for he never got any money! Mr. 
Foster is now our postmaster, and can indulge in a quiet laugh at those old days." 
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From a letter from a daughter of Hattie Dees Spooner named Jennie, contained in the Mark 
Ashley Dees Family Papers: "I stayed with cousin Mamie Dees Foster. She was married to 'Bud' 
Foster who was the only Republican in L.C. Whenever we had a Republican president he was the 
postmaster & when the Democrats were in he was out. They had two daughters, Mercidees & 
Annabel. Annabel was kind & loving & full of fun. In age | was between the two..." 


From "A History of Louisiana {Wilderness-Colony-Province-Territory- State-People}", Vol. Il by Henry 
Chambers, publ. American Historical Society, Chicago and New York, 1925, pp.262,263: 

"For many years prominent in railroad construction and other important enterprises in Louisiana 
and other southern states, few men in Southwestern Louisiana are better known or held more 
trustworthy than Dennis Melville Foster, Jr., postmaster at Lake Charles, and prominent in republican 
politics in Calcasieu Parish. 

"Mr. Foster was born on his father's plantation near Lake Charles, Louisiana... 

"Dennis Melville Foster, Jr. was educated in private schools and some time subsequently, Mr. 
Foster took a business course in a commercial college {Soule College} at New Orleans. He was 
associated more or less with his father in store and mill and in 1888 entered the employ of J.B. 
Watkins at Deesport, for several years working in different capacities in the Watkins sawmills, then 
became railroad tie inspector as the Watkins Railroad was building into Lake Charlies. 

"Mr. Foster then went into railroad construction, and in association with Samuel Robertson was 
engaged on the Kansas City & Southern, and later, with R.M. Quigley & Company, did construction 
on another part of the same road, railroad construction occupying his time and attention until 1900 
and carrying him into Alabama, North Carolina and Tennessee. In the above year Mr. Foster first 
became interested in the rice business, at Mermenton, in Acadia Parish, and from 1902 to 1904 he 
was manager for the Pelican Rice Company, from 1904 to 1906 was head bookkeeper for the Lake 
Charles Rice Mills, in the latter year being connected with the Lawrence Hamilton Feed Company of 
New Orleans. He returned then to Lake Charles and served as assistant postmaster until July 1, 
1914, when he resigned, in order to organize and become secretary of the Southwestern Louisiana 
Produce Association, a local enterprise of Lake Charles. In every way he was competent to further 
the objects of such an organization, for he has long been a close student of local agricultural 
production. From 1916 on he has been engaged in farming in Calcasieu Parish, and until 1920 was 
the largest individual rice grower in this section. 

"Mr. Foster was married in April, 1901, to Miss Mamie Dees, who was born at New Orleans but 
was reared at Deesport, near Lake Charles, daughter of L.C. and Anne {Hughes} Dees. The father 
of Mrs. Foster was a Confederate veteran and a prominent lumber man and democratic politician at 
Deesport and Lake Charles. Mr. and Mrs. Foster have two children: Mercy Dees and Anna Belle. 
The older daughter is a graduate of Beachwood School, Philadelphia, and of the Texas State 
University. She taught school at Sulphur, Louisiana, prior to her marriage to Lieut. Frank H. Lamson- 
Scribner, United States Marine Corps, Washington, District of Columbia. 

"Mr. Foster has long been an important political factor in this section of the state, and in 1916 was 
a delegate to the National Republican Convention at Chicago, Illinois. In 1922 he was appointed 
postmaster at Lake Charles by the late President Warren G. Harding. Both he and his wife are 
active in the First Baptist Church at Lake Charles and concern themselves with many things that 
contribute to the public welfare. Mr. Foster is prominent in the Masonic fraternity." 


She attended a meeting in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, 1 January 1892. From MRS 3-48, 
article entitled "Young Women's Christian Temperance Union": on this date Mamie Dees, who was a 
member of the temperance movement, attended a meeting at Professor Thompson's home at Broad 
and Common Streets, Lake Charles, Louisiana. Mary Isabella {"Mamie} Dees was reared in Deesport 
near Lake Charles, Louisiana. Deesport no longer exists under that name; the site was taken over 
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by trains and ports of Lake Charles. Deesport was located where the old mill her father Lemuel 
bought was situated. From "Leaves From the Diary of Louise" by George M. Benoit: 

"October 7, 1891 - Miss Belle Kearney, the noted temperance lecturer we have all heard so much 
about, spoke at the M.E. Church South the other night and organized a young ladies’ W.C.T.U. 
Laura Siling is the president; Della Neal the secretary, Mamie Dees, the treasurer....... They will 
meet at the home of Mrs. S.A. Knapp on Tuesday. 

"December 30, 1891 - One of the charming social events lately was the hop given at the home of 
Prof. K.C. Mclver...Mamie Dees and Mrs. Kinney Reid were lovely in black silk... They danced till the 
wee small hours and everybody was very happy. 

"December 9, 1892 - To return to the W.C.T.U. The local chapter has selected new officers." 
Mamie Dees was chosen as one of the vice-presidents. 

"February 18, 1893 - Mardi Gras and to New Orleans for the great day have gone...{among a 
group of about 50 people} Miss Mamie Dees, S.O. Shattuck and daughter.... There are a few of us 
still left in Lake Charles, though it does look, from that list, as though everybody has gone to New 
Orleans. 

“August 17, 1895 - It is vacation time, and everybody seems to be having a good time... There are 
some vacationists who are out of town. There is a group camping near Sugartown. It includes 
District Clerk Gill and his family...{others listed}...and Mamie Dees. We've heard they caught two 
deer and have the hides to prove it. Everybody is having vacation or entertaining somebody who's 
having one. 

"May 1, 1899 - The high school reading circle met last night at the home of H.C. Gill. They 
discussed Ruskin's 'Sesame and Lilies,’ played games, and sang high school songs. Among this 
group of about 30 were H.C. Gill, Miss Bertha Dumas, Miss Annie Gill, Miss Mayme Dees, Miss Pearl 
Dees, Miss Mabel Dees and Messr. Foster. 

"August 20, 1899 - Miss Mamie Dees gave a party recently in honor of the Misses Cooper of 
Alexandria and Misses Georgia and Emily Hufe of St. Louis. Present at the party, among others, 
were T.A. Dees, Alton Foster and D.M. Foster, Jr." 


From MRS 3-135, written in the 1890's and with photo: 

"Group at Lovers' Retreat, Lake Charles” 

"One of the most interesting, and one of the most historic, places in our town was this lovely spot 
on the lake - now a mass of wreckage and debris. In the late 80's and during the 90's it was a 
favorite rendezvous for young men and women, after choir practice, for a Sunday afternoon walk, 
any old time they could find to steal away from home and the ever-present chaperone. There is one 
in this picture, however, - the lady at the extreme right. The group is posed on an old boat that had 
been beached in a storm and left on the bank of the lake; this particular spot was much liked 
because it provided seating space. 

"Left to right, top row: Annie Gill {Mrs. Byron Dudley}; Clara Davis {Mrs. Philip Chavanne}; 
Nettie Morton; Alice Parry {Mrs. Appleby}; Briggs Mead {standing back of Miss Parry, the son of the 
choir leader}; Nellie Davis; Thos. Wintle; one of the Marsh boys who later married Stella Morton; 
Jim Bryan; Will Elliott {who afterwards married Laura Mayo}. 

"Bottom Row:- Stella Morton; Callie Keener {Mrs. Chas. Winterhalder}; Maud Reed {Mrs. Tom 
Tyler}; Mrs. Reed; Mamie Dees {Mrs. D.M. Foster}; John Calvin Foard; Mrs. Thomas Wintle {sister 
of Mrs. Reed}." 


After marrying Bud {Dennis Melville} Foster, Mamie Dees was a housewife. She was very active in 
the First Baptist Church of Lake Charles, Louisiana. She was involved in the Women's Christian 


Temperance Union, the prohibition movement in Lake Charles. She apparently had a very, very 
strong, forceful personality {NSD Interview 1995, hearsay}. 
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From the Lake Charles American of June 1908: 
{with photo}'Scene at the polls, election day, June 9, 1908, when saloons were voted out of 


town." 

“Every precinct carried against liquor! Sweeping victory won by Calcasieu prohibitionists! Even 
the prohibitionists were surprised at the results. Hon. S.N. Young, who with Rev. O.A. Thrower, 
pastor of the M.E. church South, was an active worker in the pro- campaign, and who made the first 
prohibition speech ever made in Lake Charles in 1907 in the Methodist church, expressed himself as 


well pleased. 

"The law will go into effect January 1st, 1909. 

"The total vote of the parish on the liquor question was as follows: 

Dry-----2302 

Wet------801 

"The women served coffee free all day to voters. Children were much in evidence with banners 
used in the parade the day before, some of which are in the picture; "23 For Booze." "Help the Men 
Help Themselves." "For God and Home and Native Land.” 

"Of the group of women in the center {referring to photo}, Mrs. C.P. Stewart is recognized, also 
Mrs. Hattie Canton, Mrs. Georgie Keener, Mrs. Otto Schindler and Mrs. D.M. Foster." 


In October of 1917, Mrs. D.M. Foster, Jr. is noted in an article, "Red Cross Work, Red Cross 
Calendar, Class in Surgical Supply at Red Cross Headquarters” {MRS 3-85} as the chairman of the 
Baptist Ladies' Red Cross auxiliary. 


To her grandchildren, she was not considered a friendly grandmother, and was pretty domineering. 
Mary "Mamie" Isabella DEES and Dennis Melville Foster Jr. had the following children: 


2 i. Mercy Dees FOSTER’ was born in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA 19 January 1902.8 
Mercy Dees Foster was born in her home at 615 Broad Street, Lake Charles, Louisiana. 
Although her birth date is 19 January 1902, for some reason her birth certificate was not 
filed until 21 April 1937, or the version of it | received when sending for it in 1995 at any 
rate. Mercy died 26 October 1963 in Easton, Maryland, at 61 years of age. Mercy Dees 
Foster Lamson-Scribner died on a Saturday morning in Easton, Maryland, of a heart 
attack. She was 61 years old. Her body was interred 27 October 1963 in Arlington, 
Virginia, Arlington National Cemetery.'° She married General Frank Hamilton Lamson- 
Scribner Sr. in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, 10 July 1924.11 Mercy Dees Foster and 
then-Lieutenant Frank Hamilton Lamson-Scribner were married by the Reverend R. 
Clark at the First Baptist Church in Lake Charles, Louisiana. 


From the Society column of the Lake Charles, Louisiana "American Press" was taken the 
following article entitled "Beautiful Church Wedding": 

"A notable event of the summer and one of the many beautiful weddings of the 
season which has attracted much attention in Lake Charles and throughout the state 
occurred Thursday afternoon when the marriage of Miss Mercy Dees Foster, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. D.M. Foster, Jr. and Mr. Frank H. Lamson-Scribner, lieutenant, United 
States Marine corps of Washington D.C. was solemnized at the First Baptist church. 

"The church was beautifully decorated, with simplicity marking the keynote in 
development of a pink and white color note emphasized in the floral adornment 
wonderfully effective against a background formed of palms, ferns and smilax. 

"Tall pedestal baskets of pink and white crepe myrtle against a bank of greens 
outlined the altar and the bride and groom stood under a double archway fashioned of 
smilax joined by a large bow of white tulle, loops of which extended across the front of 
the altar and connected vine covered staffs on opposite sides. Baskets of the blossoms 
were gracefully placed about the altar. An artistic arrangement of the palms fringed the 
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base of the altar, defined the inner space and entirely covered the wall of the church in 
the rear providing an ideal background for the brilliant setting furnished by the myriads of 
pink and white flowers. 

"Miss Laura Dees presided at the organ and preceding the entrance of the bridal 
party. Mrs. Harry Woosley accompanied by Miss Dees sang 'Garden of Roses,' as the 
pre-nuptial solo. 

"At five-thirty o'clock the notes of Lohengrin's wedding march announced the 
approach of the wedding party, the ushers, Messrs. J.B. Williams of Austin, Texas, and 
Forrest Gill, Arthur Hollins, and John Dees entering by the side aisle and marching in 
couples to the altar. 

“The groomsmen, Lieutenant Clyde H. Hartzel of New Orleans, Lieutenant Wendall 
Fowler of San Antonio, Texas, and Lieutenant Harry Chalkley came next followed by the 
bridesmaids, Misses Lorraine Wachsen, Ardrey Smith and Margaret Shoch of Austin, 
Texas. 

“Miss Helen Dees, junior bridesmaid, preceded Mrs. Hubert E. Foster, matron of 
honor. Then came the maid of honor, Miss Anna Bell Foster, the bride's only sister, 
followed by the ring bearer, Master Griffin Hawkins. 

"The little flower girls, Misses Nancy Naff and Anna Bell Gorham, came in together 
and scattered rose petals in the pathway of the bride, who entered with her father, Mr. 
D.M. Foster, Jr., who gave her in marriage. 

"The groom, attended by his brother, Mr. Myron Lamson-Scribner of Washington, 
D.C., awaited his bride at the altar where they were joined by Dr. George W. Clarke, 
pastor of the First Baptist Church, who officiated at one of the most beautiful services 
ever witnessed in Lake Charles. Combined with the impressive church service was the 
military touch afforded by the groom's attendants who were in uniform. 

"During the ceremony, Miss Dees played softly "Romance," by Jensen and for the 
recessional, Mendelssohn's wedding march. A pretty sentiment attached to Mrs. 
Woosley's solo was that it was the one sung at the wedding of the bride's parents. 

"As the bride and groom left the church they passed through an arch made by the 
crossing of the uplifted swords of the young lieutenants and long stemmed gladioli held 
aloft by the bridesmaids. 

"The bridesmaids were charmingly costumed in frocks of georgette and lace, Miss 
Wachsen wearing pink, Miss Smith, orchid, Miss Shoch, peach and Miss Dees, yellow. 
They all carried hats of bright summer flowers. 

"Miss Anna Bell Foster was attractive in a summery gown of green georgette with 
trimmings of lace. The bodice was close fitting and the skirt was made bouffant style 
with ruffles of the lace. 

"Mrs. Hubert E. Foster was beautifully costumed in orchid georgette fashioned in the 
becoming silhouette with hose and___ to harmonize. 

"The little flower girls were charming in their dainty frocks of crepe de chine with 
ruffles of lace. Little Miss Naff wore pink and Miss Gorham, green. They carried hat 
baskets of flowers which matched their costumes. 

"Master Griffin Hawkins, Jr., was handsome in a beautiful suit of white satin and 
carried the ring on a white pillow. 

"The groom, his attendants and the ushers all wore white suits. 

"Mrs. Lamson-Scribner was a dainty bride. Her wedding gown of white lace was 
worn over georgette and designed after the popular straight line fashion with panels of 
the plaited georgette, which also formed the soft girdle. An exquisite veil of tulle edged 
with lace was adjusted in becoming style with a bandeau of orange blossoms. It fell over 
her gown in soft folds and formed a graceful train. She carried an arm bouquet of brides 
roses with shower of valley lilies. 

"The bride is the elder daughter of Mr. and Mrs. D.M. Foster, Jr. and is one of Lake 
Charles most attractive girls...She is a charming young girl and has a host of friends, 
whose good wishes will follow her to her new home. 

"Lieutenant Lamson-Scribner is a graduate of the Naval academy at Annapolis and 
has a brilliant future ahead of him. 

"Following the ceremony at the church an informal reception was held at the home 
of the bride's parents. The home was bright with summer flowers and ferns. The living 
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room was adorned with quantities of crepe myrtle and the dining room was in white and 
green, the color note being emphasized with shasta daisies, gladioli and ferns. The 
bride's cake graced the center and a shower of daisies fell from the chandelier overhead. 
Vases of the white gladioli lent their beauty to the table appointment and baskets of the 
daisies were seen to advantage at suitable points about the room. 

"A merry hour was spent in cutting the cake, the bride performing this service with a 
sword, thus beginning her interesting career as the bride of a soldier. 

"Ices and individual cakes, in which the white and green motif were featured, were 
served. 

"The bride's going-away suit was an attractive model of charmeene with 
harmonizing accessories. 

"Mr. and Mrs. Lamson-Scribner left on an evening train for New Orleans. They will 
sail for New York next week and thence to Quantico, Va., where they will be located for 
the present.

"In honor of Miss Mercy Dees Foster and Mr. Frank H. Lamson-Scribner, whose 
marriage was solemnized yesterday afternoon, Mr. and Mrs. T.A. Dees entertained with 
a picnic supper and swim at the Country club Wednesday evening.

Misses Mercy Dees Foster, Anna Bell Foster, Margaret Shoch of Austin, Texas, Lorraine 
Wachsen, Ardrey Smith, Laura Dees, Mabel Dees, Mrs. Griffin Hawkins, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hubert E. Foster, Mr. and Mrs. Harry Woosley, Mr. and Mrs. Loree Briggs, Mr.and Mrs.

“House Guests Entertained" 

"The out-of-town members of the Lamson-Scribner - Dees wedding party who were 
house guests of Mr. and Mrs. T.A. Dees and Mr. and Mrs. D.M. Foster, Jr., were 
delightfully entertained at luncheon yesterday by Mrs. Loree Briggs. 

"Seated at the table were: Misses Mercy Dees Foster, Anna Bell Foster, Margaret 
Shoch of Austin, Texas; Messrs. Frank H. Lamson-Scribner and Myron Lamson- 
Scribner of Washington, D.C., Wendell Fowler of San Antonio, Texas, Clyde H. Hartsel 
of New Orleans, J.B. Williams of Austin, Texas and Mrs. T.A. Dees." 


He was the son of Allen Lamson SCRIBNER and Elvira Frances ADAMS. Frank 
Hamilton Lamson-Scribner, Sr. was a one star Brigadier General until his retirement at 
which time he became a two star Major General, USMC. He was a Captain in aviation in 
the United States Marine Corp while stationed in Guatemala City, Guatemala in 1938. 
He was "of Washington, D.C. and at large." 


According to his son, Frank, Jr., General Lamson-Scribner flew with Marine Corps 
General Christian F. Schilt in Nicaragua in 1928 during the flight for which General Schilt 
won a medal of honor for "repeatedly flying out wounded and bringing in personnel and 
medical supplies." General Lamson-Scribner "flew with Schilt and kept the Sandino 
forces away by strafing them while Schilt did the pick ups." 


From a letter from his son, F.H. Lamson-Scribner, Jr. to him, written February 1995 from 
his sailboat in Georgetown, Exumas, Bahamas: 

"... Today is your birthday...today you are 83, but you probably had not considered 
that 83 is a 'PRIME' number. And you are a prime character...| have just finished 
reading a book 'Once An Eagle’ Anton Myrer...1 got a much better picture of how it must 
have been for you and Mom in struggling through the twenties and thirties, raising me, 
and later Denny, going from post to post, and though the paycheck always came, | 
wonder just how much you all gave up as compared with a civilian career. And you 
shielded me {and Denny} from it. We had plenty, and you and Mom gave it to us. | don't 
know if | ever told you but at South Kent, though we were of more modest circumstance 
than most of the families represented, you always sent more to my personal account 
than most of the other families. | was always able to buy whatever | wanted {no more 
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than 25 cents a week for sweets, but there were other goodies like rifle ammunition, 
photo supplies, etc.} and | got substantial amouints to go on holiday with, for example... 

"...You have put us one or more steps ahead, you have helped us live better than 
we would otherwise have been able to. You have given us the fruits of your labor, which 
is really what money is. Its almost inconceivable, if you think about it, how much you did 
in your life. Who would have thought it. 

"What a life you have had, and still have. Think a little. Would your boss at the 
telephone exchange in Fairfax Co. {was it} have conceived in the remotest that you 
would have been flying planes {??? using the term loosely} over Nicauragua, or through 
the volcanoes near Guatemala City with zero visibility. Who would have thought that the 
boy at the desk at the National Press Club would end up with stars, and being very angry 
with the press at times. Now that | am approaching middle age and have known many 
men, both your generation and mine {and the one following}, | would like to note that few 
men of any generation had as interesting a life as you did. What challenges, Nicaragua, 
higher education, diplomacy in Central America {that alone is the price of admission}, 
England in 1941, the campaigns of WWII, the National War College {the cream of the 
cream}, Tsingtao {something to talk of forever}, the frustration of Korea, etc etc. In the 
vernacular, MAN, YOU DID IT ALL. And you have the respect of all who knew you, or 
just about all, those in competition or out for themselves excepted. Over the years, due 
to our unique name, | have met a number of people who have known you, and | have 
even overheard the gossip when I was unidentified of men in your commands. You were 
A-1 in their eyes, you were loyal 'downward' -- | guess that is where | got that trait from. 

"And in addition to the tangible, you and Mom gave Denny and me that which is 
much more valuable. | am not sure what is due to genes and what is due to 
environment, but you gave us quick minds {as were yours} and the ability to analyze and 
reason, and Denny and | have greatly benefited in our careers and lives from that. 
Playing MONOPOLY nightly in Ann Arbor, or ABC's as we sped across the plains tuned 
me, us. And either you all or South Kent which you provided gave Denny and me a 
disciplined approach, which to some extent is the secret to life. And by example or 
however, you gave me assertiveness, which covered for my modest confidence levels 
for many years, until finally | figured out that | was a pretty competent person -- or maybe 
it was the discipline to just go ahead and do it, rather than worry about it. And genes 
alone account for a basic healthy body, and example for keeping it reasonably so -- ah 
yes, spinach. Yes, here | am, less than a year short of 60 would you believe, and | have 
a reputation for diving deeper than my friends {80-50} as we go for the lobster -- 
THANKS DAD... 

"...Ah, but the memories. When we lived in Washington in '32, the sips of 
Benedictine on special occasion, the dinners {infrequent} down at the waterfront in the 
seafood restaurants, where they gave me a lollipop afterwards, running fast up the hill 
from Rock Creek Park, with you in hot pursuit belt in hand after catching me playing 
hooky {how come your pants didn't fall down}, the house and garden at Annapolis - 
Mom's squash plants that disappeared, the fireworks that blew just after Denny was 
born, you refereeing me the school class baseball game calling me out when | had just 
hit the ball a bit in front of the plate, not really a real hit {boy, was | upset}, the beautiful 
little airplane models you made {boy did | feel incompetent}, my electric train, the beer 
and whisky business, the trip to Lake Charles with Mom on the innertube, and you 
passed everything in sight - including the only guy who passed you. And in Ann Arbor, 
my first airplane flight in the old hell diver, and Monopoly every which night, can't 
remember, but it sure got me numbers oriented. And at Coronado, | remember bicycling 
across North Island from the dump to where your hangers were, almost getting knocked 
off by two F3F's coming in to land -- | don't think you knew this at the time. And the 
flights around Guatemala, and to Panama in that storm when my appendice had to go-- 
wow. And the hunting, your shop at the airport, St. Exuprey's crash, etc. And the elation 
when you would zoom the house on returning from one of your trips and we would go get 
you at the airport. And the country trips, | wonder how many miles we put on that car 
going to all the 'Nangos' and Atitlan, etc. And then it was off to South Kent and much 
less family life. But the slave quarters outside of Quantico we stayed in, coming back 
from school to say goodbye to you as your train took you across the country enroute to 
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Pearl {why did an aviator have to go by train, for heavens sake}. And then Coronado, 
and the Model A roadster -- how lucky | was to have it to use that year on vacations, 
even though the war reduced your presence around the house by orders of magnitude. 
And gradually, | creeped away. Memories, memories. | will always remember the wake 
up at 4 AM on the Thomason when the Communications officer came back after 
carrousing and read the radio log and told me you had made GENERAL. 

"And we are all lucky in other ways, though at times we may not realize how much. 
Father gets along with both sons, and the two sons get along well together...1 love you 
much. For my 59 years you have been grand, not perfect mind you, but overall grand. 
As a matter of fact, you are the best father | ever had. 

"Be seeing you soon. And guess what - we get fo do your taxes." 


From his obituary: 

General F.H. Lamson-Scribner "was commissioned in the Marine Corps where he 
served for 32 years. In 1926, Gen. Lamson-Scribner earned his pilot's wings at 
Pensacola Naval Air Station, Fla. He had two assignments fighting bandits in Nicaragua 
and later served as an observer to the Battle of Britain before the United States’ entry 
into World War Il. 

"After Pearl Harbor, Gen. Lamson-Scribner coordinated the Marine air assault in the 
Attu-Kiska campaign in the Northern Pacific. Later, he was chief of staff for the 4th 
Marine Air Wing during campaigns in the Ellice Islands, Tarawa, and the Marshall and 
Gilbert Islands. 

"After the war, he was commanding officer at El Toro Marine Corps Air Station, 
Calif. He also served in Tsing-tao, China, and later was assistant commandant of 
Marine aviation and chief of staff for the Fleet Marine Force, Atlantic. He was assistant 
commander for Marine aviation in Korea during the Korean War. 

"Gen. Lamson-Scribner retired in 1955 after serving as commander of Marine Air. 
Reserves in the United States. His decorations included the Legion of Merit with 
Combat 'V,' the Distinguished Flying Cross, the Navy Commendation Medal, the 
Presidential Unit Citation, and several Korean decorations. 

"He was a member of Holy Trinity Church." Mercy Dees Foster was "educated in the 
Lake Charles schools, attended Beechwood college in Philadelphia and is a graduate of 
the Texas state university of Austin." She taught school in Sulphur, Louisiana {just west 
of Lake Charles} prior to her marriage to {then} Lieutenant Frank H. Lamson-Scribner, 
USMC. 


She and her husband, General Frank L-S, used to joke about there being a connection 
between their families in generations past, and that they were related "way back.” 


When Mercy Dees Foster was pregnant with Denny, the family drove back from 
Annapolis to Lake Charles for a visit. Mercy sat on an inner tube for comfort on this trip. 
Her husband, Frank Lamson-Scribner, had just bought a brand new 1933 or 1934 Ford 
V-8, which he drove very fast. Frank Lamson-Scribner, Jr. remembers only one car 
passing theirs on the road, and that his father, Frank, Sr. then passed the car that had 
passed them. 


In 1938, when Mercy's father died, she and her family were living in Guatemala City, 
Guatemala. Mercy and her son, Frank, returned to Lake Charles to spend the summer of 
1941 when her husband, Frank, was stationed in England. Mercy was not able to visit 
Louisiana as much after the war because her husband was stationed on the east coast. 
They bought rural property on the water in Easton, Maryland in 1946 and tended to stay 
there. 

He was stationed in Glenview, Illinois 1954-1955. While in the military there, they 
had two marine sergeants, one of whom was designated to cook and the other to "take 
care of everything else" as well as having people to care for the grounds where they 
lived. Although she had a cook, "nobody could keep her out of the kitchen." She and her 
daughter-in-law, Nancy, didn't get along very well, but Mercy and General Frank L-S 
often took care of her and Frank, Jr.'s children, their grandchildren, when Nancy wanted 
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to do things during the day. When General Frank L-S retired, they had been living in 
Chicago. After retiring from the marine corps he worked for a company in Chicago for 
about two years. Mercy's friend and cousin, Blair Foster Clark, visited them there. Their 
son, Frank, Jr., and his growing family were living in Glenview, Illinois, at that time as 
well. 

After living in Chicago, they returned to their property in Easton, Maryland in 
November 1955. Mercy's son, Frank, Jr., was hired by the World Bank, Washington, 
D.C., in 1959. Frank Jr.'s son, Brad, was eight months old at the time. Frank, Jr. and 
his wife, Nancy, left their daughters, Taki and Kimberly, with Mercy and Frank in Easton 
for a couple of months. Mercy was continually trying to "fatten up" Kimberly who had 
been very skinny since an infant. 

Somewhere along the line {perhaps in the 1940's?}, Mercy, her husband, and their 
son, Denis, lived in China, where they collected beautiful art and antiques which have 
continued to grace their descendants homes. 


Mercy Dees Foster's best friend was named "Dootsy,” and she was the daughter or 
granddaughter of Rudoph Krause {who was a Mason, as were D.M. Foster, Sr., S.O. 
Shattuck, etc.}. Dootsie married Hubert Foster. 


Another good friend of Mercy Dees' was Blair Foster, who is living with her second 
husband, Harper Clark, in Lake Charles, LA as of 1996. Blair and Harper and fondly 
known to Frank Lamson-Scribner, Jr., Kimberly Lamson-Scribner, and Ron Hagland. 
While Mercy and her husband, General Frank H. Lamson-Scribner, Sr., were living in 
Chicago, they were very actively close friends with Blair. Blair Foster Clark describes 
Mercy as very direct, clever, very frugal and quite a character. Mercy's daughter-in-law 
Nancy's brother, Ira F. Doom, Jr., says of Mercy {as well as of his sister, Pat} that she 
could radiate a room with her presence {ira's letter of February 1996}. 


There is a notice in The American Press of Lake Charles, Louisiana on 23 January 1931, 
page 13: "Lieutenant F.H. Lamson-Scribner of Pensacola, Florida, has arrived in lake 
Charles to join Mrs. Lamson-Scribner and son, Frank, who are visiting Mr. and Mrs. D.M. 
Foster, Jr." 


K.A. Lamson-Scribner remembers visiting her L-S grandparents in Easton and their 
visiting in Washington, D.C. On visits to Easton, Mercy Dees would always do 
something special for her grandchildren, often making rice crispie bars, or everyone 
making homemade ice cream together in an ice cream making bucket, or various treats 
and delicious meals and activities. The kids learned to shoot a rifle, standing on the end 
of their dock and&iming at cans out over the water. There were woods to explore, part 
of which held a chicken coop where Mercy had at one time had chickens. There were 
wonderful smells of cedar and sweetgrass and slow, safe afternoons, around the 
grounds or in the hammock hung from two trees almost over the water. Her very 
beautiful, long auburn hair was tied in braids, draped and pinned crossing the crown of 
her head. Mercy Dees was always working on projects. She had made quilts to give 
away during the war, and she was continually working on arts and crafts projects. In the 
1960s she opened up a small shop with her personally made wares in Easton, Maryland. 
When they would visit the FHLS,Jr. family in Washington, D.C., the General and Mercy 
would inevitably take them out for a delicious meal in a Chinese restaurant. 

*Anna Bell Foster’? was born in Lake Charles? 8 August 1907. *Anna died 17 
September 1940 in New Orleans, Orleans Parish, LA, at 33 years of age.1? 

According to her death certificate, she was a native of Lake Charles and was 33 
years, 1 month, and 9 days old at the time of her death. She died of cerebral edema, 
toxic nepotitis, diabetis mellitus and diabetic acidotis at the Touro Infirmary in New 
Orleans. She married *Henry M. Rightor Il in New Orleans, Orleans Parish, LA, 9 
October 1935. "4 

Anna Bell Foster was 28 years old at the time of her marriage to Henry Rightor, who 
was 27 years old. Witnesses to the marriage were Marguerite R. Ellis, Ella Rightor, and 
Ezekiel P. Ellis. The Reverend Nicholas Rightor registered the marriage. He was the

son of *Henry Rightor | and *Ella Beck Ernest. Henry Rightor inherited Foster furniture 
that had been in the family for generations when his wife, Anna Bell Foster died. {FHLS 


interview} 

Conflicting evidence states that *Anna was born 8 August 1906.'° She resided in 
New Orleans, Orleans Parish, LA September 1940, 3809 Carondelet St.1® 

She was residing at this address at the time of her death. Anna Bell Foster, younger 
sister of Mercy Dees Foster {Lamson-Scribner} went to finishing school in Philadelphia 
“and was friends with a woman who later married Ernest Dupont." Anna Bell married 
Henry Rightor in New Orleans in 1985. They were both social workers and lived in the 
same rooming house. They did not publicly announce their marriage and lived in 
separate but adjoining rooms after their marriage. These rooms were connected by 
side-to-side closets through which they removed the partition, enabling them to enter 
each other's room. They handled their marriage so secretly because there was a law at 
the time that only one member of a married couple could be "breadwinner"; evidently, 
they both wanted to work. They had no children. 


Anna Bell was a diabetic. She died at 33 years, 1 month, 9 days and last resided at 
3809 Carondelet Street, New Orleans, Louisiana.

4. Lemuel Calvin? DEES (Calvin Elias*, Mark’, Dempsey®, Jacob®, William’, Emanuel®, John?°, 
Henry"*)'? was born in {Mobile?}, AL 5 May 1845.8 

According to his daughter's, Mamie Dees Foster's, death certificate, Lemuel was born in 
Mississippi. Lemuel died 28 December 1919 in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, at 74 years of age.*9 
From his obituary: "L.C. Dees, one of Lake Charles' few surviving pioneers, died at his home at 615 
Broad street Sunday afternoon at 5:35 o'clock surrounded by his children and near relatives. Mr. 
Dees had been ill for a long time and his death, while not unexpected, was a shock to the entire 
community where he has so long lived. He was 74 years old last May." His body was interred after 
28 December 1919 in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, Orange Grove Cemetary.”° From his obituary: 
"The funeral ceremonies will be conducted at the residence of the family by Dr. J.T. Early, pastor of 
the First Baptist church at 4 o'clock this afternoon. Interment will take place in Graceland cemetery 
following the services at the residence." Orange Grove Cemetery abuts Graceland Cemetery. 


He married Annie HUGHES in Scranton, MS?, 15 December 1871.21 Annie Hughes and Lemuel 
Calvin Dees filed an “intention of marriage" in New Orleans on 15 December, 1870 according to 
evidence found in state health records in the genealogical library in New Orleans. | found no 
marriage certificate. Records from this time can sometimes be sketchy, they may have gone over into 
Mississippi to marry, there may have been a fire in the courthouse, or there may be some other 
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explanation. They were apparently married by the.Reverend Francis Kinault. Nola Mae Wittler 
states in "Pioneers of Calcasieu Parish" that they were married in 1871 in Scranton, MS. She was 
the daughter of James HUGHES IV and Mary Jane MAIDEN? Hughes. 


Conflicting evidence states that Lemuel was born in Escambia? Co, AL, 2 May 1842.22 He 
resided in Scranton, MS ca 1850 {"early youth"}.24 He was inducted into the military in Mobile, AL, 
March 17 1862.74 He enlisted in "Co. D" 15th Confederate Calvary, Murphy's Battalion Alabama 
Calvary, at Halls Mill Camp near Mobile, Alabama. It was later called Company K, Confederate 
States Army. 


Lemuel was listed in a muster roll May and June 1864. No later record of service by him was 
found by the Adjutant General's Office, War Department, Washington, D.C. as of 4 June 1913, as 
submitted to the Louisiana Board of Commissioners in Baton Rouge at the time of the pension 
application. 


He was released from active duty in Gainesville, AL, 1864.26 He served through the war and was 
paroled with his command in 1864. At the time of the Confederate surrender, L.C. Dees was 
between Meridian and Mobile, Alabama. 


He resided in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA 1868.2” According to his Confederate pension, he 
resided in Louisiana, specifically Lake Charles, from 1868 on. 


He bought property in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, 1870. He purchased Deesport in 1870, 
which is the same year he and Annie Hughes married. 


Lemuel applied for a marriage license to wed Annie HUGHES in New Orleans, Orleans Parish, 
LA, 12 December 1870.28 According to conflicting evidence, he married Annie HUGHES in New 
Orleans, Orleans Parish, LA, 15 December 1870.22 According to Sellers' Dees Family papers they 
were married by the Rev. Francis {Kinault?} on this date, at this place. 


Lemuel was listed as the head of a family on the 1890 Census in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA. 
Conflicting evidence states that he died 12 December 1919.°° 

Lemuel Calvin Dees was born in Alabama and raised in Mississippi. He was a Confederate 
Veteran and a Democrat. He was a prominent lumberman and democratic politician at Deesport and 
Lake Charles, Louisiana. Lemuel Dees was Chief of Police and City Marshall in Lake Charles. 


He was five years old at the time of the 1850 Census, and was located under his father as head 
of household, in Conecuh, Alabama. 


From his obituary: 

"On June 28, 1918, Mr. Dees celebrated the 50th anniversary of his coming to Lake Charles. He 
was then 73 years old. The issue of the American-Press of that date contains an account of Mr. 
Dees' life and his early activities in Calcasieu parish and Lake Charles as follows... 

"Fifty Years in Lake Charles, L.C. Dees Celebrates Half a Century Anniversary of an Active and 
Successful Career at This Place. 

"Mr. L.C. Dees, better known as Uncle Lem, is celebrating the 50th anniversary of his coming to 
Lake Charles today. Mr. Dees is one of the few pioneers left and can recall Lake Charles as a 
village untouched by railroads and the many other modern improvements following in their wake. 

"Mr. Dees was born in Alabama and moved to Mississippi in early youth. From there he came to 
Louisiana and landed in Goosport, where he was connected with the late Captain Goos in his early 
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lumber developments of this immediate section. He can remember Lake Charles when it was a 
hamlet in the piney woods bordering the lake. There was almost nothing here then, and Goosport 
was a separate village or settlement with a strip of woods between it and Lake Charles. 

"Captain Goos settled Goosport and made his home there from the time of his arrival to the day of 
his death. As there were no educational advantages for children in this community in those days, 
Captain Goos engaged a governess for his children so they might be taught at home. Miss Annie 
Hughes was guiding the studies of the Goos children when Mr. Dees made his appearance on the 
scene, and in the year of 1870 Miss Hughes gave up her charges to become the wife of Mr. Dees. 

"Shortly after their marriage they moved to a site down the river near Walnut Grove. Here Mr. 
Dees built a mill and founded the little settlement of Deesport, which was known to everyone in this 
entire section of the country. Lumber was cut and loaded on schooners in those days and the river 
was the highway of traffic along almost all lines. When the Southern Pacific came through it opened 
up an avenue of traffic and helped develop the country, but for many years, and even to the present 
day, Calcasieu river has been an artery of commerce for Southwest Louisiana. 

"Mr. and Mrs. Dees lived at Deesport for many years and their children, Abby Dees who now 
resides in Texas, Mrs. D.M. Foster, Jr., Mrs. O.J. Gill, T.A. Dees and Miss Mabel, all of Lake Charles, 
and Miss Pear! Dees, who is now Mrs. Henderson, and who also resides in Texas, were familiar 
figures along the beautiful river bank in those days, playing and living the ideal life of children, in the 
open air, among the woods and within the sight and sound of limpid, rippling water. 

"Later Mr. and Mrs. Dees moved from Deesport up to Lake Charles and Mr. Dees gave up his 
lumber career and became a factor in the municipal life of the city. For a period of about 20 years, 
varying with different administrations, Mr. Dees was city marshal or chief of police. All the children 
knew him as Uncle Lem, and his sonorous voice has perhaps influenced more youngsters to become 
quiet, peaceable, well behaved children than even the peachtree switches of the good old days of a 
few decades ago. When Uncle Lem told a small boy that punishment awaited him for certain boyish 
misdemeanors, that boy believed it, and usually accepted it as gospel as well as law, and conducted 
himself accordingly. 

"Mr. Dees was 73 years young last May and is still hale and hearty and active as ever. Mrs. Dees 
passed into the great beyond a few years ago, but Uncle Lem is still able to get about and work 
along with men much younger than himself. Only a few pioneers of the early days survive, and 
among those who were here 50 years ago when Mr. Dees first came to Calcasieu, are Hon. H.C. Gill, 
George W. Ryan, Pat Fitzgerald and Nathan Clifton. 

"These men are veterans of the Civil war and all attended the rallies, reunions and all local affairs 
where they can sit around and reminisce about the doings of that period. Now that the United States 
is at war, these old fellows dearly love to sit around and relate happenings of their fighting days and 
compare them to this terrible conflict. Each of them shakes his head and wishes he were young 
enough to go with the boys 'over there.’ They know what war is, and they love liberty and democracy 
so that they would go now if they were only permitted to do so. 

"A curious circumstance brought to mind in these recollections of Mr. Dees, is the fact that his 
brother Elly Dees, was one of the men who planned and laid out the Orange Grove cemetery, and 
was the first person buried there. All these stories of early settlers bring out many interesting facts, 
and it is doubtful if there are many towns with more local color than Lake Charles, even if it is a 
modern, busy town with many commercial industries within its limits." 


From MRS 3-58 {from a photo and caption}: 

On Broad Street, looking west from the corner of Ford Street, was the Lem Dees home which was 
a cottage with dormer windows. This cottage was next door to the home of Newton North and across 
the street from the William Ramsey home. 


From MRS {under Dees}: 
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"On the Lake Charles side of the river, about where Mathilda Gray's home now stands, Lemuel 
Dees built about 1868 a mill known as ‘The Old Saw-Mill' - this area was called for many years 
‘Deesport' from the owner of the small mill. A few settlers built homes there and lived and worked at 
the mill until about 1896. The land in 1860 had been entered by George Elms, who stated in a paper 
of that time that he claimed all improvements on the entry {A.M. Mayo's files}." 


From MRS 3-71 {ca 1886}: 

The Deesport mill "followed the fate of so many of those early mills and was burned down and not 
rebuilt. | {Maude Reid} remember many a picnic dinner as a child that was eaten off the planer table 
in this old ruin. .We ran in here for shelter when it rained..." 


The Dees mill was above Walnut Grove and Clooney Place in around 1873. 


Fram MRS 2-132, concerning a for sale advertisement from the newspaper of 10 February 1888, and 
under which Maude Reid notes {on an unknown date} "This is the place now occupied by the Gray 
home on Shell beach": 

"For Sale, That splendid property formerly owned by L.C. Dees, at Deesport, situated two miles 
from the Court House and containing about 15 acres of land, with a frontage of 580 feet on the 
Calcasieu river, together with all the buildings and improvements thereon situated, to-wit: A one- 
and-a-half story dwelling house with an eight foot hall on both floors, with four rooms down stairs and 
three rooms up stairs, with both front and back galleries, and double brick chimneys with fire place in 
each room down stairs. There is also an'L’ to the building containing dining room, kitchen and store- 
room; a 7000 gallon cistern and wash-house, under same cover, and all necessary out houses, 
including new chicken house. There are also on the same property three cottage houses, with 
double brick chimneys; one storehouse on the river bank, and a large office with sleeping rooms; 
also stable and carriage house. A picket fence in good condition encloses each one of the above 
named houses, and there are about 300 orange trees on the property. For further particulars apply 
to J.W. Bryan, Lake Charles, La." 


The population of Lake Charles was 3,442 in 1890; it had grown to 6,680 by the time of the 1900 
census. 


From reprints from the Lake Charles Daily Press, 1897, in the Fever Bulletin: 

"Charge of Shoplifting - Mrs. E.H. Young Placed Under Bond and Held for Grand Jury. Mrs. 
Young was a known person of family connections who was charged with larceny - of gemstone 
jewelry, china, etc...Up until this morning out of deep regard for family connections the still hunt of 
the officers went on in a sub rosa way. It was thought that the case would not be pushed and a 
settlement arranged. 

"But that plan has been abandoned so far as a court record was concerned. Mrs. Young was 
produced in court this morning by Officer Dees and Judge Kinder fixed her bond at {...83507...} 
pending the action of the grand jury." 


From "The Daily American" newspaper of Lake Charles, LA, 27 February 1908: 

"Suspected Sneak Thief Caught 

"Chief of Police Dees made a clever capture this morning when he landed in jail a traveling 
suspected sneak thief on a charge of taking a suit case belonging to two ladies who left for New 
Orleans last night. The suit case was missed just after the train pulled out, and after an unavailing 
search of the train the conductor put Uncle Lem wise by wire. The suit case and contents have been 
recovered." 
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From "Pioneers of Calcasieu Parish" by Nola Mae Wittler, 1987, pp.26-27: 

"Deesport: From Boom to ‘Lost City.’ 

"Deesport was called 'The Lost City’ because it disappeared about 1894 when railways and 
highways came to Lake Charles, furnishing cheaper and faster transportation than river schooners. 

"Purchased by Lemuel C. Dees at a sheriffs sale in 1870, Deesport covered a large section of 
land along Shell Beach Drive. The land, originally a Spanish grant, was triangular, running along 
the Calcasieu River and Sallier Street on the south. The property was later acquired by Mathilda 
Gray for her home. 

"When Dees acquired the property and it became known as Deesport, it had a large sawmill 
called the Yankee Mill -- because someone from Vermont built it -- close to the river. Dees put this 
sawmill to work, and soon built another mill downriver. Known throughout the south as a place 
where lumber could be bought and shipped out in schooners, Deesport became a thriving little 
village. 

"It soon needed a church and a school. So Dees built both. 

"Sending to Mississippi for a trained teacher, Dees selected Dora Fort, sister of Dr. A.K. Fort, a 
Lake Charles dentist. A newspaper article in 1881 announced that a social was being held for the 
benefit of Deesport Sabbath School. 

"Dees Home Stood 200 Feet From River. 

"The late Judge Alfred M. Barbe attended the Deesport School for several years, as it was the 
first one in that area. He remembered that all of the elementary basics were taught up to the fifth or 
sixth-grade level. 

"According to information gathered by Mrs. Zoe Lassman for the Daughters of the American 
Revolution: 'The Dees home, a story and a half white house, was set about 200 feet from the river on 
the land which is now the site of Mrs. Mathila Gray's home. The mill was the first lumber mill in that 
section. It employed many people. Dees’ concern for them prompted him to build tenant houses 
across the rear of his property. 

"Lake Charles residents often attended fish frys and picnics at Deesport. In 'Leaves From the 
Diary of Louise,’ by George Ann Benoit, there are several notices about 'Dees Mill Fish Frys and 
Schooner Rides' on the river by the mill. 

"Lemuel C. Dees was born in 1845 in Mississippi, and came to Lake Charles when he was 23, 
landing in Goosport, where he helped Captain Daniel Goos in the Goos lumber business. Goos had 
a large family, and there were no schools nearby, so he hired a governess-teacher, Annie Hughes of 
New Orleans, originally from Dublin, Ireland. 

"Lem Dees Became Active in Civic Work. 

"Young Dees immediately fell in love with Miss Hughes. They were married in 1871 in Scranton, 
Mississippi. They moved to Deesport, where four daughters, Mrs. D.M. {Mamie} Foster, Mrs. O.J. 
{Renie} Gill, Mrs. Pearl Henderson, and Mable Dees, were born. 

"Mable Dees was a teacher and principal of Fourth Ward School for several years. Later, she 
worked for the Health and Sanitation Unit, and after retirement, she worked as a receptionist for a 
local radio station. 

"In later years, Lem Dees moved his family to 615 Broad Street, and became active in public and 
civic affairs. He was elected chief of police several times, the first time in 1894. He also served as 
city marshal and truant officer. Mrs. Dees taught music in their home. 

"One characteristic remembered about Lemuel Dees was his tremendously loud voice. 
Newspapers of his day called it 'sonorous.' Parents and grandparents frightened their children into 
obeying by threatening, 'Uncle Lem will get you if you don't behave." 

"Kenneth Levingston remembers one day when his brother was riding his bicycle down Broad 
Street. Dees appeared across the street, and in his normal conversational voice, said, 'Son, you 
can't ride on that side of the street.' Levingston not only heard Uncle Lem, he was so badly 
frightened that he fell off his bicycle. 
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"Henry Davis, who lives on Bilbo Street, recalls, 'One morning, | fooled around and was late to 
school. When | arrived, the wooden gates around Central School, were locked. So | started home. 
About that time Mr. Dees saw me. He picked me up and he took me home, where | got a whipping. 
Then | was sent back to school, where | got my second whipping. 

"However, the children soon learned that 'Uncle Lem' really had a good heart. He took many of 
them for buggy rides around town. Later, they recalled the rides as the highlight of their early years. 

“Lemuel Dees is also remembered for the work he did with smallpox victims. He had a little 
yellow surrey, in which he built a bed. He drove around Lake Charles and picked up victims of 
smallpox who were quarantined with no one to take care of them. Dees took them to a ‘pest house’ 
near Lake Charles High School, where he'd take care of them. ‘Lem Dees had smallpox when he 
was young,’ Archie Hickman recalls, ‘and since he was immune he'd take care of the patients to 
prevent anyone else from getting the smallpox.’ 

"Dees has a granddaughter, Mrs. Annele Henderson Bulecheck of Shreveport, and two 
grandsons, James Henderson of Lake Charles and Dr. John Dees, Duke University, Durham, North 
Carolina. 

"Brothers Worked at the Yankee Mill. 

"Annelle Bulechek recalls a story about her grandfather Lem's marriage proposal to Annie 
Hughes. 'He took her out in the middle of Lake Charles, in a boat, to propose to her. In case she 
said, 'no' he didn't want anyone to hear.' 

"Two of Lemuel Dees’ brothers, Elly and Garland, came to Lake Charles around 1874 to work in 
the Yankee Mill at Deesport. Garland M. Dees had a large, two-story store on Broad Street and also 
had a contract to carry mail from the post office to the Louisiana Western Depot. He died in August, 
1896, and is buried in Orange Grove Cemetery. 

"The other brother, Elly H. Dees, opened one of the first telephone companies in Lake Charles. 
He was written up in Perrin's History of Louisiana as well as in many newspapers... 

".,.Like many small communities built around bodies of water for transportation, Deesport, once 
an elegant little river town, has completely disappeared, except for a few fleeting memories in the 
minds of old timers, whose lives were touched by this 'Lost City." 


From Lemuel Calvin Dees Confederate pension application, filed 12 May 1913 and allowed 11 June 
1913, as a soldier of the D 15th Alabama: 

He never took an oath of allegiance to the United States government during the war and was 
never a prisoner. In 1913 he was not engaged in any business and he owned a house and lot in 
Lake Charles valued at $860. He lists Lieut. Sam Mallett of Lake Charles and M. L. Havans of 
Singer, Louisiana as two of his comrades. 


From Mark Ashley Sellers' Dees Family Papers, from a letter from a daughter of Hattie Dees 
Spooner named Jennie to "Helen": 

"I think | remember Uncle Lem as we called him and that he drove around Lake Charles in a little 
horse-pulled cart after everybody else was driving Fords. | think | remember he had a very loud 
voice and when he yelled a greeting to anyone you could hear him all over town.” 


From "Leaves from the Diary of Louise" by George M. Benoit: 

"May 9, 1872 - There was a fish fry in the neighborhood of the L.C. Dees home with boat sailing 
on the river and the lake as the principal diversion...had a lovely sail all around the lake. Captain 
Reynolds gave an excursion, too, on his boat. That night we all went to the soiree at Haskell Hall 
and we danced till th wee morning hours. 

"March 19, 1881- Mr. Mearns resigned as Lake Charles postmaster - is a member of the lumber 
manufacturing firm of Dees and Mearns, with a steam mill located just below Lake Charles. 

"June 25, 1894 - L.C. Dees has been honored with the office of chief of police at $65 a month." 
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"In 1868, Lemuel C. Dees bought a sawmill called 'Yankee Mill' newly constructed by men from 
Vermont which was seized and sold in a sheriff's sale. This also included 4.5 acres running 
alongside the Calcasieu River next to Dock property. This sawmill 'town' was then called Deesport. 
In 1872 the mill was sold, but Dees became owner of another mill in the community. Co-owner was 
William D. Mearns, a retired postmaster. By 1885 the community around the mills was large and 
active enough to have a combined school and Methodist church, built at the expense of Dees. An 
article in the newspaper of that time announced a social was being held for the benefit of Deesport 
Sabbath School. Dees also had a profitable orange orchard in the community. The Dees and 
Mearns sawmill was later moved upstream and Dees bought out the interest of the latter. He later 
sold the business to Perkins and Company.” 

"Deesport Street runs about 1.5 blocks, several blocks north of Prien Lake Road, and it runs west 
from Lake Street. This deadend street is some distance from the original sawmill town." 


When Lemuel C. Dees' brother, Mark A. Dees, died, it left Lemuel as the last surviving of eleven 
siblings. 


From "Lake Charles Street Names and Other Memorabilia..." 

"Deesport Street is some distance from the original sawmill 'town' called Deesport. The 3 acres of 
the original Deesport were along the Calcasieu River next to the dock property. The only building in 
the community was a sawmill called Yankee Mill because it was constructed by men from Vermont 
around 1868. In that year the mill was seized and sold in a sheriff's sale. It became the property of 
Lemuel C. Dees -- hence the name Deesport. 

"The street, presumably named for the same Dees, is a few blocks narth of Prien Lake Road. It 
runs west from Lake Street for about 1.5 blocks, then terminates in a deadend. 

"In 1872, the mill was sold but Dees became owner of another mill in the community. Co-owner 
was William D. Mearns, a retired postmaster. 

"By 1885 the community around the mills was large and active enough to have a combined school 
and Methodist church built at the expense of Dees. An article in the local newspaper announced a 
social was being held for the benefit of the Deesport Sabbath School. 

"Dees also had a profitable orange orchard in the community. The Dees and Mearns Sawmill was 
later moved upstream and Dees bought out the interest of the latter. He later sold the business to 
Perkins and Company. 

"Dees was the first to have a street sprinkler, a home-made one operated some way with the use 
of a horse walking around the sprinkler. 

"Two other men with the family name of Dees were Garland M. and Elly H. The former had a two- 
story store on Broad Street and at one time he had the contract for the mail from the postoffice to 
Louisiana Western Depot. He also worked as agent for the first sawmill in Deesport. 

"Elly H. Dees held some Calcasieu Parish office around 1887." 


Lemuel Calvin DEES and Annie HUGHES had the following children: 


+, f i. Mary "Mamie" Isabella’ DEES was born 11 February 1872.°" 

5 ii. *Abbot LeRoy Dees*? was born 9 June 1873.°3 Abbot died 2 April 1925 in Houston, TX, 

at 51 years of age.** From his obituary in The American Press: 
"A.L. Dees of Orange, formerly a citizen of Lake Charles, died at a sanitarium in 

Houston at 7:30 p.m. Thursday. The body is to be buried in Orange this afternoon at 4 
o'clock. Relatives of the deceased left Lake Charles this morning for the funeral 
services and burial today. Mr. Dees is a brother of T.A. Dees, Miss Mabel Dees, Mrs. 
D.M. Foster, Jr., Mrs. O.J. Gill." His body was interred 3 April 1925 in Orange, TX.*° He 
married *Elizabeth Rebecca Nelson in Westlake, LA, 19 May 1897.°° From Leaves From 
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the Diary of Louise: 

"December 17, 1892 - Abbot Leroy Dees on ‘committee on invitations’ for a Grand 
Ball to be given Tuesday night by the Lake Charles dancing club to usher in the 
Christmas season. 

"April 29, 1893 - Renie Dees and Abbot Leroy Dees were guests at a farewell party 
for Lillie Richard given by Nettie and Hattie Kinder. Abbot Leroy Dees also went to a 
picnic for young people on the banks of the English Bayou." D.M. Foster, Jr. was also 
present at the picnic. 

"February 25, 1895 - Abbot Leroy Dees was a groomsman at the wedding at the 
Baptist Church of Miss Clara Bell Davis and Philip E. Chavanne. 

"December 7, 1895 - Abbot Leroy Dees was an usher at the wedding of Miss 
Virginia Goodlett and Mr. Frank Mornhinveg of Opelousas in the Episcopal Church." 

6 iii. *lrene Frances Dees®” was born 23 September 1875,** Irene died 24 July 1941 at 65 
years of age.29 She married *O'Jennings Floyd Gill in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, 
19 January 1898.4° He was the son of *Hardy Coward Gill and *Martha Smart. From the 
Lake Charles American Press article of 1991 about H.C. Gill written by Nola Mae Ross: 

"During his {H.C. Gill's} last years as clerk, his son O'Jennings worked for him. Gill 
had named this son after a friend of his, an Irish Confederate cavalry officer named 
O'Jennings. 

"O'Jennings married Irene Frances Dees and they had two sons - Jennings Forrest 
Gill, named for the cavalry commander Metford Forest, and Gordon Dees Gill, named for 
the dashing Confederate leader, Gen. Gordon. When a daughter, Gussie Floyd Gill, was 
born, her father changed his name from O'Jennings to O. Jennings and gave the 
daughter his middle name, Floyd. 

"O. Jennings was chief deputy tax collector for Sheriff D.J. Reid, registrar of voters 
under Felix Perkins, and a deputy clerk of court until his election as clerk, an office he 
held from 1940-48. He was also owner of the Gill-Trotti Funeral Home, later Burke- 
Hammer Funeral Home. 

"After the death of his first wife, O. Jennings married the former Mrs. Katherine 'Kit' 
Gayle Burke.” 


From "Leaves of the Diary of Louise": 

"August 6, 1886 - Jennings Gill, the son of H.C. Gill, who has been visiting in the 
country at the home of G.M. Gossett, has had his arm broken by being thrown from a 
horse. 

"November 18, 1899 - Jennings Gill was among the eight men from whom would be 
chosen the Lake Charles football team which will play in Crowley Thanksgiving Day." 

He was best man at the Goodlett-Mornhinveg wedding in 1895. His wife was maid 
of honor and his daughter, Gussie, was bridesmaid for this wedding. 

He and his family went on a camping trip for a week at Barnes Creek in 1897. 


One of his grandsons wrote an editorial entitled "Words Ring True From 80 Years Ago" 
and published in the American Press of Lake Charles, Louisiana on Sunday, June 11, 
1995, p.A11, as follows: 

"Although the reading of my great-grandfather H.C. Gill's speech was inaudible to 
my ears, his powerful response on behalf of the veterans at the unveiling of the 
Confederate Monument rings true today as strongly as it did 80 years ago. As! stood 
proudly with some of his descendants, which included the sixth generation, a few of his 
comments stood out from a copy of the original program, attached here. 

“Following his italicized wisdom are my thoughts of today. 

"We have forgiven. Without forgiveness there can be no healing. Without healing 
there can be no moral, physical or spiritual growth. Without growth there is no life worth 
passing on to our children. 

"But we have not forgotten. To forget is to deny the truth and fails to honor the 
sacrifices that brought us to the present. Forgetting ensures that reality will be blurred by 
blame, shame, fear and guilt so that inhumanities perpetrated upon others will continue 
to be unjustifiably rationalized. 

"We stand for something. A person who will not stand for something, will fall for 
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anything. 

“For me, America's ‘Pledge of Allegiance’ says it all for all. | urge everyone to join 
me in taking the responsibility for liberty and justice for all. 

"Gordon Thomas Gill, Lake Charles." From "Leaves From the Diary of Louise": 

"April 4, 1891 - Irene Dees was on the honor roll for students who have not been 
absent or tardy in March and have a grade of 90 or more. 

"September 2, 1892 - Renie Dees attended a party given for young ladies by the 
Citizens' band of WestLake at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Sam Leveque and chaperoned 
by Mr. and Mrs. J.A. Landry. 

“April 29, 1893 - Renie Dees and Abbot Leroy Dees were guests at a farewell party 
for Lillie Richard given by Nettie and Hattie Kinder." 

"September 16, 1893 - Renie Dees was among other guests at a surprise party for 
Mr. and Mrs. J.A. Kinder at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Thad Mayo. 

"December 7, 1895 - Miss Virginia Goodlett was married to Mr. Frank Mornhinveg of 
Opelousas in the Episcopal Church. Gussie Gill {Renie’s daughter} was bridesmaid, 
Renie Dees was maid of honor, and Jennings Gill {Renie's husband} was best man. 
Abbot Leroy Dees {Renie's brother} was one of the ushers. 

"August 10, 1897 - Rena Dees, Jennings Gill and others returned from a week of 
camping at Barnes Creek. They tell many tales of seeing deer's eyes shining in the 
dark..." 


x iv. *Theodore Allen Dees I*’ was born in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA 28 January 
1878.*2 *Theodore died 24 June 1944 in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, at 66 years of 
age.*? He died suddenly at 10 a.m. on a Saturday at age 66. Last rites were conducted 
from the residence 823 Ford Street, officiated by pastors from both the First Baptist 
Church and First Presbyterian Church. He was a member of the First Baptist Church. 
Two sons survived him: Dr. John E. Dees of Durham, N.C. and Lieutenant T.A. Dees, 
Jr., who was stationed in Florida at the time. His sister, Miss Mabel Dees, and two 
grandchildren also survived him. His body was interred after 24 June 1944 in Lake 
Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, Graceland Cemetery.“ Pallbearers were Gordon Gill, Forrest 
Gill, Acton Hillebrandt, Jack Riel, George Grafton and I.T. Hart. He married *AnnaBelle 
Essary in Morristown, TN, 30 September 1908.75 She was the daughter of *John T. 
Essary. AnnaBelle Essary was "of Morristown, Tennessee.” 


"In 1926, a group inspired by Rosa Hart met in the house of Mrs. T.A. Dees {known to 
everyone as Miss Annabel} on Ford Street to organize a Little Theater. Miss Hart, who 
served as its director for approximately 30 years, presented the first play on February 24, 
1927 at the Episcopal Parish House." 


According to FH Lamson-Scribner in 1996: She loved to travel. She visited him and his 
parents, Mercy and the General Lamson-Scribner, while they were living in Guatemala. 
She employed people making orange pecans. During the depression she employed 
young people from the social set of Lake Charles for handpainting the cans and making 
pecans coated with orange flavored sugar. He remembers them as "absolutely habit 
forming.” She taught bridge and had an etiquette class. She was a "grand dame" of 
Lake Charles society. She entertained boys in the service {military}. 


From the LCAP article of 1974 concerning the Dees-Essary house: 

"One of Lake Charles' lovely earlier homes that had a President of the United States 
among its guests is located at 823 Ford Street. It is known as the Dees home, and here 
the owner, the late Mrs. T.A. Dees, gracious hostess that she was, "held court" and 
entertained civic and social leaders and celebrities, which included President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, then Lt. Col. Eisenhower, headquartered at Ft. Polk during the World War Il 
"Louisiana Maneuvers". 

"The Dees home, known as 'Magnolia Ridge,' is also the birthplace of the Lake 
Charles Little Theater, where Mrs. Dees and the late Rosa Hart, as well as Mrs. Emma 
Michie and Mrs. N.W. {Marion} Reed, met with a group of interested persons to organize 
the Little Theater. Miss Hart served as the theater's first director. 
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"The home, believed built by William T. Ramsey around the 1890s, was first 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Nathaniel D. Pope. It was built when lumber was a big product 
in this area. It has three stories, the third floor having earlier served as a ballroom. 

"The second owner was Mrs. T.A. Dees who purchased the home in 1923. Her only 
surviving son is Dr. John E. Dees of Duke University Medical Center, Durham, N.C. 

"Mrs. Dees, in addition to entertaining celebrities, also held weekly classes to 
instruct young children in etiquette. Here, too, is where she made her famous Orange 
Pecans which were shipped around the country. 

"The home is at present owned by the First Methodist Church. The Calcasieu 
Parish Historical Preservation Society has expressed an interest in having the home 
registered by the National Trust for Historic Preservation." 


From the LCAP article entitled "Old Home: Demolish It or Use as Historic Site?” of 1975: 

"An historic home must either be moved away from its present site at 823 Ford 
Street or face demolishment. It is the old T.A. Dees home, the first home in Lake 
Charles designed by an architect and one in which the late President Eisenhower was 
entertained. 

"The First United Methodist Church bought the home some years ago, since church 
property adjoined the Dees property on two sides. A spokesman for the church said, 
‘We had thought that perhaps we could use it as a youth activities building, but the cost 
of repair and renovation {plumbing, electrical, heating, air conditioning, roof, painting, fire 
escapes, etc.} led us reluctantly to the conclusion that it would not be a practical 
undertaking.’ He said, Instead, our church undertook a lengthy study which led to the 
decision to construct an activities building, which is now under construction. The 
spokesman continued, '| have been asked to notify any civic organizations that may have 
an interest in this house, to advise them that it is or will be made available to any 
recognized community group interested in moving it from the site and restoring it for 
some useful purpose.’ He said, 'Unless we are contacted by some such group within 90 
days, the trustees will undoubtedly move to transfer the building to any interested 
individual to demolish or remove from the land. It is requested that inquiry be made 
through the office of our church if an inspection of the property is desired.' 

"The home, known as Magnolia Ridge, has another historical distinction - the Lake 
Charles Little Theater was organized there. 

"Many residents recall the lady who presided over Magnolia Ridge up until the 
1960s, the time of her death. She was Mrs. T.A. Dees, better known as Miss Annabel. 

"Sunday mornings were 'something special' at Miss Annabel's. She loved to have 
people in, and she was a true southern hostess. Not only did she have good hot coffee 
to serve, as well as something to nibble on, but she always seemed to manage to find a 
handmade potholder to give each guest. 

"Miss Annabel was also famous for her Orange pecans which she made, had 
canned and sold all over the country during depression days. 

"She used to conduct a class of etiquette for boys and girls, and the girls she also 
taught to do needlework, including making potholders. 

"Miss Annabel entertained graciously, and many were the guests who enjoyed 
Magnolia Ridge hospitality. The most noted of all was Dwight D. Eisenhower, then Lt. 
Col. Eisenhower, headquartered at Ft. Polk during World War I! Louisiana maneuvers. 

"It was there, too, that Mrs. Dees, the late Rosa Hart {the nation's first woman 
cheerleader, when she was at Tulane University}, Mrs. Emma Michie and Mrs. N.W. 
{Marion} Reed met with a group of local folks 48 years ago to organize the Lake Charles 
Little Theater. 

"Not too many years before her death, there was a meeting held in her home, with 
Harnett T. Kane, Louisiana author and an active member of Louisiana Landmarks, 
present to talk to a group of civic-minded citizens about saving historic property or 
landmarks. 

"Miss Annabel loved her home, Magnolia Ridge, and she told some of the ladies, 
‘Please don't ever let them tear down my house.’ She was in favor of a group of 
women's clubs taking charge of it, where these clubs could hold their meetings or 
special functions. 
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"The home has three stories, the third floor serving as a ballroom in earlier days... 

"The Calcasieu Parish Historical Society and the Southwest Louisiana Historical 
Association have both expressed a strong interest in the home and in saving it as an 
historical site.” 


From an article entitled, "A Journey 'South', Old LC Home in New Locale {perhaps from 
the Lake Charles American Press, undated}: Caption to a photo of the base of a column: 
"A numbered pedestal waits to be reunited with one of the tall columns it once supported 
at the front of the TA. Dees home. Every board and piece of structure of the house has 
been marked to facilitate reconstruction." Caption to the photo entitled "A President 
Once Visited Here” portraying a three-quarter view of the Dees house bordered by broad 
oak branches: The gracious home of Mr. and Mrs. Dees, which until last year sat at 823 
Ford St. in Lake Charles...The home has ‘journeyed’ to Big Lake where it will be restored 
to its former majesty by Mr. and Mrs. Glenn Alexander of Cameron." Mr. Alexander is an 
attorney in Cameron, Louisiana. 

Conflicting evidence states that *Theodore was born in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., 
LA?, 28 January 1879.“ He resided in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA 1941.47 The 
1941 Polk City Directory lists Mrs. Annabelle Dees as residing at 823 Ford Street, Tel 
4136. 

From reprint from 1897 The Daily American: "Lost between the First Baptist Church 
and L.C. Dees' residence $10 in two $5 bills. Finder return to T.A. Dees and get 
reward." 


From "Leaves From the Diary of Louise": 

“January 25, 1889 - Annie Hughes Dees directed a pageant of the Ladies’ Aid 
Society of the Baptist Church about the Missionary ship "The Morning Star’ in which 
Teddie was one of the planks." Pearlie and Abbie Dees also performed in this. 

"October 28, 1892 - Teddie Dees gave an essay on 'The Meaning of the Four 
Centuries’ at a school program honoring the discoverer of America. 

"December 9, 1892 - Teddie attended Mamie Siling's party last night." Also there 
were Messr. Foster, Irene Dees and Mamie Dees. 

"June 30, 1897 - I've just heard that T.A. Dees has bought for himself a wheel and 
now is ready to join the bikers. Also, Theo A. Dees was registered to take examinations 
in algebra, history and geography relating to the teachers’ institute in session. 

"August 20, 1899 - T.A. Dees and J. Alton Foster hosted a very merry bachelor 
supper at the Waldorf Cafe recently. 

"November 18, 1899 - The high school had a mock trial with the jury sworn in which 
included Miss Mabel Dees, Bud Foster and Teddie Dees." 


From "Kinfolks” publ. by the SW LA Genealogical Society, Vol. 19, No. 4, 1995, article 


entitled "Early History of Lake Charles": 
"April of 1896 - T.A. Dees accepted a clerkship at Milligan-Martin Grocery Co." 


On 30 August 1904 '"...a group of business leaders chartered the Lake Charles Loan 
and Trust Company...serving as the board of directors were George M. King, George H. 
Woolman, Jerry D. Cline, James J. Rigmaiden, Theodore A. Dees, and John W. 
Wetherill. The firm's charter stated that the purpose of the organization was 'to make 
and negotiate loans upon real estate situated in said parish and state’..." 


"One of the early firms established after the turn of the century was the Dees and 
Foster Co. Organized in 1906, the real estate firm was fully prepared to give home 
seekers and investors accurate and complete information on every type of resource to 
be found in Calcasieu Parish. 

"The company had access to every type of land and had the knowledge needed to 
make the land most suitable in its particular advantages, according to The Daily 


American of 1907. 
"The firm began business in 1907 and had its office in the Lake Charles National 


Bank Building. It offered not only real estate but also a strong line of fire, marine and 
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surety insurance. 
“Experience in business gave both founders a great advantage on their new 


venture." 


From his obituary: 

He was the deputy clerk of court and a "widely known Lake Charles citizen." He had 
been active in the insurance and real estate field, and had served as acting postmaster 
of Lake Charles from December 1934 to March 1936. "At one time he was interested in 
the rice milling industry as an associate of the late J. Alton Foster." He lived in Lake 
Charles for his entire lifetime. 


From the LCAP article of 16 August 1970, entitled “Early LC Homes, Third-floor Ballroom 
Points to an Era of Spaciousness", concerning Annabelle and T.A. Dees home on Ford 
Street: 

"The third floor of the main wing of the white mansion, set picturesquely among 
huge magnolia and oak trees at 823 Ford St., is a ballroom made for the only daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Nathaniel D. {Susan} Pope. But Elizabeth's feet never glided over the 
highly polished hardwood panels in the large room; she died of typhoid fever at the age 
of 16. It is believed the lovely, classical home was built by William T. Ramsey sometime 
within the decade preceding the turn of the century. 

"The second owner of the home was the late Mrs. T.A. Dees who purchased it in 
1923. Its current owner is her only surviving son, Dr. John E. Dees at Duke University 
Medical Center in Durham, N.C. 

"The simplicity of the facade adds to the stateliness of the imposing structure and 
the moderate decorations prevent a too formidable appearance. The colossal two-story 
order features fluted shafts complete with full attic base and similar head. Above each is 
a tri-bracket arrangement in the otherwise plain entablature. 

"The triple fenestration on the south of the entrance has bracketed capping and 
brackets are beneath the sills. All lower floor windows and all, except the single ones 
flanking the front door, are fully faced. Those on the second level are shorter, and a 
wide fascia board running the width of the home is the only heading the windows have. 

"The sides and rear of the home are as lovely as the front. The pedimented gable 
at each side is enclosed in moulding and the segmental space has rectangular shingles 
arranged in a fret-work pattern. The incongruity of the window size and shape is 
appealing. 

"At each side is a decorative, wide chimney wall of red brick which protrudes from 
the surface the length of the raised foundation. 

"Giving an ell shape to the structure is a steep gabled wing extended from the north 
rear of the main wing. It contains a huge kitchen and over-sized pantry and a stairway 
leading to the second floor. The pedimented gable has the same treatment as the side- 
gables, and a dormer from this wing looks into the rear dormers of the main unit. 

"The charm of the rear is also attributable to the engaged columns, the irregularity in 
form with each projection or recession and enclosed with moulding or bordered with 
fascia boards. 

"Separated from the house is a building, now an attractive two-room rental house, 
but which served, prior to the installation of natural gas facilities, as the steam house 
which furnished heat to the main house during the winter. 

"The interior was given only necessary restraint in decoration. One enters the large 
foyer with its lovely old furniture. To the one side is a very large living room. Back of 
this is a library which one of Mrs. Dee's sons used as a doctor's office during his practice 
here. There is also a sun parlor on this side of the home where Mrs. Dees held 
numerous bridge parties. 

"The library is paneled and when one area is pressed, a secret door is revealed. 
This leads to a hall and bath. 

"To the other side of the foyer is a nice-sized dining room and from this, a hall leads 
to the kitchen. Between the kitchen and the dining room and accessible from the hall is 
what may have been a wine pantry or snack room. A counter leads from this samll room 
part-way into the hall. 
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"From the foyer is the stairway with its carved string and rail beginning at a large, 
round, floor-to-ceiling column. Six steps lead straight up to the first perron. When the 
steps turn, the stairwall is open so one may look down through wood tracery of different 
designs into the centrally-located, small and cozy coffee or cup-room. Numerous 
shelves held Mrs. Dee's famous cup and saucer collection. She entertained informally in 
the room and smail bridge game parties were also held. The hall, living room, library 
and dining room, each has a door leading to this popular room. 

"On the second floor are four rooms and a bath. The hallway surrounds the open 
stair well and a door from the hall leads to the balcony. The master bedroom opens onto 
al... porch and the galleries. 

“Back of the ballroom and in the ell wing is a large attic room with dormer windows. 
The area is used for storage or recreation. 

"The mantels are elaborately decorated with spirals, columnettes and various 
carved designs. Wide skirting with lovely molding and a band of molding several inches 
from the 14-foot ceiling liens are featured throughout the house. 

"The lighting fixtures, chimney pieces and fireplaces, and even the hardware of 
doors show exquisite taste in decorative art. The home was definitely constructed when 
servants were a daily part of the household, but even without, the young married couple 
and small children now occupying it find it a pleasure." 

{Note: Frank Lamson-Scribner, Jr. fondly remembers visiting this house when he 
was a child. Also note: more information on this house and its history is transcribed in 
Annabelle Essary's section.} 

8 v. *Pearl Ethel Dees*® was born 22 January 1880.*° Pearl died 4 September 1936 at 56 
years of age.5° She married *James Lester Henderson in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., 
LA, 26 December 1905.5" 

Conflicting evidence states that she died 7 September 1936.52 

Pearl Dees was on the honor roll at school on 14 January, 1893. 


From Leaves from the Diary of Louise: 

"January 14, 1893 - Extensive improvement in the public school building was made 
during the holidays, in the way of new seats and things of that kind. There are 350 
pupils enrolled, they say, with an average attendance of 300. There are only seven 
teachers. They say that isn't enough, and that they need another building badly. They 
hope to have a building for the primary grades next year. We are real proud of the rapid 
progress our public school has made." On a listing of the honor roll at school for the 
“past month" is the name of Pearl Dees, among others. 

May 12, 1899 - she gave a program with other high school graduates at the opera 
house the Friday night immediately previous to this date. 


From 1896 news article reprinted in Kinfolks: 

‘ Pearl Dees was listed among other "teachers and those expecting to become 
teachers” who would be attending the Calcasieu Normal classes in Lake Charles in 
1896. 


9 vi. *Mabel Ann Dees™ was born in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA 3 April 1882.54 Mabel 
Dees was born while the family was living at Deesport. Mabel died 20 February 1959 at 
76 years of age.® 

Conflicting evidence states that Mabel was born 23 April 1882.5° She graduated 
from high school in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, 1901. School: Lake Charles High 
School.5’ From the 1951 Beaumont Enterprise article as reproduced on microfilm in the 
Maude Reid journals, Book 10, p.40: 

Mabel Dees was on the attendance roster for "12 of 13 surviving members of 1901 
graduating class at Lake Charles" who were attending the 50 year reunion in the 
Majestic hotel in Lake Charles, LA. 

She resided in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA 1941.5° The listing for Miss Mabel 
Dees in Polk's City Directory shows her as secretary, Board of Health, City of Lake 
Charles, with her office on the first floor of City Hall, Tel 2116, and her home residence 
at 1605 Grove Avenue, Tel 2382.

Conflicting evidence states that she died abt 1959.5° 

Mabel Dees loved to travel. Around the period of 1939, and likely before and after 
this date, she and one of the Gills, Mary Belle Woosley and Dootsy were all very good 
friends. She never married. 


From "Leaves From the Diary of Louise": 

"May 5, 1894 - Mabel Dees was awarded a Poe medal for high marks by John H. 
Poe, president of the school board. 

"March 14, 1896 - A group of picknickers, including Mabel, Pearl and Teddie Dees 
as well as Ben and Alton Foster went out to Walnut Grove March 13. One of the two 
chaperones was Mrs. D.M. Foster. 

"May 12, 1899 - At closing exercises of high school cadets, the girls of the school, of 
whom Mabel Dees was a maid of honor, presented the boys with their gift to them of a 
United States flag. 

"November 18, 1899 - Miss Mabel Dees was a member singing in a double quartet 
at the open program at the high school. Also, the high school had a mock trial with the 
jury sworn in which included Miss Mabel Dees, Bud Foster and Teddie Dees." 


From 1896 news article reprinted in Kinfolks: 

Mabel Dees was listed among other "teachers and those expecting to become 
teachers" who would be attending the Calcasieu Normal classes in Lake Charles in 
1896. 


In 1904, Miss Mable Dees was an alumni of Lake Charles High School and was 
working at the "school house” and was having "delightful times coming over on the early 
morning train" with Kate Harrop. 


According to “Pioneers of Calcasieu Parish" by Nola Mae Wittler: Mabel Dees was 
born in Deesport. "Mable Dees was a teacher and principal of Fourth Ward School for 
several years. Later, she worked for the Health and Sanitation Unit, and after retirement, 
she worked as a receptionist for a local radio station." 


KALS met Louise Hatchey at the Sth Annual Genealogical Conference in Lake Charles, 
LA {1 April 1995} who knew Mabel Dees "when she was older." She related the 
following story to her: 

Rosa Hart and Mabel Annie Dees were friends. They went to Russia together. 
Mabel seemed tall because she was thin, she would wear her hair back, and was a 
dignified and funny character. 

Rosa was supposed to do a "talk" on the Russia trip but became ill and was unable 
to. Mabel substituted for her. Mabel Dees explained that her main experiences of 
Russia were the bathrooms, that she couldn't talk about much else, trip because she 
had a bladder infection during it. So, she gave a talk on all of her experiences of the 
bathrooms of Russia. Louise Hatchey says she gave a hilarious and interesting talk on 
this subject. Included in this, she spoke of bathrooms that were in catacombs, where 
you had to go through caves to large rooms with holes in them and that many people 
would be using these holes, and she did, too. 

Louise Hanchey also spoke of her living in a very interesting house with an octagon 
room, and said that this house was no longer there, that it had been moved. 


10. Annie? HUGHES (James, Stephen’*)® was born in Dublin, Ireland 1 June 1846.51 Annie 
died 7 December 1915 in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, at 69 years of age. 

From her obituary: "After an illness borne with Christian fortitude, Mrs. Anna Dees, wife of L.C. 
Dees, passed to eternal rest at 9:30 o'clock last night {Tuesday 7 December 1915}. Mrs. Dees had 
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been sinking for several days and the end was not unexpected.” 

Her death certificate states she was 69 years, 6 months and 6 days old at the time of her death. 
This certificate, the information on family reported to authorities by D.M. Foster, Jr., states Annie's 
parents to be James Hughes {born in Ireland} and Mary Jane {born in Ireland}. Her body was © 
interred 8 December 1915 in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, Graceland Cemetary. From her 
obituary: “The funeral took place at 3 o'clock this afternoon {Wednesday, 8 December 1915} from 
the family home on Broad Street, Rev. R.P. Mahon conducting services at the home and Rev. K.W. 
Dodson at the cemetery. J. Alton Foster, Judge W.H. Haskell, F.M. Hamilton, N.E. North, A.M. Mayo 
and P.E. Chavanne bore the body to its last resting place. A large number of friends of the family 
were in attendance." 


She married Lemuel Calvin DEES in Scranton, MS?, 15 December 1871.® He was the son of 
Calvin Elias DEES and Mary Charlotte TIPPINS. (See Lemuel Calvin DEES for the children 
resulting from this marriage.) 


She emigrated, 18487. Point of origin: Ireland.® She resided in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA 
abt 1868.6 Annie applied for a marriage license to wed Lemuel Calvin DEES in New Orleans, 
Orleans Parish, LA, 12 December 1870.8 According to conflicting evidence, she married Lemuel 
Calvin DEES in New Orleans, Orleans Parish, LA, 15 December 1870. According to Sellers' Dees 
Family papers they were married by the Rev. Francis {Kinault?} on this date, at this place. 

Annie Hughes came to New Orleans in probably 1848 at age two with her parents, James and 
Mary Jane, and sister, Eliza Mary Jane on a ship. First James and then Mary Jane died of yellow 
fever not long after coming to New Orleans. Annie and her sister were brought up in New Orleans by 
their aunt, Isabella Sands who was married to Alexander Hughes. Isabella was a widow at age 24 in 
New Orleans. 


On the 1850 Louisiana Census {microfiche #1850, p.285, dwelling no. 2842, household no. 4050} 
are: Isabella {..illegible..} Hughs, age 24, born in Ireland; Eliza Hughs, age 6, born in Ireland; Anna 
Hughs, age 4, born in Ireland; R..?.. E..?.. Lincoln?, age 24, male, clerk, born in ?; Barbara 
Elizabeth Lincoin?, age 16, born in Louisiana. 


From Mrs. Anna Dees obituary: 

“Mrs. Dees was born in Ireland, the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. James Hughes, and was brought to 
the United States when two years old, her parents taking up their residence in New Orleans. Her 
father died during a terrible epidemic of yellow fever in New Orleans shortly after their arrival and her 
mother did not long survive him, leaving two daughters, Mrs. Dees and Mrs. T. Dumas, who lived in 
New Orleans. They were reared by an aunt. Mr. and Mrs. Dees were married in New Orleans on 
Dec. 15, 1870, and came to Lake Charles immediately after, where they have since made their 
home." 


From Nola Mae Wittler's "Pioneers of Calcasieu Parish...": 

"Lemuel C. Dees...came to Lake Charles when he was 23, landing in Goosport, where he helped 
Captain Daniel Goos in the Goos lumber business. Goos had a large family, and there were no 
schools nearby, so he hired a governess-teacher, Annie Hughes of New Orleans, originally from 
Dublin, Ireland... Young Dees immediately fell in love with Miss Hughes...In later years, Lem Dees 
moved his family to 615 Broad St., {where} Mrs. Dees taught music in their home." 


According to Joyce Preston Hipp of Charleston, South Carolina, in her letter of 1995 to Julie Mosely 


Lamson-Scribner: 
"All twelve children of Capt. and Mrs. Goos played musical instruments and gave concerts." 
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From "Leaves from the Diary of Louise” by George M. Benoit, concerning Annie Hughes Dees: 

"January 25, 1889 - directed a pageant of the Ladies' Aid Society of the Baptist Church of the 
missionary ship, 'The Morning Star.’ Pageant carried on by a good number of children including 
Annie's own children. Pearlie Dees explained building of the ship; Teddie Dees was one of the 
planks; Abbie Dees called for the life boat which was filled with children. 

"February 26, 1890 - gone to New Orleans with her son Abbie and her little girl, Pearlie. 

One of the Hughes-Dees daughters patronized or attended "the school where Catholic education 
was taught, during its first scholastic year ending in July 1883. Catholic and non-Catholic girls 
attended. The Marianites of Holy Cross in Lake Charles aimed at giving their pupils an education 
which was both refined and sufficiently academic for the proper formation of young ladies. Their 
efforts at the beginning met with indolence and lack of discipline on the part of the children, 
traceable, according to Sister Francis, to the absence of previous religious instruction. Board for one 
month cost $15, while tuition was $2 a month for the elementary and $3 a month for the advanced 
grades...non-Catholics were accepted on the stipulation that they would attend regularly at all 
exercises of divine worship and would conform to the disciplinary order of the house.” 


Concerning Lake Charles history, in an article entitled "Lake Charles: The Early Years" contained 
within a pamphlet given at an exhibit of "Historical Photographs of Early Lake Charles 1840-1920" at 
the Imperial Calcasieu Museum in cooperation with the McNeese State University Library - Archives 
and Special Collections Department in 1996: 

"Isolated by the Atchafalaya Swamp to the east, the Gulf of Mexico to the south, and the great 
virgin pine and cypress forests to the north, Lake Charles emerged as a settlement largely cut off 
from the mainstream mind of the South. 

"From the city's very beginnings, no one ethnic group, race, religion, or politics dominated the 
culture. Oral tradition holds that Jean Lafitte frequented Contraband Bayou and the lake, a story 
best substantiated by a black man of Moorish descent who met Lake Charles' early settlers. 

"The first white settlers were Martin LeBleu and his wife, Dela Marion. Leaving Bordeaux, France 
in 1775, they arrived before the beginning of the nineteenth century. Soon to follow was Charles 
Sallier, a native of Spain and the first white man to build a house within what are now the city limits of 
Lake Charles. Sallier married Catherine LeBleu in 1802, and they had the first white child born in 
Southwest Louisiana. 

"In an area earlier inhabited by native Indians, European immigrants began to hew out the land. 
By 1817, Jacob Ryan had arrived and settled 160 acres on the east shore of Lake Charles. Ryan 
was the first settler whose main objective was lumber, and it was he who built the first of many 
sawmills and thus established the town's first industry. That mill stood near the Lakeside Bank 
building and the Calcasieu Marine Tower. The town grew up along the lake, actually around the 
Jacob Ryan sawmill. Lumber was the town's reason to exist. Without lumber, there would not have 
been the basic natural resources that early settlers knew how to refine into finished products 
necessary to develop the town's economy. 

"Between 1817 and 1855, longleaf yellow pine and some cypress remained the primary industry. 
It was in 1855, that Captain Daniel Goos, a Frisian by birth, came to Lake Charles. He, too, built a 
sawmill, but soon branched out into building schooners, tugboats, and even steamboats. Charlie's 
Lake, Charlestown, and finally, Lake Charles found itself conducting extensive trade with Galveston. 
A close bond grew between the two towns, and Lake Charles lumber found Galveston to be its 
gateway to the American West. 

"The beginning of the 1860's would bring the war years, but Southwest Louisiana had its own 
unique attitude toward the war. Both English and northeastern Americans had come to settle Lake 
Charles, not to mention a large influx of continental Europeans and Jews. Attitudes toward slavery in 
Lake Charles were mixed, and certainly choosing sides remained secondary to business interests. 
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The citizenry did finally become involved in the war, and young men of local families went the serve 
the South. 

"Coupled with the cosmopolitan citizenry and the geographic location of the town, the outcome of 
the war had little or no soci-political effect on Lake Charles - except that the end of the war did 
produce a still greater lumber exporting business to Galveston and the nation. The plentiful pine 
made the town flourish. Other settlers continued to move in. More sawmills were built by men like 
Rudolph Krause, a native German; and a few years later, Midwesterners from Kansas, namely the 
Kings and the Webers, would also build mills. 

"The 1880's saw the small sawmill village develop into a boom town, thanks to the innovative 
advertising methods of a man named J.B. Watkins. With his astounding advertising campaign, the 
town grew 400% in the 1880's. Cultural activities became important, and Lake Charles had a definite 
geographic advantage. Travelling entertainment that New Orleans enjoyed was most often 
performed in Lake Charles on Sunday evenings. Texas had Sunday closing laws, and many 
travelling traupes which passed through the South to New Orleans and on to Galveston and Houston 
usually found Lake Charles a good place for a one-night Sunday performance before going west into 
Texas. 

"By the 1890's, finer homes were being built. Although the town had no real architects, carpenters 
of significant ability each tried to outbuild the other with their use of elaborate fretwork and Victorian 
decoration. Fancy spindles, newel posts, soldiers, and panelled doors - all of native pine - filled the 
houses. Merchants like Leopold Kaufman imported fine linens, china, furniture, and all kinds of 
household goods for the affluent society of the time. With the influx of people who had moved to 
Lake Charles, not only from the northern United States but also from Europe, the social scene of the 
town mirrored the citizens’ social life in localities they had left behind. Often referred to as the 
"Golden Age’ of Lake Charles, the 1890's and beyond until 1910 produced artistic and cultural events 
that were second to none in the South. Afternoon teas complete with calling cards were as elaborate 
as was the wearing apparel. Victorian English custom was at its peak; and Lake Charles people 
emulated the English with their architecture, dress, and tastes for the performing arts. Theatre 
flourished in Lake Charles with entertainers appearing locally such as Lillian Russell, the 
Barrymores, Joseph Jefferson, Isadora Duncan, and many others.” 


Continuing from this same pamphlet from Imperial Calcasieu Museum Exhibit of Lake Charles 
History: 

"Fire of 1910 

"According to accounts of the time, the fire started in the rear of the Old Opera House on the 
afternoon of April 23. The building had been condemned but had not been torn down. Someone 
was burning trash behind the building and embers from this fire ignited the building. According to a 
New Orleans paper, Lake Charles had been in the midst of a drought, and the old wooden buildings 
of the town were a ‘virtual tinderbox.' 

"The fire cut a pathway two blocks wide and a half mile long from Ryan Street northwest to 
southeast. Destruction of property was estimated at $750,000. Among the buildings lost were the 
court house, city hall, Immaculate Conception church, convent, school, and rectory and about 65 
homes, a total of 109 buildings. 

"Flood of 1913 

"The worst flood in the history of the city occurred in the latter part of September 1913. Heavy fall 
rains were blamed for the flooding. The Powell Lumber Company had the only mill able to operate 
along the river. Around Hodges and Common Streets near Pithon Coulee, the water came to the 
eaves of the houses. One hundred and fifty houses were flooded. The lake rose three feet in one 
night as the flood swept down the Calcasiue River. The worst damage was that done to the planted 
rice; 50% of the crop was ruined. Seventy-five thousand acres were damaged. 

"Hurricane of 1918 
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"On August 6, a hurricane struck Calcasieu and Cameron parishes. The final death toll days later 
was 30 dead {12 in Lake Charles} and 6 seriously injured; most deaths were caused by flying debris, 
such as bricks, although five drowned. The worst of the high winds and heavy rains lasted about 
three hours. The storm reportedly extended in width from east of Orange, Texas, to near Jennings 
{Louisiana}. Nearly all businesses and homes suffered severe damage. Damages totaled $1-2 
million. Some of the most severe damage was done in the Goosport milling district, where fires lit 
the sky and added to the destruction caused by the winds. Another victim of the storm was the stern- 
wheeled steamer, the 'Borealis Rex,’ which sank in Prien Lake {by Lake Charles}, shortly after its 
passengers were put ashore."

11. Calvin Elias? DEES (Mark*, Dempsey®, Jacob®, William’, Emanuel’, John?°, Henry'®)® was 
born in {Mobile?}, AL 31 October 1819.7° Calvin died 22 May 1867 in Jackson Co., MS, at 47 years 
of age.”! His body was interred after 22 May 1867 in E Jackson Co, MS, Dees Family Cemetary.’ 
His gravestone carries the masonic emblem and reads: 

"In memory of Calvin E. Dees 

"Born Oct. 31, 1819 : 

"Died May 22, 1867" The Dees Family Cemetery is by Goode's Lake, "old Goode Mills place," 
near Jackson Creek. 


He married Mary Charlotte TIPPINS 24 October 1838.73 This marriage date conflicts by several 
days with a marriage certificate for Dees-Tippins found in W. Escambia, Florida court records. 


Conflicting evidence states that Calvin was born in AL, 1819/1820. According to conflicting 
evidence, he married Mary Charlotte TIPPINS in W. Escambia, FLA, 20 October 1838.75 Calvin was 
listed as the head of a family on the 1840 Census in Conecuh Co., AL.’® In this 1840 census, Calvin 
Dees is listed as head of household for the following: 1 male b.1810-1820, 1 female b.1820-1825, 1 
female b.1835-1840. 


Calvin was listed as the head of a family on the 1850 Census in Conecuh Co., AL.”” Calvin Dees 
is listed with an occupation of lumber in this 1850 census. 


Calvin was listed as the head of a family on the 1860 Census in Jackson Co., MS.” Calvin Elias 
Dees' family is shown on the 1860 census as follows: "C.E. Dees b.1820 in Alabama, engineer; 
Mary Dees b.1825 in Ala.; Nancy Dees b.1845 in Ala.; Arch Dees b.1846 in Ala.; Lemuel Dees 
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6.1848 in Ala.; Mark Dees b.1849 in Ala.; Frances Dees b.1850 in Ala.; Garland Dees b.1854 in 
Ala." 


Calvin had a claim made 20 January 1872 in Jackson Co., MS.7° Mark A. Dees, administrator of 
his father Calvin Elias Dees' estate, made a petition claim to the Commissioners of Claims {Southern 
Claims Commission} for $14,915 in reimbursement for goods used by the federal government during 
the civil war. It says, "...he had a claim against the United States for property taken for the use of the 
army of the United States during the late rebellion at or near Goodes Mills or Meadowville Post 
Office, in the county of Jackson, and State of Mississippi... That the said claim, stated by items, and 
excluding any and all items of damage, destruction, and loss, {and not use} of property; of 
unauthorized or unnecessary depredations by troops and other persons upon property, or of rent or 
compensation for the use or occupation of buildings, grounds, or other real estate, is as follows:

$3.00 per head - $390.00; {11} 35 Head of Cattle @ $15.00 per head - $525.00; {12} 24 head of 
work oxen at $30 - $710.00; {13} 4 head of horses, 8 mules - $600.00; {14} 1 mule wagons and 
barrels - $150.00; {15} 2 Buggies, one Small & one two horse - $150.00; {16} 2 Sets Tools Black 
Smith & Carpenter - $150.00; {17} 4 Ox Wagon Equipments - $500.00; {18} 2 1/2 Boxes Tobacco - 
$250.00 --- Total, $14,915.00. 

{Note: in a separate document within these papers Calvin Elias Dees has written to the "Officer in 
Command of U.S. forces - Sir, | beg leave to report to you in Writing a statement of all my Property 
that | had on hand when your officers arrived here at this place. Which was as follows. {All of those 
items included in above inventory for the claim, in addition to the following}: 1/2 interest in one 
colored man, woman and four children; 1/3 interest in 20 thousand {..?..} cotton;1 light buggy out of 
repair; farming and garden tools; 500 Ibs. wheat bran; 8 bee hives.} 

Chapman Holmes & Co. in Washington City, D.C. were authorized and empowered to act as 
attorney "for the prosecution of this claim." Mark A. Dees personally appeared to petition this. 
"Personally appeared before me Mr. M.A. Dees being duly sworn deposes and says, that he is the 
petitioner named in the foregoing petition, and who signed the same; that the matters therein stated 
are true, of the deponent's own knowledge, except as to those matters which are stated on 
information and belief, and as those matters he believes them to be true; and deponent further says 
that he did not voluntarily serve in the Confederate army or navy, either as an officer, soldier, or 
sailor, or in any other capacity, at any time during the late rebellion; that he never voluntarily 
furnished any stores, supplies, or other material said to said Confederate army or navy, or to the 
Confederate government, or to any officer, department or adherent of the same in support thereof, 
and that he never voluntarily accepted or exercised the functions in any office whatsoever under, or 
yielded voluntary support to, the said Confederate government. 

"... That the property in question was taken or furnished for the use of a portion of the army of the 
United States, known as Ben Gordon's {Grangers?} operations against Mobile and commanded by 
Colonel Bertram of 20th Wisconsin {act Brigadier Gen.?} and that the persons who took or received 
the property, or who authorized or directed it to be taken or furnished were the following: Col. 
Bertram {20 Wisconsin Reg}, Lieut. Col. Starr {20 Wisconsin Reg.}, Col. Prince {19 lowa? ...?} 

"That the property was removed to other property to the camp - the lumber to N. Arkansas and 
believed to have been used for building and repairing barracks and used for or by the 20 Wisconsin 
and 19 lowa regiments all this on or about the 24th day of December, in the year 1864. 

"That your petitioners original owner remained loyally adherent to the cause and the Government 
of the United States during the war, and was so loyal before and at the time of the taking of the 
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property for which this claim is made, and he solemnly declares that, from the beginning of hostilities 
against the United States to the end thereof, their sympathies were constantly with the cause of the 
United States and that they never, of their own free will and accord, did anything, or offered, or 
sought or attempted to do anything, by word or deed, to injure said cause or retard its success and 
that they were at all times ready and willing, when called upon, or if called upon, to aid and assist the 
cause of the Union, or its supporters, so far as their means and power, and the circumstances of the 
case, permitted. Included with the claim papers are the following: 

A receipt: "Good's mills Septb 15 1863 Borowed from Mr. C.E. Dees the sum of eleven Thousand 
Dollars for {minor?} interest in the two piles of Dress lumber bought of Mr. G. Goods at his mill on 
Dog River." {signed: Rusick?} This claim, submitted by Calvin Elias Dees’ son, Mark A. Dees, was a 
“barred claim" {rather than allowed, disallowed or dismissed} according to "Southern Loyalists in the 
Civil War: The Southern Claims Commission, Composite Directory of case files created by the U.S. 
Commissioner of Claims 1871-1880, including those appealed by the War Claims Committee of the 
U.S. House of Representatives and the U.S. Court of Claims" - by Gary B. Mills. 


"HeadQuarters Dist. of So. Ala. 

"Five Mile Creek Miss. Jan. 6th 1868 

"Mr. Deas with one man has permission to go to Good's Mill in a boat and return with his family 
and such goods as he may wish to bring. On his return he will report to Lt. Col. S... at {Griffin?} Mills.

"Col. H. Bertram 

"{C.J. Miller?} 

"Capt. {...}." Also: 

"HeadQrs 13th A.C. 

"Mobile, Ala, May 12/65 

"Mr. C.E. Dees, of Pascagoula, Miss, has permission to bring his family from New Orleans to that 
place. 

"By Order of Maj. Ge. Granger 

"T.W. Emery 

"Maj. {AAG?}" C.E. Dees and family were also given a five day pass {no. 11204} from the Head 
Quarters Department of the Gulf, Office of Provost Marshal General in New Orleans on 22 May 1865 
to pass from New Orleans to Pascagoula. "This Pass is given upon the Parole of Honor of the 
holder, that he will in no way give information, countenance, aid or support to the so-called 
Confederate Government or States. By order of Col. F.A. Starring, Provost Marshal General, {signed 
by Henry C. {Welliam?}, Lieut. & A.A.D.C." 


Calvin Elias Dees was the eldest son of Mark Dees. 
The Dees family graveyard is near Gould's Lake in Mississippi. 


As quoted by Holtzclaw in "The Dees Family," p.142: "From Mrs. J.F. Sellers, 97 Peachtree St., 
Atlanta, Ga., Jan. 5, 1920, 'Our uncle L.C. Dees of Lake Charles, La. has just died. He was the last 
of the sons of Calvin, our grandfather, who married Mary Charlotte Tippins. There were thirteen 
children of this marriage: Elizabeth {Mrs. T.L. Hurlbutt's mother}, Jane Tippins {my mother}, Nancy, 
Lemuel Calvin, Arch, Mark Ashley, Frances, Garland, Dora and E.H. | think three died in infancy. 
Of this large family, only Frances {Mrs. Cudabec} of Mississippi Point, Miss. is living. My 
grandfather's father was named Mark. His wife was a Pippins, not Tippins, though very alike." 


Included in M.A. Dees' claim to the Southern Claims Commission on Calvin Elias Dees' estate is a 
form, sworn to and signed by Calvin Elias Dees, before Wm. K. {Coulston?}, 1st Lieut & Pro Marshal, 
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years of age.°9 She married *James S. Romine in Moss Point, MS, 3 March 1880.1°° 
Nancy Dees was eight years old when the 1850 Census of Conecuh County, Alabama 
was taken. She was listed under the head of household, Calvin Deese, her father. 


From article in Jackson County Genealogical Society Quarterly: 

"She moved to Lake Charles, Louisiana and then to Texas." 

*Archibald Dees’®’ was born 6 January 1844.12 Archibald died 2 June 1886 in Grand 
Bay, AL, at 42 years of age.'°° His body was interred after 2 June 1886 in Jackson 
Creek, MS, Jackson Creek Cemetary. He married *Jane Huey Ramsay in Leaf, Greene 
Co., MS, abt 1880.1°* He was age 36 when he married. From Jackson County 
Genealogical Society quarterly: 

"In 1877, Jane Huey Ramsay Dees attained a marks and brand for their 
livestock...At the time of {Archibald Dees'} death he and his wife owned several sections 
of land in the area of Fort's Lake Community. Many land transactions by Jane Huey 
Ramsey Dees are recorded at the courthouse until all of the property was sold in 1893. 
In 1893, she and her four children are located in western Jackson County, near her 
family at Ramsay Springs...{She was} a very bright and efficient lady who was able to 
continue after his death with the management of timberlands and the raising and 
education of her children." 

Conflicting evidence states that Archibald was born in Conecuh Co., AL, 4 January 


' 1844.1°5 Archer Dees was six years old at the time the Conecuh County, Alabama 1850 


Census was taken. He was listed under his father, Calvin Deese, as head of household. 
Archibald Dees served in the Civil War. 


From article in Jackson County Genealogical Society quarterly: 

"He {Archibald Dees} was educated in the schools of Alabama and Mississippi. He 
attended a private school at Three Rivers, Jackson County, Mississippi for several years. 
He boarded at the home of a Mr. Wells and was instructed by a Mr. Carroll, who was 
considered on of the best teachers of the time. Archibal, also known as Archer or Archy, 
enlisted in Co. B., 17th Battalion, Mississippi Calvary, Confederate Army of the South, 
known as Steede's Calvary and later the Lovell Rangers. He was a private. In 1880 
Archibal Dees, his wife and two oldest sons were living in the Moss Point, Mississippi 
area with the widow of John Rabby. His occupations were listed as farmer. In 1877, 
Jane Huey Ramsay Dees attained a marks and brand for their livestock. Archibal Dees 
died prior to another census. Very little is known about him; however, in 1881, he and 
Jane Huey Ramsay Dees obtained a loan {$1286.41} to purchase a large track of land in 
the southeastern part of Jackson County, Mississippi...Archibal Dees was a successful 
landowner and businessman." 

Lemuel Calvin DEES was born 5 May 1845.10 

*Mark Ashley Dees I'°7 was born in near Pollard, Conecuh County, AL 26 August 
1846.'°8 Mark died 7 July 1916 in Akron, OH, at 69 years of age.1°? From Lake Charles 
American Press, Louisiana, June 1915: 

"Hears of Brother's Death 

"Word Received of Sudden Demise of Mark Dees. 

"L.C. Dees this morning received the sad news of the death at Akron, Oh., of his 
only remaining brother, Mark A. Dees, who died very suddenly in the Ohio city. The 
deceased was at one time a resident of this city, having been in the contracting business. 
here with his brother twenty years ago. His death leaves Mr. Dees as the last survivor of 
a family of eleven children." He married *Annie Starkey Hill in Moss Point, MS, 1870.17° 
She was the daughter of *Thomas Hill and *Martha Moore. Annie Starkey Hill, wife to 
Mark Ashley Dees, was “of Newbern, Alabama." Her parents, Thomas Hill and Martha 
Moore, were from North Carolina. 

Conflicting evidence states that Mark was born in near Pollard, Conecuh County, 
AL, 27 August 1846.1"! Mark A. Dees was four years old when the 1850 Census for 
Conecuh County, Alabama was taken. He was listed under his father, Calvin Deese, 
head of household. 
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Mark Ashley Dees, husband to Annie Starkey Hill, was a Baptist. He was a Democrat 
and was elected to the House of Representatives on 5 November 1907. 


Holtzclaw's "The Dees Family," p.144, "Mark Ashley Dees b.1846, member of the 
Mississippi Legislature from Jackson County, never married." This statement of "never 
married" conflicts with other data. 


From the Official and State Register publ, 1908: 

"Mark Ashley Dees, of Scranton...son of Calvin Elias Dees and wife, Mary Charlotte 
{Tippins} Dees. Paternal ancestors lived in South Carolina, maternal in Florida and 
Alabama. Mr. Dees attended the county schools of Mobile County, Ala., and of Jackson 
County, Miss.; he had no opportunity for a collegiate education. He has been occupied 
as a railroad contractor, a saw-mill operator and inventor; he served in the State 
Legislature from 1896 to 1900, as Floater Representative for Jackson and Harrison 
Counties. Mr. Dees has devoted both time and means to the effort toward constructing 
at Pascagoula a great deep-water port for the State of Mississippi; he is a Democrat, a 
Baptist and member of the Knights of Honor, and was elected to the House of 
Representatives November 5, 1907." 


From the Jackson County Genealogical Society quarterly: 

"He was a realtor, newspaper editor, state senator and an inventor." He and Annie 
Starkley Hill had eight children. 

17 vii. *Mary Frances Dees"? was born 8 May 1849.18 Mark Ashiey Sellers' family papers say 

her birthdate is 1849. Mary died 5 June 1920 in Pascagoula, MS, at 71 years of age. 
Her body was interred 1 July 1920 in Moss Point, MS, Griffin Cemetery.'"* She married 
*Hiram McNeil Cudabac ca 1868.1"5 

Conflicting evidence states that she died in Mississippi Point, MS, aft Jan 5 1920.118 
Frances Dees Cudabec was the longest living of her siblings. 

Conflicting evidence states that she died 1 July 1920.''” Mary Frances {Dees} 
Cudabec was Baptist. She died at age 71 and was buried at Griffin Cemetery beside her 
husband, H.M. Cudabec, who had died 23 years before. 


She was one year old at the time of the 1850 Census of Conecuh County, Alabama, and 
in the household of her father, Calvin Deese. 


{The following is per Anne Fisher:} "The children listed are from the death notice of Mary 
Frances Dees Cudabac in "The Democrat Star" - 1920. There were two daughters - 
Dora and Flora -I don't know which one is Mrs. O.C. Cowan." 


From Holtzclaw's "The Dees Family," p.143, quoting a letter from Mrs. T.L. Hurlbutt of 
Point Clear, Alabama dated 4 September 1920 {I believe she is referring to Mary 
Frances Dees Cudabec rather than Mary Charlotte Dees Cudabec}: "I was called to the 
Old Mississippi home in June, and on July 1st we laid from our sight all that was mortal 
of my aunt, Mary Charlotte Dees Cudabec, the last of a large family, the youngest sister 
of Mrs. Seller's mother and of my mother...” 

18 viii. *Phillip John Dees'?® was born 25 January 1852.11 *Phillip died 11 November 1853 at 
1 years of age.'2° His body was interred aft 11 November 1853 in Jackson Co., MS, 
Dees Family Cemetery. ‘2! 

19 ix. *Garland Marion Dees'22 was born 24 March 1853 or 1855.12 *Garland died 17 April 
1891 in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, at 38 years of age.14 His body was interred 
after 17 April 1891 in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, Graceland Cemetery. He married 
*Mary Pettyplace Smith in Jackson Co., MS, 7 June 1876.12° She was the daughter of 
*Melancthon Smith and *Mary Emma Fornery. 

Mary Pettyplace Smith may also have been known as Mary Fettiplace Smith. 


From "Leaves from the Diary of Louise": 
"March 13, 1886 - A crowd of people have come home from New Orleans where 
they went to visit the exposition, and also Mardi Gras." This crowd included Mrs. G.M. 
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Dees. 


According to Frank Youd and Ann Fisher: 

Mary Smith Dees remarried after Garland died. 

A member of the family lost their deed for their burial lot at Graceland Cemetery and 
Graceland wouldn't honor the commitment without the deed. This person gave what had 
been their spot to Mary Pettyplace Smith. 


Conflicting evidence states that *Garland was born 1854.128 Conflicting evidence 
states that he died August 1896.12” He is buried in Orange Grove Cemetary, Lake 
Charles, LA. 

It would appear, after visiting the gravesite at Graceland and Orange Grove 
Cemeteries that it was actually Garland Dees and not his brother Elly who was buried in 
the first plot opened there. Ann Fisher {a Dees descendent of the Nancy Maria Dees 
line} had discovered this and showed me the site. This is interesting because of the 
repeated stories in the newspaper, etc. on the irony of Elly Dees being the first person 
buried in the graveyard which he had, himself, planned. This seeming error may have 
gained in mistaken validity through being repeated in print numerous times. 


Garland and Mary Pettyplace Dees actually had four children, but only Hattie Eloise 
Dees survived. The other three children all died in infancy. {Mark Ashley Sellers’ Family 
Papers} 


From Nola Mae Wittler's "Pioneers of Calcasieu Parish,": 

"Two of Lemuel Dees' brothers, Elly and Garland, came to Lake Charles around 
1874 to work in the Yankee Mill at Deesport. Garland M. Dees had a large, two-story 
store on Broad Street and also had a contract to carry mail from the post office to the 
Louisiana Western Depot.” 


He built a livery stable in the rear of Robert Landry's store in June 1883. In 1883, 
Lake Charles had a population of about 1,200. 


In 1889 he built a new shingle mill with John H. Poe. He lived on Broad Street. 


From the pamphlet distributed at the 1996 Imperial Calcasieu Museum's photographic 
exhibit of Lake Charles, LA 1840-1920 done in cooperation with the McNeese Siate 
University Library Archives: 
“Garland Marion Dees' home, thought to have been in the 300 block of Broad 

Street, was later moved to 314 Bilbo Street. It was completely disassembled in the 
1980's and rebuilt in Cameron Parish by Debbie and Glenn Alexander." 

20 x. *Medora Henrietta Dees’2® was born 2 October 1860.'22 Medora died 29 December 
1864 at 4 years of age.'°° Her body was interred in Jackson Co., MS, Dees Family 
Cemetery.'*! She was buried at the family cemetery at Fort's Lake. Medora Dees was 
also known as Dora Dees. Her name was either Medora Henrietta Dees or Medora 
Marietta Dees. She died as a child. 

21 xi. *Elly Hawthorne Dees |'9? was born in Jackson Co., MS September 1863.'%° *Elly died 
3 January 1896 in Lafayette, Lafayette P., LA.1%* Elly Dees died by suicide in a hotel in 
Lafayette, Louisiana. He was about 33 years old, was living in Lake Charles, and he 
was having troubles in business. 


From the Scranton, MS newspaper of Friday, 10 January 1896: 

"A telegram conveyed the sad intelligence to the friends and relatives of Elly H. 
Dees, in this county, that he had committed suicide last Friday at Lafayette, La. by 
shooting himself through the head....Manager Hahn of the hotel in which the deed was 
committed, stated that Mr. Dees felt bad before retiring Thursday night and went to bed 
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without supper. A servant carried him coffee in the morning, which he drank in bed, and 
a short time afterwards committed the horrible deed. 

"Deceased left a letter addressed to his brother-in-law, E.H. Vardenbaumer, of New 
Orleans, in which he stated that business reverses and entanglements caused the rash 
act. Mr. Dees had gone to Lafayette a few days before and took charge of 
Vardenbaumer's lumber yard, but recent financial troubles unbalanced his mind. He 
thanked his relatives for their kind offices to retrieve his fortune, but said there was no 
hope in life for him. The suicide leaves a wife and little daughter, who reside in Lake 
Charles, his wife being a daughter of Hon. Thad Mayo, for many years a clerk of the 
court of Calcasieu parish. 

"Mr. Dees was 35 years of age, and well-known in business circles of Lake Charles, 
where he was well-liked and his death caused a profound sensation, and is regretted by 
all who knew him. He had been engaged in different enterprises there. For a number of 
years he was in the real estate and insurance business. He recently organized the Dees 
Telephone Co. and became its secretary and general manager. Mr. Dees had for a long 
time suffered with catarrh. He was a member of the Lake Charles Lodge No. 165, A.F. 
and A.M. He leaves two brothers and three sisters, namely, M.A. Dees of Moss Point; 
Lemuel C. Dees of Lake Charles; Mrs. Jane Fort, of Grand Bay, Ala; Mrs. H.M. 
Cudabac and Mrs. Nannie Romine of Moss Point." His body was interred after Jan or 
November 1896 in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, Orange Grove Cemetery. He 
married *Charlotte Mayo 2 March 1887.'°5 From Leaves from the Diary of Louise: 

"April 27, 1887 - One of our March weddings was that of Elly H. Dees and Miss 
Lottie Mayo, daughter of Thad Mayo, which took place at the Methodist Church, the 
ceremony being performed by Rev. Joel T. Daves." In the same dated entry she writes 
that the new home of E.H. Dees is progressing nicely. She was the daughter of 
*Thadeus Mayo and *Malina Langley. From Thesis Paper by Grace Ulmer: In 1887, 
Lottie Mayo was the librarian in Lake Charles. 


From Nola Mae Wittler, "Pioneers of Calcasieu...": 
"Elly Dees' widow, Lottie, lived at 521 Hodges St. and was librarian at Carnegie 
Library for 30 years.” 


Her father, Thad. Mayo, named a schooner he built the "Lottie Mayo.” 


Ann Foard Fisher says of Charlotte Mayo in her letter of 1997: 

"My brother Jerry {Youd} and | can remember going to her home and she always 
had cookies for us." 

Conflicting evidence states that *Elly was born in Jackson Co., MS, 1 October 
1863.1°6 According to conflicting evidence, he married *Charlotte Mayo in Lake Charles, 
Calcasieu P., LA, 6 March 1887.15” "The first wedding that was really written up in a big 
way was that of Miss Lottie Mayo, who is the present librarian in Lake Charles, and Mr. 
Elly H. Dees. The ceremony took place...at the Methodist Church and was performed by 
the Reverend Joel T. Daves. Mrs. Dees is the daughter of Thad Mayo, one of the most 
prominent citizens of the day. In front of the altar was arranged a beautiful arch of 
evergreens and roses. In the center of this beautiful creation hung the traditional 
wedding bell. This bell was not the usual imitation but an honest-to-goodness one that 
sweetly chimed forth as the bridal party marched down the aisle. There was the service 
which was performed in the presence of a host of friends of the family. Following the 
services the whole party adjourned to Fricke's Opera." 

*Elly was elected in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, 1892.'%° Elly Dees was elected 
Justice of the Peace on this date. 

He resided in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA 1895. Elly Dees' home was on 
Division Street, at the corner of Hodges, at this time. 

Conflicting evidence states that he died November 1896.'°? From Perrin's "SW 
LA...": 

"Elly H. Dees, dealer in real estate and fire insurance...is the son of Calvin E. and 
Mary C. {Tippin} Dees. Calvin Dees died when our subject was four years of 
age...Calvin E. Dees was engaged in saw-milling for many years. The subject of this 
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sketch was the youngest of a large family. He received his education chiefly in Jackson 
county, Mississippi, and later took a commercial course at Soule’s Commercial College 
in New Orleans, from which institution he graduated in 1880. After leaving school he 
removed to Mobile county, Alabama, where he was for some time engaged with his 
brother in a saw-mill and timber business. After having remained there for a short while, 
he came to Lake Charles and became a book-keeper for L.C. Dees & Co., operators of a 
large saw-mill at this place. Two years later he embarked in the livery business, in which 
he continued for two years. After this he took a course in short-hand, type-writing and 
telegraphy. Returning to Lake Charles, he was for a short time engaged as book-keeper 
for D. Block & Bro. He was appointed deputy sheriff and tax collector in 1885, and 
served in this capacity until 1888. Since that time he has been engaged as deputy tax 
collector, which office he has recently resigned. In 1890 he formed a partnership with 
Joseph C. Gibbs in real estate and insurance agency, and the business of this firm has 
assumed such proportions that Mr. Dees gives his whole attention to it...Mr. Dees was 
secretary of the F. and A.M. Lodge at this place in 1890. He is also a member of the K. 
of P." 


From Leaves from the Diary of Louise comp. by George Ann Benoit: 

"May 20, 1887 - The Woman's Christian Temperance Union has held two interesting 
programs lately at the Methodist Church, the building being packed each time...A quartet 
composed of E. Dees, soloist, Geo. H. Wells, alto, John Eastman, tenor and A.M. Mayo, 
bass, sang. There were seven gentlemen who signed the pledge." 


From 1940 "American Press" article entitled "New Dial Telephones Represent the Very 
Latest in Communication": 

"Elly Dees operated a local exchange from about 1890 to 1896. This exchange was 
on the corner of Hodges and Division streets, now occupied by a filling station. Miss 
Sudie Reynolds was the first 'central' and when she went to dinner at noon, Mrs. 
Charlotte Dees looked after the exchange." 


From Maude Reid Journals {MRS 2-268), typewritten by her: 

"..ty 9, 1884, the Lake Charles Echo says: - ‘Telephone installation was discussed 
at a meeting of our townspeople this week. William Meyer has acquired from the 
patentees of the telephone apparatus the exclusive privilege in all parts of Calcasieu 
parish. 

“He is now at work and early next week telephone messages can be exchanged 
beween his drug store at the corner of Ryan and Pujo Streets, and A. Rigmaiden's store 
at the Railroad depot. 

“All communication by the telephone will cost only 10 cents to talk 5 minutes. 

"The telephone apparatus has been in use in America about 10 years, but this is the 
first opportunity that most of the inhabitants of our town have had to use it. It will no 
doubt prove a great convenience.’ 

“For a number of years this was the only telephone system the town had. In 1888, 
Lock-Moore and Company advertised in the 'Echo' {newspaper} that the company had 
telephone connection with Wm. Meyer's drug store in Lake Charles, and could be 
reached through that medium, if you did not care to come to Lockport. 

"The minutes of the City Council for March 25, 1895, while Pat Crowley was mayor, 
state that permission was given ‘granting to Elly H. Dees the right to erect telegraph and 
telephone lines for the purpose of conveying intelligence by electricity." {MR note: Only, | 
question that last line}. 

"| think this was the Bell Telephone Company that Mr. Dees was in charge of fora 
short period. The office was in a small cottage in the rear of his home that was on the 
south-east corner of Hodges and Division street. The telephone office faced on Division 
street and the telephone girl was Sudie Reynolds - a very popular girl in the 90's." 

Attached to this journal entry on the microfiche is an unreferenced newspaper 
clipping {19057} entitled "Growth of the TELEPHONE": 

"For more than a quarter of a century Lake Charles has enjoyed telephone service 
equal to the best that has obtained in any city of its size and superior to many points. 
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"The franchise granting to the Great Southern Telephone Company the right to 
operate in Lake Charles was extended in November 1891, 26 years ago next month, and 
continuously since that time there has.been an increasing improvement to the service 
that the citizens of the place have enjoyed. 

"Twenty-six years ago was a long time in the past in the telephone industry, dating 
back to the very teething days of the business, and many towns of the size of Lake 
Charles of that day were not so fortunate as to possess a system whereby the human 
voice might be conveyed over wires, in fact it was almost a novelty at the time.” 


From Maude Reid Journals {MRS 1-231}, a photocopied news article: 

"Only a few months ago the Dees Telephone Co. was organized; but, against 
strong competition, it has secured the major portion of the telephone patronage, and its 
business continues to grow. 

"Mr. Elly H. Dees, the promoter of the company and its present manager, has long 
been a well-known citizen of Lake Charles. Born in Jackson county, Miss., in 1863, he 
came here in 1881 to accept a position with his brother in what was then known as the 
‘Yankee Mill’ at Deesport. After two years of sawmill work, he began a livery business, 
he was appointed deputy sheriff, and in the following spring promoted to the chief 
deputyship. He served in this capacity for five years, acting also for two years of the 
time as city tax collector. In. 1890 he formed a partnership with J.C. Gibbs, district 
attorney, in the real estate, insurance and notarial business, and after the death of Mr. 
Gibbs, continued the business himself. In 1892 he was elected justice of the peace for 
the third ward, and in the following year sold an interest in the insurance business to 
Capt. O.L. Smith, and a short time afterward disposed of the remaining interest to Mr. 
A.S. Richard. 

"In December, 1894, in contemplation of the forming of his telephone company, he 
resigned his position as justice of the peace. Early in this year he began active work in 
the organization of his company. It includes in its board of directors the following well- 
known business men of the city: George Lock, president; A.P. Pujo, general counsel; 
Elly H. Dees, secretary, treasurer and manager; W.E. Ramsay and Chester Brown. The 
Dees telephone gives the utmost satisfaction, and is rapidly securing the patronage of 
the city. 

“Mr. Dees' estimable wife is the daughter of Mr. Thad Mayo, of this city, and is well 
known in social circles. Their charming home is on Division street, corner of Hodges. 


Lottie Mayo and Elly Dees had two children. Their daughter Laura Charlotte never 
married. Their son died as an infant of little more than two months in the year prior to 
Elly Sr.'s death. 


From Nola Mae Wittler's "Pioneer Families of Calcasieu Parish...": 

"Two of Lemuel Dees' brothers, Elly and Garland, came to Lake Charles around 
1874 to work in the Yankee Mill at Deesport... 

"...Elly H. Dees, opened one of the first telephone companies in Lake Charles. He 
was written up in Perrin's History of Louisiana as well as in many newspapers. 

"Besides working for his brother Lemuel, Elly also became a deputy sheriff in 1885, 
and the following spring was promoted to chief deputy. He served in this capacity for 
five years. He also served two years as city tax collector. 

"In 1892, Elly Dees was elected justice of the peace and was also active in the real 
estate, insurance and the notarial business with J.C. Gibbs, district attorney. Then, in 
1895, he established the Dees Telephone Company. 

"Elly Dees Founded Telephone Company. 

"During this time, Charlotte Mayo, daughter of Thad Mayo of Lake Charles, became 
his wife. They had one daughter, Laura Dees, an officer of the Calcasieu Marine Bank 
for many years. Elly Dees' widow, Lottie, lived at 521 Hodges St. and was librarian at 
the Carnegie Library for 30 years. 

“Elly died at the age of 33, just a short time after establishing the Dees Telephone 
Company. On Jan. 3, 1896, he was the first person buried in the Orange Grove 
Cemetery, which he'd helped plan and lay out. 
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"His phone company, which had 101 subscribers by then, was bought by the 
Cumberland Phone Co. of Westlake and by the Great Southern Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. of Lake Charles. Both were later acquired by Southern Bell." 


From "Kinfolks" Vol. 21, No. 2: 

"The telephone hasn't always been a free and convenient item. In the 1890's 
stringent rules told patrons how to behave when using the instrument. For instance, 
‘patrons are strictly forbidden to use words of 12 syllables for fear of breaking down the 
line. Profane swearing will not be tolerated. Persons who eat onions must stand four 
feet from the transmitter. People are forbidden to use the wires for clotheslines." 


22. Mary Charlotte’ TIPPINS was born in GA 8 November 1821.*#° Her gravestone carries this 
date. Mary died 5 March 1889 in Lake Charles, Calcasieu P., LA, at 67 years of age.'41 From the 
Democrat Star 8 March 1889 {two articles}: 

"Mr. Garland M. Dees of Lake Charles, La., called on us yesterday. He was on a sad mission. He 
brought the remains of his mother for burial at the old homestead. {Ed. note: The deceased's name is 
Mary Charlotte Tippins Dees...}" 

Also from the same paper, "On Last Tuesday the 5th inst., at 9:30 a.m. Mrs. Mary C. Dees, the 
aged mother of Mr. M.A. Dees, of Moss Point, and who was better known here by her friends as 
‘Grandma Dees' died at the residence of her son, Elly H. Dees, at Lake Charles, La., at the mature 
old age of 67 years, 3 months and 27 days. Her remains were taken to the family burying ground at 
the old Goode Mills place, for interment, passing here Wednesday, where the mourning party were 
joined by a number of friends of the deceased. 

"Grandma was late a resident at this place, from whence she recently removed ta die at the home 
of her baby boy. During her long residence here she was much beloved by a large circle of friends, 
who gave her the endearing name of Grandma out of love and respect, and it was almost universally 
used as a recognition of her Christian virtues. 

"The news of her death, therefore, cast a gloom and many a murmur of heartfelt sorrow and 
respectful recital of her many virtues passed the lips of friends here. May her soul rest in eternal 
repase as much revered by angels as by mortals in the different proportions of intensity and 
unselfishness. We tender our sympathies to the bereaved family." Her body was interred after 5 
March 1889 in E Jackson Co, MS, Dees Family Cemetary.42 Mary Charlotte Tippins Dees was 
buried at the Dees family cemetery near Jackson Creek, East Jackson County, at old Goode Mills 
Place. Her gravestone reads:

She married Calvin Elias DEES 24 October 1838.'43 He was the son of Mark DEES II and Jane

October 1838.‘44 She made a will in Scranton, MS, 20 September 1887.'45 "Last Will and Testament 
of Mary C. Dees of Scranton, Mississippi:

Whatever interest may be found 
that | have in either my father's or husband's estate, except the homestead | live on in Scranton, 
Mississippi, | give and bequeath to all my children, in equal proportions, as they would have had, had 
this Will not been made. In case where any of my children have died or may die before | do, and 
leave children, then in that case, - their children to inherit their parent's portion. 

"It is in the disposition of my homestead at Scranton that | wish to be most carefull and possitive. 
The lands from which this my house - was selected, was Deeded to my Sons, A. Dees, L.C. Dees, 
and M.A. Dees, | furnishing from my late husband's estate Most of the money that paid for same. | 
reserving a right of homestead on Same. 

"My Son M.A. Dees, afterwards bought the interests of A. Dees, and L.C. Dees, and then deeded 
to me the house and lot, now occupied by my house garden and rear lot as now used. It has been 

‘my purpose to furnish shelter and home at my house for any of my children and Grand-children - who 
had no other home. This course I wish to continue at my option as long as | live, and it is for 
continuation of this course after my deth that | now make this my last will and testament. It is also my 
Will that after my death, my sisterinlaw, Mrs. Mary J. Dees, widow of John T. Dees, because of her 
kindness to me while living, may have a home in my house as long as she remains unmarried, and 
desire to live here in the same manner that she has lived with me so long. It is my desire and will, 
that after my death, my homestead be "a home, a house of refuge" for any, and all of my children, 
and Grand-Children - who have no other home, and who may come and live here. 

"If, at any time after my death, the homestead be not used by, or for, the purposes above stated, 
then in that case, the place it to be rented to a good tenant for one year, the rent money to go to the 
children of my Son M.A. Dees who has been to a great expense of keeping of my said home, if not 
used for a home or house of refuge for any of my children, or grand-children at any time for a space 
of twa years, then and in that case the property may decend in equal parts to the children of My Son 
M.A. Dees. 

"In testimony whereof the said Mary C. Dees hereto signs her name on the 20th day of September 
1887.

Mark was listed as the head of a family on the 1840 Census in Conecuh Co., AL."*” As 
referenced on p.141 in Holtzclaw's "The Dees Family," the census of 1840 has Mark Dees head of 
the following househald: 1 male b.1790-1800, 1 male b.1825-1830, 2 males b.1835-1840, 1 female 
b.1770-1780, 1 female b. 1800-1810, 2 females b.1820-1825, 1 female b.1830-1835. 


Mark was listed as the head of a family on the 1850 Census in Conecuh Co., AL."®° Mark Dees is 
listed as a farmer in the 1850 census.

Conflicting evidence states that Jane was born in NC, 10 May 1801.?7"’ Conflicting evidence 
states that Jane was born 18 May 1804.2"? Jane Pippins, wife of Mark Dees, was born in 1801. Her 
father was likely Asa Pippins, according ta Dees Family Papers authored by Sellers. This is not, 
however, confirmed. 


There are no Pippins in the 1820 Georgia Census Indexes. There is a Prudence Pepkin of Pulaski 
County, 071, No Twp L. In the Georgia Historical Society's "Index to the U.S. Census of Georgia for 
1820" there are the following: Moses Pipkin {Pulaski}, Prudence Pipkin {Pulaski} and William Pipkin 
{Pulaski}. 


The "Index to the 1830 Census of Georgia" comp. by Register contains the following: Harvey B.

He married Mary HUGHES | in Ireland?, 17977?.2'4 Mary and Stephen both had the surname 
Hughes when they married. She was the daughter of James HUGHES II Esq. and Letitia IRELAND. 


Stephen HUGHES I, Esquire and Mary HUGHES | had the following children:

According to the Hughes Pedigree Papers, Mary Jane and Annie Hughs {emigrators to 
New Orleans from Ireland} were the children of Alexander and Isabelle. lt seems more 
likely Isabelle was the aunt who took care of them after their parents died not long after 
their arrival in New Orleans. See Annie Hughes' section for more detail. 

He married *Annie Mulhall.22° According to the 
Hughes Pedigree Papers, children of Stephen Hughes and Annie Mulhall were: Stephen 
Alexander, Mary Drucilla {m. John Morgan}, William G., John Henry, James Edward, 
U.S. Grant, Frances Jemima Jane.

48. Dempsey® DEES (Jacob®, William’, Emanuel®, John?°, Henry}? was born in prob 
Johnston Co., N.C. prob ca 1764.25 From Haltzclaw "The Dees Family": "...born approximately 
1764 {born before 1765 according to the 1810 census of Sumter Co., S.C}...." Dempsey died betw 
1810 and 1820 in Laurens Co., GA.” 


He married Penelope MAIDEN? Dees betw 1790 and 1793.258 


He bought property in Sumter Co., S.C., 16 August 1787.7°° Jacob Dees deeded 100 acres of 
land to Dempsey Dees on this date. This land had been granted to Jacob Dees on 15 October 1784. 
{Sumter Co., S.C. Deed Book BB, p.240, as referenced in "The Dees Family} 


Dempsey was listed as the head of a family on the 1790 Census in Claremont Co., SC.%° "D. 
Dees {apparently this is Dempsey} is shown as a single man over 16 years of age {born before 1774} 
and living by himself..." 


Dempsey was listed as the head of a family on the 1810 Census in Sumter Co., $.C..77 From 
Holtzclaw's "The Dees Family”: "He is not shown in 1800 in Sumter Co., but no Deeses are shown in 
the census of that year in Sumter Co., - quite a mystery, since there were a number of that family 
living there. However, in 1810 Dempsey Dees is shown in Sumter Co. with a family consisting of 1 
male b. before 1765, 1 female b. 1765-84, 1 male b. 1784-94, and 1 male b. 1794-1800." 


Conflicting evidence states that he died in prob Conecuh Co., AL, betw 1810 and 1820.242 
Dempsey Dees was a single man in the 1790 Census of Claremont County, South Carolina. His and 
Penelope's son, Mark Dees, was born in 1793. Dempsey Dees moved to Laurens County, Georgia, 
where his son, Mark Dees, was a soldier in the War of 1812. 


From Historical Southern Families, Vol. 16, p.201: 

Dempsey Dees was "...deeded land by Jacob Dees in 1787 which he and his wife Penelope 
deeded away in 1799; shown as a single man, 'D. Dees' in the 1790 Census of Claremont Co., S.C., 
apparently moved to Laurens Co., Ga. where his son Mark was a soldier in the War of 1812, and 
probably died there 1810-20, though he is shown in the 1810 Census of Sumter Co., Ala., as born 
before 1765, with his wife...one son b. 1784-94, and one daughter b. 1794-1800." 


From Holtzclaw's "The Dees Family" pp.17,62: 

Dempsey and his father, Jacob Dees, both deeded all their land in Sumter Co., S.C. to Richard C. 
Walter on the same date, September 26, 1799. {Sumter Co., S.C. Deed Book BB, pp.242,244} 
From Holtzclaw's "The Dees Family," p.62: 

"Dempsey Dees...did not move to Georgia with the family of Jacob Dees. {Other records} indicate 
that his family moved to Conecuh Co. prior to 1820 and that he had died prior to that year." {Note 
Conecuh County Census of 1820 with Penelope Dees and Mark Dees as heads of family}. 


Dempsey DEES and Penelope MAIDEN? Dees had the following child:

Conflicting evidence states that Penelope was born betw 1770 and 1780.248 Penelope was listed 
as the head of a family on the 1820 Census in Conecuh Co., AL.” This census had Penelope Dees 
as "1 female over 21." Mark Dees was in the same area and listed in the same census, with a family. 


Penelope was listed as the head of a family on the 1830 Census in Butler Co., AL.4° Butler and 
Conecuh Counties were joined at the time of this census. Penelope Dees was listed as a head of 
household right next to Mark Dees on p.21. Her listing was: 1 female, born between 1770-1780. 
"The widow, Penelope Dees, is shown in Conecuh Co., Ala., in the Census of 1820, along with her 
son Mark Dees and family, and they had moved to Butler Co., Ala., by 1830." She was also known 
as "Penny." , 
From Holtzclaw's "The Dees Family", p.62: The deed records and Alabama census records "indicate 
very strongly that Mark Dees was the son of Penelope Dees, and since the only Penelope Dees | 
have been able to find was the wife of Dempsey Dees, it seems highly probable that Mark was 


Dempsey's son...{Mark} seems a favorite name among the Deeses and goes back to Mark Dees of 
the Revolutionary generation..." 


50. Asa® PIPPINS (Phillip® PIPKIN, John?7)?5" was born in NC 1760.2 Asa died betw 1850 and 
1856 in Conecuh Co., AL.7° 


Asa was listed as the head of a family on the 1850 Census in Conecuh Co., AL.7* 
Asa Pippins may also have been known by the surname Pipkin. 


The Dees Family Papers by Mark Sellers state a likelihood that Asa Pippins, b. 1760 in N.C. is 
Jane Pippins father. According to him, this is not confirmed information. 


Historical Southern Families, Vol. 16, p.201, does not question his being the father of Jane 
Pippins. It also states that he was living with Mark Dees's family in Alabama in 1850.

Joseph L. Beasley, Esq. of Salisbury, County of Kildare}; Thomas Harman Pope; 
James Hughes Pope; Letitia Lucinda Pope {who was b. around 1800}. Major Edward 
Harman Pope was "of Popefield, Irveen's County, J.P." 
+ 47 iii. Mary HUGHES | was bom after 1774.64 
54 iv. *John Hughes IV, Esq.265 was born 1 May 1775.266 He married *Eleanor Collins 10 May 
1806.26” She was the daughter of *James Collins. 
John Hughes, Esq., "of the Grove,” was the eldest son. He was from "near 
Stillorgare, County of Dublin, Ireland. Mr. Hughes held, for many years, the Government 
appointment of Secretary to the Barrack Department of Ireland and, previously, that of 
Inspector-General of Barracks." 
55 v. *William Hughes 1768 was born 1776.69 *William died 1822.27 He married *Margaret 
Carr.2’1 She was the widow of Colonel Duncan when she married William Hughes. 
William Hughes was an Officer in the 64th Regiment. 


56 vi. *James Hughes III, Esq.2”2 was born 1780.273 He married “Jane Brocas.?”4 James 
Hughes, Esq., son of Letitia Ireland and James Hughes of Ballinrobe, was "of Strabane, 
County Tyrone." 


57. Letitias IRELAND (TheVeryReverendWilliam®, unknown’, unknown’, William®, George’, 
SirGilbert"’)?”5 was born in Ireland {pre 9 Nov} 1740.2’6 Letitia died 9 November 1786 at 46 years of 
age.?”7 She was 46 years old at the time of her death.

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N.C. ca 1737.28 He was "probably the second son of William Dees." Jacob died after 1806 in 
Tatnall County, GA.28' In 1806, "he is shown with 1 draw {indicating that he was a widower} in that 
county in the Lottery of 1806." 


He married Ferrabee REYNOLDS ca 1759.72 Holtzclaw's "The Dees Family" states Jacob Dees 
married Ferrabee Reynolds "prior to 1760." She was the daughter of William REYNOLD and Joice 
NICHOLSON. 


Conflicting evidence states that Jacob was born in Bertie Co., N.C., abt 1735.783 Holtzclaw's "The 
Dees Family" has Jacob as the son of John {rather than William} with this birthdate of "about 1735 in 
Bertie Co., N.C." 


Conflicting evidence states that he died in Montgomery or Tatnall Co., GA, after 1803.28 He 
resided in Tatnall Co., GA 1818.28 Jacob Dees was still living here at this time according to the tax 
lists. "The tradition in the family is that they were originally Scottish, ‘dwellers on the River Dee,' and 
this is highly probable. There was a lowland Scottish clan of the name, although this family usually 
spelled the name 'Deas' and pronounced it 'Daze' while our family usually spelled it 'Dees', 
occasionally 'Deas' or 'Deese', and pronounced it with the long 'e' sound. At least one branch of the 
Scottish Deases had a coat-of-arms as follows: Ermine a pale vert. Crest: a bee feeding on a daisy, 
all proper. Once.or twice in the early North Carolina records, our people are called 'Dee,' however, 
so it is possible that they were not Deases at all, though rather unlikely." {from pp.176-177, 
Historical Southern Families, Vol. 16} 


"...Jacob Dees...of Johnston County, N.C., Sumter County, S.C., and finally of Montgomery County, 
Ga..." {p.176, Historical Southern Families, Vol.16} 


From Historical Southern Families, Vol. 16, page 197: "Jacob Dees was granted 100 acres of land in 
Johnston Co., N.C. in 1758, which he deeded away in 1765, and moved to Craven Co., S.C. with his 
brothers. He was granted 200 acres in that county in 1771 and 100 acres in 1784. Two traditions 
from widely different sources among his descendants indicate that Jacob Dees was shot at his home 
by Tories, .and badly wounded, about the year 1778. One account of this incident comes from Mr. 
Joel T. Deese of Cochran, Ga., son of Joel Dees {b.1806} and grandson of Jacob's son Joel 
{b.1766}. He remembered his old aunts talking about the father of Joel {b.1766} and thought that 
they said the father was named Joel too, and that he was killed by Tories when their father Joel 
{b.1766} was 12 years of age. This tradition involves two mistakes: {1} that the father of Joel 
{b.1766} was also named Joel; we have mentioned that Mr. Deese's aunt, cousin Jan Dees {b.1797} 
greeted my great-aunt, Joice Outlaw Bain very cordially in the 1880's as ‘Aunt Joice's 
granddaughter’; Mr. Deese also remembers that the names ‘Aunt Ferrabee' and ‘Aunt Joice’ were 
frequently mentioned by his old aunts; and the conjunction of the names Joice and Ferrabee as 
sisters of Joel Dees {b. 1766} certainly shows that all three were children of Jacob Dees and 
Ferrabee Reynolds {whose mother was named Joice}. Mr. Deese's second error was {2} that the 
father of his grandfather {Joel, b.1766} was killed. No doubt he was badly wounded, but he was still 
living as late as 1806 in Georgia. The second tradition regarding the Tories and Jacob Dees comes 
from Mr. Homer E. Dees of Waltonville, Illinois, wnose great-grandfather Jesse P. Dees, b.1781 in 
South Carolina, finally moved with his brothers to Jefferson Co., Ill., in 1830. These Illinois Deeses, 
descendants of Jesse P., seem to know a great deal about the Sumter County Deeses, and Mr. 
Homer E. Dees heard from grandchildren who were still living, that they were familiar with the names 
Jacob and Harman Dees, that Jesse P. Dees' mother was Naomi Dees, called Amy in the family, that 
these grandchildren remembered about ‘Aunt Joice Dees who married an Outlaw,’ but that they 
thought it meant her husband was really a wild man and a criminal, and that he had heard vaguely a 
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tale about Jesse P. Dees's grandfather being shot by Tories when his young son was only 12 years 
old. So the tale about the Tories seems to be true, though the Illinois version seems closer to the 
truth than that of Mr. Joel P. Deese of Cochran. The Illinois tradition also indicates that Jesse P. 
Dees's mother, Amy or Naomi, was a sister of Joice Dees Outlaw and a daughter of Jacob and 
Ferrabee Dees, and this is also indicated by S.C. records. In 1785 Ruth Dees and Amy Dees were 
on the same date granted 100 acres of land each in Craven County, these being probably the eldest 
daughters of Jacob Dees, married to Dees cousins {probably William and George Dees, son of 
Jacob's brother John}. In 1787 the Sumter Co. records show that Jacob Dees deeded his 1784 grant 
of 100 acres to ‘Deemps' Dees {i.e. Dempsey}, who was probably another child of Jacob, and as 
‘Dempsey Dees' is shown in the Claremont Co. Census of 1790 as a single man. In 1797 Amy Dees 
deeded her 1795 grant to Jacob Dees and in 1799 Jacob and his wife Ferraby deeded away the 200 
acres granted him in 1771 and the 100 acres deeded him by Amy Dees. In the same year Dempsey 
Dees deeded away the land deeded him by Jacob Dees in 1787, and his wife Penny {Penelope} 
relinquished her dower in the land. In 1801, finally, to finish the Sumter Co., S.C. records of the 
family, Ruth Dees deeded away the 100 acres granted her in 1785. Soon after this, Jacob and most 
of his family moved to Montgomery Co., Ga. where Jacob was granted 1000 acres in 1803. Tatnall 
County, Ga. was formed from Montgomery County in 1801, and the following 'Dias' people were 
almost certainly Jacob Dees's family, all appearing in the Lottery of 1806 in Tatnall Co.: Patsy Dias, 
1 draw {showing that she was a spinster or a widow, probably the widow of one of Jacob Dees's 
sons, name unknown}; James Dias 2 draws {showing that he was head of a family}; Jacob Dias 1 
draw {probably Jacob himself rather than his son Jacob, and showing that he was now a widower}; 
and George Dias 1 draw {probably the G. Dees of the Sumter Co. Census of 1790 and widower of 
Ruth Dees, Jacob's daughter}. This seems to be the last appearance of Jacob Dees in the records 
and he probably died soon after 1806. A Jacob Dees who married Mary Reed in Montgomery Co., 
Ga. in 1813 and in the same year was granted 127 acres in Tatnall Co., Ga. was almost certainly 
Jacob Dees Jr., son of Jacob Sr. Another son of Jacob seems to have been John Dees, who was 
granted considerable acreage in Tatnall Co. in 1817 and 1821. Of the family, only John Dees and 
James Dees are shown in the Census of 1820 for Tatnall County. From all the above traditions and 
records, it appears that Jacob Dees and his wife Ferraby Reynolds had ten children." 


From Holtzclaw's "The Dees Family", pp.11,12: "Sumter Co., S.C. deeds that show reference to 
Jacob Dees and his family are as follows: "{1} Deed Book BB, p.240, August 16, 1787, Jacob Dees 
of Camden District to Deemps {i.e. Dempsey} Dees the 100 acres granted Jacob October 15, 1784. 
The Deed was witnessed by Benjamin O'Neal and John Westbury; was sworn to September 1, 1806 
before John Horan, J.Q.; and was recorded September 16, 1806. "{2} Deed Book BB, pp.235-236. 
March 17 and 18, 1797. Amy Dees' deed of lease and release to Jacob Dees for the 100 acres 
granted her January 21, 1785; test, Burrell Brown and Mary Westbury; sworn to before John Horan 
J.Q. September 13, 1806 and recorded September 16, 1806. "{3} Deed Book BB, p.242. 
September 26, 1799, Jacob Dees of Claremont Co., S.C. to Richard C. Walter the 200 acres granted 
him in 1771 and the 100 acres sold him by Amey Dees; test, William Mayrant, Demsy Dees; 
recorded September 17, 1806. Ferraby Dees, the wife of Jacob Dees, relinquished her dower in the 
above land September 26, 1799; and the whole of the above was sworn to before John Horan, J.Q., 
March 8, 1806 and recorded September 17, 1806. "{4} Deed Book BB, p.244. September 26, 1799, 
Dempsey Dees of Claremont Co., S.C. to Richard C. Walter the 100 acres deeded him by Jacob 
Dees in 1787; test, William Mayrant, Jacob Dees; and on the same date Penny Dees wife of 
Demsey Dees, relinquished her dower in the above land; the whole being sworn to by William 
Mayrant before John Horan, J.Q. on March 8, 1806 and recorded September 17, 1806. "{5} Book B, 
p.35. December 11, 1801, Ruth Dees of Claremont Co. to Alexander Smart the 100 acres granted 
her January 21, 1785; test, Joseph John Martin, Alexander Smart, Jr.; sworn to by John Joseph 
Martin December 31, 1801 before Charles Spann. "Jacob Dees seems to have moved to Georgia 
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from Sumter Co., S.C. soon after 1799, the above being the last Sumter Co. records that refer to him 
and his family, with the exception of Dempsey Dees, who was still residing in Sumter Co. in 1810." 
From page 15 of "The Dees Family": "There was a Revolutionary soldier, Joel Dees...but documents 
show that he was not killed in the Revolution, but moved to Alabama, where he died at an advanced 
age in 1848; and that although he had a son named Joel, also, the Joel Dees who was a son of the 
Revolutionary Joel was not identical with Mr. J.T. Deese's grandfather, Joel Dees, b. 1766. Since 
documents show no reference to any other Joel Deeses than the above, my conclusion was that Mr. 
J.T. Deese's recollection must have been wrong with regard to his great-grandfather, that the said 
great-grandfather was named Jacob rather than Joel, that he was identical with Jacob Dees 
{husband of Ferrabee Reynolds}, that probably the said Jacob was shot and wounded by Tories 
about 1778 {when Joel Dees b. 1766 would have been 12 years of age}, but did not die; and that 
Joel {b. 1766}, Joice, and Ferrabee were the children of Jacob Dees and his wife Ferrabee 
Reynolds." From page 16, quoting from a 1949 letter from Mr. Homer E. Dees, "I have a faint 
recollection of the tradition about Jesse P. Dees's grandfather, who was killed by Tories. The 
tradition was that his son was in his teens, witnessed the killing of his father, when the men rode up 
and shot him in his yard. They called themselves the King's Men.”

"Phillip Pipkin, son of Jonn Pipkin, may or may not have been the same man who purchased 360 
acres of land in Pitt County, North Carolina; however, the evidence seems to point to this fact. His 
sons were living in Pitt County and Dobbs County. We do not know the name of Phillip's wife. 

"Pitt County tax list for 1775 contains one Phillip Pipkin family as having: one white male 16/50 
years of age; one white female 16/50 years of age; five white males under 16 years of age; one 
white female under 16 years of age." 

They note as children of Phillip Pipkin and his wife: Asa Pipkin {born ca 1760, died ca 1850}; 
Jesse Pipkin {born ca 1763, died 1809}, Isaac Pipkin {born ca 1766, his will dated 1839}: Philip 
Pipkin {born 24 December 1770, Pitt County, N.C.}; Enos Pipkin {born Pitt County, N.C., married 
Elizabeth Dill, was a private in the War of 1812, died 1854 Gibson County, Tennessee}, {unknown 
female} Pipkin.

‘Hughes of Gwerclass, - County of Merioneth, Barons of Kymoneryn-Edeirnion, scions of the Royal 
Dynasty of Powys,' and in the maternal line from the noble family of Decourcy, Lord Kingsale, and 
from Sir John De Ireland, Lord of Hutte, County of Lancaster, temp. William the Conqueror." 


James Freeman Hughes, Esq., notes the following in his family papers which have been passed 
down: "The present William Hughes, Esq. of Gwerclas, has in his possession a magnificent 
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pedigree on vellum, emblazoned with 92 colored armorial bearings of his ancestors, compiled in 
1650, tracing the pedigree of the family in direct succession, down to Rhodri Maur, King of all Wales, 
A.D. 843."

The Very Reverend William Ireland was "a distinguished divine, Rector of Cong., County of Mayo, 
Warden of Galway and J.P. for several counties..." Though his parents' names as well as 
grandparents’ names are unknown, his great grandfather was William Ireland, Esquire {by the 
Honorable Margaret DeCourcy, his wife, youngest surviving daughter of Patrick DeCourcy, 20th Lord 
Kingsale} and his great great grandfather was George Ireland, Esquire. The gr.gr.grandfather 
George Ireland, Esquire's father was Sir Gilbert Ireland of Hale Hall, Lancashire who died in 1626. 
Information given to us among the Hughes family papers further traces a line back from him to Sir 
John de Ireland, Lord of Hutte, County of Lancaster, during the time of William the Conqueror, A.D. 
1066. 


From English Origins of New England Families, Vol. |: 

{concerning John Atherton, son of John Atherton of Atherton, Esq. and Gysmund Butler of 
Rawcliffe}: 

"John Atherton of Atherton, Esq., died 1646; m. Elianor, daughter of Sir Thomas Ireland of 
Beausey, Kt.” 

{concerning a section on Richard Atherton}: 

"With his name the pedigree of the Lancashire Visitation of 1664 ends; it was rendered and 
signed for him by L. Rawstorne, who was probably managing steward of the property. Richard 
{Atherton} was less than ten years of age when the accumulation of estates became his, but before 
he was twenty-one he had another large accession from his great-aunt, the widow of Sir Gilbert 
Ireland, whose hall was in Atherton; his main possessions were in Bewsey, Penlton, Holmes and 
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other towns in that vicinity. She received them from her husband, who died April 30, 1675, and upon 
her death, which occurred July 1, 1675, she willed her whole fortune to Richard Atherton." {Note: 
there is more on Richard Atherton's line in this volume}.

Conflicting evidence states that William was born in Isle of Wight Co., VA, ca 1705 to 1715.39 
William Dees had a brother named John. John Dees’ son Joel was in the Revolutionary War. The 
Dees' home in North Carolina burned. 


From Historical Southern Families, Volume 17, page 119: "The Revolutionary record of William 
Dees is found in the Revolutionary accounts at Raleigh, Vol. XI, p. 90, folio 4, and Cancelled 
Voucher no. 1536, both these showing him from the Wilmington District, and the latter showing a 
large payment of 640 pounds. William Dees does not appear in the records after the Census of 
1790, which shows him in Sampson County, N.C. with himself and wife, born before 1774, and a son 
and three daughters born after 1774." 


From Historical Southern Families, Vol. 16, pp.190-192: "He was deeded 200 acres of land in 
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Edgecombe Co., N.C. in 1736, which on March 29, 1742, while still living in Edgecombe Co., he 
deeded to Richard Braswell, with Jacob and Sarah Braswell as witnesses to the deed. In 1749 and 
again in 1750 he was granted 100 acres of land in Johnston Co., N.C., 1750 being the last year in 
which he appears in the records. We have mentioned that Simon Dees deeded away in 1765 what 
was apparently his original grant, part of the 1738 grant to Mark Philips, indicating that William was 
dead and that Simon was his eldest son and heir. Simon, Jacob, John, Richard and Harman Dees, 
who moved to Craven Co., S.C. about 1765-67, were almost certainly the sons of William Dees. Due 
to the fact that two of his sons were named, respectively, Jacob and Richard, it is probable that 
William Dees's wife, whose first name is unknown, was a sister of the Richard Braswell to whom he 
deeded land in 1742, and a daughter of Jacob Braswell who witnessed the deed. If this is the case, 
as seems likely, Mrs. Dees was a great-granddaughter of Rev. Robert Braswell of Isle of Wight Co., 
Va. and grandaughter of his son Richard Braswell of the same county. The Braswell family is 
discussed fairly fully in Boddie's ‘Southside Virginia Families’, Vol. 1, pp 85ff..." 


From Holtzclaw's The Dees Family: "The material on William Dees is much more scanty than that of 
his two brothers, Emanuel and John. The two following deeds from Edgecombe Co. show his land 
transaction there: "{1} Edgecombe co., N.C. Deed Bk. 1, p.159 {at Halifax co. Court Howgé}; August 
16, 1736, John Dawson, sxr. of the last will and testament of James Moore, deed, to William Deese 
for 45 Ibs 200 acres in Fishing Creek wood on the west side of Craoked Swamp and on Maple 
Swamp; test, John McKinnie, Benj. Brut {?} proved at the August court, 1736. "{2} Deed Book 5, 
p.80, March 29, 1742, William Dees of Edgecombe to Richard Braswell for a valuable consideration, 
the above 200 acres {same description}; test, Richard Hurlock, Jacob Braswell, Sarah Braswell; 
proved at the August Court, 1742, by Jacob Braswell. "William Dees petitioned for 100 acres of land 
in Johnston Co. on April 11, 1749 at the same time as his brother Emanuel {N.C. Colonial Records, 
V.4, pp.949-950}, and again for the same amount of land April 4, 1750 {same volume, p.1035}. 
"William Dees does not appear at all in the later records of Johnston co. and probably died there as 
a young man..."

William Dees' wife, daughter of Sarah and Jacob Braswell, was probably a great granddaughter 
of the Reverend Robert Braswell of Isle of Wight, Virginia. 


85. William’ REYNOLD (Thomas? REYNOLDS, Thomas’®, William?'°)%” was born in New Kent 
Co., Va. 1686.%58 William died 1759 in Johnston Co., N.C..9 "His widow, Joyce Reynolds, {was} 
appointed administratrix at the July Court 1759. {Johnston Co. Court Minutes at Raleigh, 
unpaginated}." 


From Holtzclaw's "The Dees Family": "William Reynolds, father of Ferrabee Dees, died intestate..." 


He married twice. He married unknown MAIDEN? Reynolds bef 17067?.°6° Unknown died bef 
17377?.581 He married Joice NICHOLSON in Brunswick Co., VA, bef 6 April 1737/8.5°2 Joyce 
{unknown maiden} Reynolds was left a widow of Michael Sullivan. She was "executrix of Michael 
Sullivan's will June 2, 1737, but had married William Reynolds by April 6, 1738...{Brunswick Co. 
O.Bk.1, p.190}." She was the daughter of Robert NICHOLSON and Joanna? JOYCE?. 


He was christened 5 December 1686.°®° William's will was probated in Johnston Co., N.C., July 
and October 1759.°** From page 24 of Holtzclaw's "The Dees Family": Johnston Co. Court Minutes 
at the N.C. Historical Commission show that from the July court, 1759, Joice Reynolds, widow of 
William Reynolds, {he} died intestate, was granted administration of his estate, Thomas Fail and 
Isaac Powell being her sureties, {p.2, folio 4}; that at the Oct. court, 1759 an inventory of William 
Reynolds, decd., was exhibited by Joice Reynolds, the administratix {p.5, folio 4}; that at the Oct. 
Court, 1760 Joice Reynolds was given leave to sell the estate of William Reynolds, decd. {p.12, folio 
1}; and that at the Jan Court, 1761, Joice Reynolds' will was proved by the oath of Simon Dees, and 
Jacob Dees qualified as executor {p.14, folio 2}." William Reynolds was "probably the second son of 
Thomas and Mary Reynolds...By his first marriage to a wife whose name is unknown, since it is 
never mentioned in St. Peter's Parish Register, William Reynolds had 7 children as follows: {1} 
William, christened May 12, 1706, but must have died as a baby, as there was a second son named 
William; {2} Elizabeth...{3} Bathsheba who married John Kilcrease...{4} Lucy...{5} Sherwood...{6} 
William, b. Aug. 23, 1719...{7} David.......William Reynolds moved to Brunswick County, Va. about 
1728 in which year he received two large land grants there. William Reynolds first wife died, 
probably in Brunswick Co., and he married {2} ca 1737-8 Joyce, widow of Michael Sullivan, who died 
in Brunswick Co. in 1737....William Reynolds made deeds in Brunswick Co., Va. in 1733, 1735, 1740 
and 1744, but in a deed of June 6, 1744, the grantors were 'William Reynolds, Gent., of Edgecombe 
Co., N.C. and Joyce his wife,’ showing that he had moved to N.C. by this date and was a Justice of 
Edgecombe Co. {Brunswick Co. D.Bk.2, p.455}. William Reynolds and Joyce his wife made deeds in 
Edgecombe Co. early in 1746 and 1755 {D.Bk.5, p.457 and D.Bk.2, p.421}, but had moved to 
Johnston Co., N.C. by 1758 {Edgecombe Co. Court Minutes, at Raleigh Feb. Court, 1758}." {from 
Historical Southern Families, Vol. 16, pp.205,206} 


From Haltzclaws' "The Dees Family," page 21: "William Reynolds moved to Brunswick Co., Va. 
about 1728. His first wife died there, and he married {2} between June 2, 1737 and April 6, 1738 in 
Brunswick Co., Joice, widow of Michael Sullivant...The only child of this second marriage was 
Ferrabee Reynolds who married Jacob Dees. He and his family moved to Edgecombe Co., N.C. 
between 1740 and 1744, and in 1744 he was a Justice of Edgecombe Co., as shown by a deed from 
him, recorded in Brunswick Co., which calls him Gent. {i.e. one of the Gentlemen Justices of 
Edgecombe Co.}. His land fell into Johnston Co. on the formation of that county and he died there in 
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1759, while his second wife, Joice, died there in 1761." 


From Holtzclaw's, page 23: "Deed Book 2, p.421. Nov. 25, 1755, William Reynolds and Joyce his 
wife of Edgecombe Co. to John Norwood of same for 52 Ibs. Virginia money 90 acres in Edgecombe 
between the Tarr River and Fishing Creek near Sessums {formerly Wood}, Winsott Price and Maple 
Swamp, the land having been formerly granted to James Moore April 3, 1730. {Note: the mention of 
the land as originally granted to James Moore and of Maple Swamp shows that William Reynolds 
was a neighbor of Emanuel Dees, and his brothers John and William... This deed was witnessed by 
Henry Thorn and Francis Winnott, and proved at the Feb. Court, 1758."

Sullivan's will June 2, 1737, but had married William Reynolds by April 6, 1738...{Brunswick Co. 
O.Bk.1, p.190}." He was the son of Thomas REYNOLDS II and Mary MAIDEN? Reynolds. 


Conflicting evidence states that she died in Johnston County, N.C., Dec 1760 or Jan 1761.38 
She made a will 16 December 1760.84 Her will was in the name of "Joice Runnels." It mentions "her 
grandsons, Burrell and Benjamin Price; her daughters Mary Price and Ferrabee Dees; and appoints 
her 'friends' {obviously sons-in-law} Thomas Price and Jacob Dees as executors. The will was 
witnessed by Simon Dees, brother of Jacob. The daughter, Mary Price, was obviously Joyce's 
youngest child Mary by her first husband Michael Sullivan." {Historical Southern Families, Vol. 16, 
p.206} 


"In it she gives her property to her grandsons Burell and Benjamin Price, and her daughters Mary 
Price and Feriby Dees; and makes her 'friends' Thomas Price and Jacob Dees executors {they were 
obviously sons-in-law, since there is documentary proof given later that Jacob Dees' wife was named 
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Ferrabee. The will was witnessed by Needham Bryan, Sr., Needham Bryan, Jr. and Simon Dees. 
We have mentioned in the section on John Dees No. 3 that the Bryans were neighbors, that it is 
possible that Needham Bryan, Sr. was a brother of Jacob Dees' mother, Mary Dees, and that Simon 
Dees was a brother, who moved with Jacob Dees to South Carolina about 1765-7." 


Joice's will was probated in Johnston Co., VA, January 1761.58 From "Historical Southern 
Families," Vol. 16, pp.207-208: 

"The origin of Joyce {Sullivan, Reynolds} and her {possible} sister Elizabeth Watkins is uncertain, 
but they were perhaps daughters of Robert Nicholson of Surry Co., Va. by his second wife, Johanna 
Joyce Nicholson, both of whom left wills mentioning young daughters, Joyce and Elizabeth. Robert 
and his elder brother, George Nicholson, were probably sons of Robert Sr., who was granted land in 
Charles City Co. in 1655 and was dead by 1678, at which time Sarah, mother of George and Robert 
Jr., was married to George Lee of Surry County. George Nicholson married Mary, relict {i.e. widow} 
of Thomas Bird, and died in Surry Co., Va. in 1716; his will probated in 1716, mentions his daughter 
Agnes Farmer, daughter Jane; grandson Isaac Farmer; wife-Mary, and sons, George, Robert and 
Parks Nicholson. Robert Nicholson was born ca 1661-2 and died in Surry Co., Va. early in 1720. He 
married {1} about 1684 Mary, widow of John Gray, and {2} Joanna Joice , probably as 
early as 1703 when she was called 'Hannah', probably for Jonannah. The will of Robert Nicholson, 
dated Sept. 25, 1719 and probated in Surry Co. Feb. 17, 1719/20, mentions his granddaughter 
Hannah; sons Joshua, John and Robert; daughters Joyce and Elizabeth; wife Joanna Joyce; and 
daughter Ann {Surry Co. Deeds and Wills, 1715-30, p.244}. The widow, Joanna Joyce Nicholson, 
was married to Harry Floyd by Oct. 21, 1720, when as Joanna Joyce Floyd, she made her will, 
leaving her property to her son Robert Nicholson, and daughters Joyce, Ann, and Elizabeth 
Nicholson, all under age and to be under the guardianship of various people, if the mother died. 
However, Joanna Joyce did not die until 1743, her will not being probated until May 18, 1743. It is 
obvious that the children mentioned in her will were her children by Robert Nicholson; the other 
children in Robert Nicholson's will were by his first wife. Robert Nicholson, son of Robert and his 
wife Joanna Joyce, was married by 1739 ta Elizabeth, daughter of his step-father Harry Floyd, and 
had 6 children at the time..." 


From Holtzclaw's "The Dees Family": 

"._.we shall show...Jaice Reynalds was a widow and did not marry her second husband, William 
Reynolds, till the year 1737. Their daughter Ferrabee {Reynolds} Dees could not therefore have 
been born prior to 1738 and probably not till round 1740; and it would thus have been impossible for 
her to have had a grandson born when she was only 26 or 28 years of age..." From Holtzclaw's, 
page 25: 

"A search of the southside counties involved shows only two sisters named Joice and Elizabeth 
who may have been identical with Joice Reynolds and Elizabeth Watkins of Brunswick and Henrico 
Cos. They were Joice and Elizabeth, daughters of Robert Nicholson of Surry Ca. by his second {or 
third} wife Joanna Joyce ---."

Maternally, this line traces back {redundantly for 
us, as Letitia Ireland's did also} to Sir John De Ireland, Lord of Hutt, County of Lancaster, in the time 
of William the Conqueror {AD 1066}.

{Note: father, John, too old, age 121, when Emanuel Dees was born - this parentage is according to 
information in The Abridged Compedium of American Ancestry.} Emanuel died 1723 in Isle of Wight, 
VA.392 


He married an unknown person in Surry Co. VA, 1715. This year and place of marriage, with no 
name of spouse, was taken from an unidentified and unsourced family group sheet obtained from the 
St. Lauis Genealogical Society and sent to me by Marjorie Parsons. 


Conflicting evidence states that he died in Isle of Wight Co., VA, 1722.4°° Emanuel's will was 
probated in Isle of Wight Co., VA, 26 November 1722. The inventory on his belongings was taken 
on this day according to a family group sheet sent to me by Marjorie Parsons which she obtained 
from the St. Louis Genealogical Society and which is unreferenced. From Historical Southern 
Families, Vol. 16, p.177: 

"Emanual Dees came as an immigrant into James City, Virginia, from Scotland, as a transportee 
in grant to Thomas Neesham in 1696. He was about 21 years old. 

"In 1703 he is mentioned in a will of William Broadribb. By 1715 he had moved across the river 
into Surry County, where he was in court with Henry Lightfoote. In Isle of Wight Co., Virginia, 
November 26, 1722, there was a court order for his inventory. 

"There was a tobacco of the brand name of 'E. Dees' that was sold in England. it has not been 
proven but it is thought to be grown by Emanuel Dees." {Entire quate from Marjorie Burnett Parsons 
letter of June 7, 1995. Much of this information in Historical Southern Families, Vol. 16, as 
well}{Note: "Edward Digges plantation in York Co., Va., was noted for a very fragrant tobacco know 
as the 'E. Dees’ in the 18th century, which always brought a good price in England. It may be that 
Emanuel Dees had something to do with this particular growth, though the name could be merely 
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taken from Edward Digges' initials.” 


From "The Dees Family" by Holtzclaw: 

"The first mention of the family name in Virginia is that of John Dee, for whose transportation to 
the colony, among others, Richard Bennett was granted 2000 acres in Nansemond Co. on June 26, 
1635 {Nugent's ‘Cavaliers and Pioneers," p. 23}. The patent was renewed and John Dee's name 
mentioned again. August 9, 1637 {same, p.66}. This John Dee may possibly have been the father of 
Emanuel Dees of whom we have only the following scanty records in Virginia: 

"{1} On Oct. 29, 1696, Thomas Nesham of James City, was granted 168 acres in that county for 
the transportation of four persons, among them Emanuel Dees {Va. Patent Book 9, p.51}. 

"{2} In the Will of William Broadribb in 1703 he directs that his wife is to dispose of the land and 
plantation whereon Emanuel Dees lives, in James City Co. {William and Mary College Quarterly, 1st 
Series, Vol. 14, p.36}. 

"{3} Surry Co., Va. Order Book, 1713-18, mentions the following: p.58. May 18, 1715 suit of 
Henry Lightfoot vs. Emanuel Dees, dismissed. These two records show that Emanuel Dees had 
moved to the south of the James River between 1703 and 1715. 

"{4} Isle of Wight Co., Va. Great Book, p.132 {Wills}: Inventory Manll. Dees - order dated Nov. 
26 - inventory handed in April 18, 1723 by Benjamin Chapman Donalson, James Turner and Edward 
Simmons; recorded April 22, 1723. ‘ 

"An inventory and appraisement of the estate of Manil. Dees: Deceased.

"There is no record of the name of Emanuel Dees wife, but the following were probably his sons, the 
first three appearing in the records of Bertie Co., N.C. from 1730 on, and the last in those of Isle of 
Wight Co., Va.: Emanuel Dees, John Dees, William Dees, Daniel Dees..... "UNITED STATES 
NAVAL INSTITUTE PROCEEDINGS, April, 1928, Vol. 54, p.301. 'In 1650 the elder West {i.e. John 
West} sold the property {i.e. Bellfield on the York River} to Edward Bigges, Esq....The estate 
continued in the Digges family for over one hundred years, during which time it was noted for its 
flavored plant of sweet-scented tobacco known as the 'E.Dees,' which never failed to bring in 
England 'One shilling on the pound when other tobaccos brought not threepence.'...{This} would 
indicate that perhaps Emanuel Dees lived on the Digges plantation and may have been instrumental 
in developing the above tobacco."

949 and 950, show that Emauel and William Dees had 100 acres each in Johnston co., 
April 11, 1749: that William Dees had another 100 acres on the same date and 100 
acres April 4, 1750; and that John Dees had 100 acres in Johnston co., Oct. 11, 1748."

From Holtzclaw's "The Dees Family,” p.4: "From the names, Jacob, Richard and Arthur 
Dees, that appear in John Dee's family, it appears not unlikely that Mary Dees, wife of 
John Dees, may have been a daughter of Jacob Braswell of Bertie, Edgecombe, Halifax, 
Johnston and Cumberland co., N.C." On page 5 of Holtzclaw's book is information on 
our Jacob Dees’ parentage which conflicts with what | have, holding that this John, 
rather than his brother William, was the father of Jacob: "John Dees disappears from the 
records of Johnston Co., N.C. after 1765, and he probably moved to Sumter Co., S.C. 
about that time with the following men, all of whom appear in the Johnston Co. records 
from 1758 to 1765, appear in the South Carolina records beginning with 1768, and were 
almost certainly his sons: 
{1} Jacob Dees who was granted land in 1759 in Johnston Co., witnessed the deed

At present there is 
no fuller record of Jacob Braswell. Richard Braswell, who was deeded land in 1742 in Edgecombe 
County, was probably his son, and a Jacob Braswell who deeded land to his sons Jacob and William 
in Nash County, N.C. about 1777 or 1778 was probably another son. The elder Jacob's wife was 
probably the Sarah Braswell who witnessed the 1742 deed, and this couple were perhaps the

From Holtzclaw's The Dees Family, pp. 4 and 5: 

Mary, wife of John Dees {Jacob Dees' brother}, may have been another daughter of Jacob 
Braswell. Jacob Braswell was "of Bertie, Edgecombe, Halifax, Jonnston and Cumberland co., N.C." 
"This Jacob Braswell was a grandson of Rev. Robert Braswell of Isle of Wight co., Va...."The record 
of Jacob Braswell can only be gathered from the following deeds and patents. He was apparently 
one of the younger sons of Richard and Sarah Braswell... moved to North Carolina as early as 
1625...His wife was apparently named Sarah.

Cumberland Co. records, however, though they show the 
names of Henry and Valentine Braswell, do not show the name of Jacob...."

"Earliest Settlers - Business/Lumber Mills - Daniel J. Goos 

"Daniel Goos was born March 23, 1815, on the island of Foehr off the coast of Schleswig-Holstein in Germany. He came to 
America when he was 20 years old, landing in Philadelphia. From Philadelphia, he traveled to New Orleans, where he met 
and married Katherine B. Moeling..The family lived in Biloxi and Ocean Springs, Mississippi, where Goos engaged in the 
mercantile and shipping business. 

“The Goos family moved to Lake Charles in the autumn of 1855. They established their home in the northern part of Lake 
Charles in what is now known as Goosport. He lived there until his death.. 

"When Captain Goos came to Lake Charles, only the Ryan, Bilbo, Pithon, Hodges, Sallier, and Kirby families were settled 
here. Captain Goos built a lumber mill which provided wood for many buildings in the town. The Goos shipyard built 
schooners which carried lumber to other ports. 

"Captain Goos was known for his generosity to his workers and to anyone in need. He built a corn mill during the Civil War in 
order to supply meal and grits to the hungry. The Goos schooners became blockade runners, sailing out with lumber and 
returning with flour, coffee, sugar, clothing, and medicines. 

“After the Battle of Calcasieu Pass, the wounded from both sides were brought to Lake Charles to the home of Captain 
Goos. They were cared for in a room in his home. 

“Captain Goos was responsible for bringing immigrants to Lake Charles after the war. The Goos family were Lutherans and 
helped found the church on Ford Street. Captain and Mrs. Goos were the parents of fifteen children: Daniel Johannes, Jr., 
Barbara Christina, Elmina Ellen, Rosalie Alexandria, Medora, Emma, Fredricka, Georgeanna, Christian H., Katharina, Della 
Moeling, Frederick Moeling, Walter S., Albert Edward, and Anna Maria." (hereafter cited as MISC. HistPhotographsExhibit, 
Imperial Calcasieu Museum, 1996).

schools of Mobile County, Ala., and of Jackson County, Miss.; 
he had no opportunity for a collegiate education. He has 
been occupied as a railroad contractor, a saw-mill cperator- 
and inventor; he served in the State Legislature from 1896

The Dees family cemetery which is located on Jackson Creek, Forts 
Lake Community, Jackson County, Mississippi is one that contains a 
great local history. It was chosen by Troop 220, Moss Point, 
Mississippi as an Eagle Scout Project to clear, clean and restore. 
The following research was done to compliment that 


project. 


1-1 Benjamin Dees (Dease) was born ca 1745 and died after 1810 and 
before 1820. He married Tracey Stout ca 1771, who was born ca 
1755 and died ca 1815. Benjamin Dees and his brother Joel 
Dees, were both located in Johnson County, North Carolina 
prior to the American Revolution. Joel Dees married Elizabeth 
Warlock. Benjamin Dees settled in Sumpter County, South 
Carolina after the American Revolution. Both Benjamin Dees 
and Joel Dees served in the army during the American 
Revolution. Joel Dees came to Baldwin County, Alabama at a 
very old age to live with his son James Dees. This accounts 
for many of the Dees in Mobile and Baldwin Counties, Alabama. 


2-1 Dempsey Dees, son of Benjamin Dees, was born in Sumpter 

County, North Carolina ca 1774. He married Penelope 
- They relocated to Edgefield, South Carolina. 

3-1. Mark A. Dees, I, son of Dempsey Dees and 
Penelope , was born ca 1790 in North 
Carolina and died November 19, 1856. This family 
relocated to Conecuh County, Alabama in ca 1835. 
He had acquired land in Jackson County, Mississippi 
prior to his death. Land records in the Jackson 
County Court House show that Mark A. Dees, I, 
owned the SE/1/4 of Section 30, Township 6, Range 
4 South. He married Jane Pippins, who was born May 
18, 1804 and died Sep. 20, 1870. Jane Pippins Dees 
was the daughter of Asa Pippins, who died prior to 
1856 in Conecuh County, Alabama at an advanced age 
of + 90 years. Jane Pippins Dees is buried in the 
Dees Family Cemetery, Jackson County, Mississippi, 
near Goode’s Lake. There known children are as 


follows. 


4-1. Calvin Elias Dees, son of Mark A. Dees I 
and Jane Pippin Dees was born in ca 1819 in 
Edgefield, South Carolina and died May 22, 
1867 in Jackson County, Mississippi. He 
married Mary (May) Charlotte Tippins, born 
Nov. 8, 1821 and died March 5, 1889 on Oct. 

This marriage most likely took 
place in Alabama. Calvin Elias Dees acquired

_His mill and most of his assets were taken by 
the Yankees during the Civil War. An attempt 
was made through the Claims Court to get paid 
for these assets. Calvin Elias Dees or 

his heirs, sold the mill and most of the Dees 
property to Garland Goode. The mills and 
area became Goode’s Mill and Goode’ Lake. 
Several of the Dees sons and Mary Charlotte 
Tippins Dees relocated to what is known as 
Lake Charles, Louisiana. The community was 
named Deesport. Mary Charlotte Tippins Dees 
died there in 1889. Calvin Elias Dees and 
Mary Charlotte Tippins Dees are both buried 
in the Dees Family Cemetery, Goode’s Lake, 
Jackson County, Mississippi.

In 
1877, Jane Huey Ramsay Dees attained a 
marks and brand for their livestock. 
Archibal Dees died prior to another 
census. Very little is known about 
him; however, in 1881, he and Jane Huey 
Ramsay Dees, obtained a loan ($1286.41) 
to purchase a large track of land in 
the southeastern part of Jackson 
County, Mississippi. At the time of 
his death he and his wife owned several 
sections of land in the area of Fort’s 
Lake Community. Many land transactions 
by Jane Huey Ramsey Dees are recorded 
at the courthouse until all of the 
property was sold in 1893. In 1893, 
she and her four children are located 
in western Jackson County, near her 
family at Ramsay Springs. Archibal 
Dees, was a successful land owner and 
businessman. He married a very bright 
and efficient lady who was able to 
continue after his death with the 
management of timberlands and the 
raising and education of her children.

The Dees Famil 


Ancestry of Joice Dees, wife of Bently Outlaw #85 


The following is an abridgement of a fuller 
Dees genealogy in manuscript which I have worked 
out. Due to lack of records, through destruction 
of such records in the various counties where the 
Dees settled, there has necessarily been a num- 
ber of cases where probabilities rather than 
proofs have had to be used. It is practically 
certain that Joice (Dees) Outlaw was one of the 
younger children of Jacob Dees (born ca 1737, a. 
after 1803) of Johnston Co., N.C., Sumter Co., 
§.C., and finally of Montgomery Co., Ga., and 
his wife Ferrabee Reynolds (b. ca 1740, d. after 
1799). However, in this abridgement, I have con- 
cluded that Jacob's parentage is somewhat diff- 
erent from that which I gave in the wider genea- 
logy, and I shall give my reasons for this as 
the occasion arises. 

The tradition in the family is that they were 
originally Scottish, "dwellers on the River Dee", 
and this is highly probable. There was a lowland

Scottish clan of the name, although this family 
usually spelled the name "Deas" and pronounced 
it "Daze". while our family usually spelled it 
"Dees", occasionally "Deas" or "Deese", and pro- 
nounced it with the long “e" sound. At least 
one branch of the Scottish Deases had a coat-of- 
arms as follows: Ermine a pale vert. Crest: a 
bee feeding on a daisy, all proper. 

Once or twice in the early North Carolina 
records, our people are called "Dee", however,so 
it is possible that they were not Deases at all, 
though rather unlikely. 

First Generation: Emanuel Dees. 

EMANUEL DEES, born ca 1675 probably in Scot- 
land, died 1723 in Isle of Wight, Virginia, was 
the great-grandfather of Joice (Dees) Outlaw. He 
first appears in 1696 as a transportee ina 
grant to Thomas Nesham in James City Co., Va., 
and was still living in that county in 1703,when 
he is mentioned in the will of William Broadribb. 
By 1715 he had moved across the river and appears 
in two suits in Surry Co., the plaintiff being 
Henry Lightfoot, and died in Isle of Wight Co., 
Va., in 1722, the order for his inventory being 
Nov.26, 1722. It is barely possible that Eman- 
uel Dees's father was a John "Dee" who is ment- 
ioned as a transportee in grants in Nansemond Co. 
in 1635 and 1637, but not very likely, as Eman- 
uel himself seems to have been an immigrant. 
Rear-Admiral Randall E. Dees of Newport, R.I., 
sent in a note from the "U.S.Naval Institute 
Proceedings" (Vo1l.54, p.301) which mentions that 
the Edward Digges plantation in York Co., Va. 
was noted for a very fragrant tobacco known as 
the "E.Dees" in the 18th century, which always 
brought a good price in England. It may be that 
Emanuel Dees had something to do with this par- 
ticular growth, though the name could be merely 
taken from Edward Digges's initials. There is no 
Clue as to the name of Emanuel Dees's wife, but 
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Emanuel, William and John Dees, who all appear 
in Bertie Co. and Edgecombe Co., N.C.,1730-44, 
‘and all moved to Johnston Co., N.C. about 1745, 
were almost certainly his sons. There was also 
a Daniel "Daiz" who was deeded land in Isle of 
Wight Co. in 1739, who was probably a fourth son 
but nothing further is known of him, although 
Daniel was a frequent name among the North Caro- 
lina Deeses. This is as far as I got in the 
wider genealogy with the sons of Emanuel Dees, 
but I have since concluded that a James Dees, 
who was granted land in Anson Co., N.C. as early 
as 1757 was a fifth son, though I had previously 
treated him as a grandson. My reasons for this 
are that there were 22 Deeses of what we might 
call roughly the Revolutionary generation, born 
1725-1760, who are mentioned in the records, and 
only three of these men were the sons of Eman- 
uel Dees, son of Emanuel, who left a will in 
Johnston Co., N.C. in 1770. That left 19 men to 


be parceled out as sons of either William or John 


Dees, sons of the first Emanuel, and this now 
seems highly improbable. The Anson Co. Deeses 
were probably sons of James, who,I am now fairly 
certain, was not a grandson, but a son of the 
immigrant. Another preliminary remark: most of 
the land owned by the brothers, Emanuel, William 
and John Dees, in Johnston Co., N.C. was south of 
the Neuse River, but it seems that their original 
grants, 1748-50, of roughly 100 acres apiece, was 
part or the whole of a 360-acre grant to Mark 
Phillips, June 30,1738 in Craven Co., from which 
Johnston was formed, which was all north of the 
Neuse River. The land had either escheated from 
Mark Phillips or else Mark was a relative and 
turned his patent over to the three brothers. 


The name Mark was very popular among later Deeses. 


Emanuel Dees sold his 100 acres north of the 
Neuse River in 1760, and his brother John sold 
his 120 acres in 1765. I had previously thought 
that my ancestor, Jacob Dees, and his brothers 
Simon, John, Richard, and Harman, all of whom 
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moved to Craven Co., S.C. about 1765-6, were 
sons of John Dees, son of the immigrant. But I 
now note that William Dees, brother of Emanuel 
and John, never sold his original 100-ac. grant. 
Instead of William, Simon Dees sold this land 
north of the Neuse River to William Bryan in 
1765,. stating, as had John and Emanuel in their 
deeds, that it was originally granted to Mark 
Phillips in 1738. I conclude, therefore, that 
William Dees had died (he never appears in the 
records after 1750), and that his original grant 
had been inherited by his eldest son Simon, and 
that the five men who moved to Craven Co., S.C. 
were sons of William, not of John Dees. 


Emanuel, John and James Dees, Sons of the 
Immigrant, and Descendants 


EMANUEL DEES (Emanuel) was probably the eld- 
est son of the Immigrant, and born in James City 
County, Virginia about 1700-1705. His wife was 
named Elizabeth, and he died in Johnston County 
N.C. in 1770. He was deeded land in Bertie Co. 
in 1730.. This land fell into Edgecombe Co. on 
the organization of that county, and he sold 
some of it, in 1734, signing himself Emanuel 
"Dee", his brother John witnessing the deed and 
also signing himself "Dee". In 1740 Emanuel 
sold more of the land to his brother John, and 
sold out the rest of it to another man the same 
year, probably moving from Edgecombe to Johnston 
Co. about this time. As mentioned, he and his 
brothers William and John were each granted 100 
acres, more or less, in Johnston Co. 1748-1750, 
this land being apparently part of a grant to 
Mark Philips in 1738 north of the Neuse River. 
Emanuel sold this land in 1760, his nephew Jacob 
Dees, son of William, being a witness. His will, 
dated Jan.20, 1770 and probated at the November 
Court, 1770, mentions his wife Elizabeth; sons 
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Drury and Dewit;daughters Hannah Benton, Pris- 
cilla Hatcher, and Susannah Guing; son-in-law 
Thomas Guing; granddaughter Obet Hatcher; friend 
-Robert Hatcher; and son Daniel. Apparently the 
daughter Priscilla was wife of Robert Hatcher 
and the daughter Susannah wife of Thomas Guing 
Of the sons, we know the following: ; 
i. DRURY _ DEES, born ca 1725-30, was granted 

land in 1768 near the line of Johnston and Duplin 
Counties, and a deed in Johnston Co. in 1778 
shows that he was living in Duplin Co. in that 
year. This is the last record of Drury Dees and 
he probably died during the Revolution, certainly 
before 1790, when he does not appear in the Cen- 
sus. .Alcy Dees, who is shown in the Army Acc- 
ounts. at Raleigh to have been paid a small sun, 
presumably for supplies in the Revolution, was 
perhaps Drury's widow. The following men, four 
of whom appear in 1790 in Sampson Co., N.C., 
which had been formed from Duplin about 1784, 
were probably Drury Dees's sons: (1) William 
Dees, soldier in the Revolution, born probably 
ca 1750, granted land in Duplin Co. in 1773, 
shown with his family in Sampson Co. in 1790,- but 
descendants uncertain; (2) Hardy Dees, Revolut- 
i1onary soldier, born probably ca 1753-4, granted 
land in Duplin Co. in 1780, shown with his family 
in Sampson Co. in both 1790 and 1800 (born before 
1755 according to the latter Census); “his widow 
was probably a Patsy (Martha) Dees, shown in 
Sampson Co. in the Census of 1810, but nothing 
further is known positively of his descendants; 
(3) Needham Dees, soldier in the Revolution, b. 
probably ca 1755-60, granted land in Duplin Co. 
in 1788, shown in the Census of 1790 in Sampson 
Co. with one son and 3 females; moved to Barn- 
well District, S.C., before 1800, when he is 
shown as born 1755-74, died in Barnwell Co.,8.C. 
in 1802, Mary Dees and Mark Dees, both of whom 
purchased goods from his sale, being probably 
his widow and son; (4) Sampson Dees, born ca 
1755-60, granted land in Duplin Co. in 1782 and 
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1784, and in Sampson Co. in 1802, shown in the * 
Censuses of both 1790 and 1800 in Sampson Co., 
N.C., in the latter Census as born 1755-74; 
moved to Christian Co., Ky., where he lived for 
some years, but in his old age moved to Warren 
Co., Miss., where he died in 1817, his will men- 
tioning his wife Ruth; youngest son Samuel; 
daughter Polly Dees; daughter Altezas Wolf; sons 
William, Denson and Luke; daughters Elizabeth 
Fisher and Sally Jones; and appoints his wife 
Ruth as executrix; (5) Nathan Dees, perhaps a 
son of Drury, but possibly of his uncle John; 
shown only as a soldier in the Revolution in the 
Army Accounts at Raleigh, and no further record. 


2s DEWIT or DUET DEES, second son of Eman- 
uel Dees, son of the immigrant, was born in 
Edgecombe Co., N.C. around the year 1735, and 
died in Jefferson Co., Ga. in 1806. He was 
granted land in Johnston Co., N.C. in 1763 and 
1779, and in Duplin Co., N.C. in 1769. The Army 
Accounts at Raleigh show that he was a soldier 
in the Revolution. He appears in deeds in John- 
ston Co. in 1766, 1769, and 1772, but had moved 
to Georgia by 1790, when he had large grants in 
Washington Co. (from which Jefferson Co. was 
later taken), and in 1793 he and his son James 
had small grants in Montgomery Co. He died in 
Jefferson Co., Ga. in 1806, leaving a will,which 
has apparently disappeared. The extant records 
show only his widow Nancy, two sons, James and 
Dewit Jr., and John Bradshaw, who was his ex- 
ecutor and probably a son-in-law. Nothing is 
known of any of Dewit Dees's sons except James. 
He made a deed of gift to his son John in Mont- 
gomery Co., Ga. in 1799, and was almost certainly 
the father of James and Jordan Dees who settled 
in Pulaski Co., Ga., their descendants being 
given in my fuller Dees manuscript. ; 

cn DANIEL DEES, third son of Emanuel Dees 
and grandson of Emanuel the immigrant, was born 
around 1740 in either Edgecombe or Johnston Co., 
and died in Jefferson Co., Ga. in 1802. His 
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wife was named Elizabeth. He received a number of 
land grants in Johnston Co., N.C. 1765-1782, and 
the Army Accounts at Raleigh show that he was a 
Revolutionary soldier.. He seems to have been a 
fairly wealthy man. He and his eldest son, Ed- 
mund, are shown in the Johnston Co. Census of 
1790, and the 1800 Census there shows him and all 
his sons except John, the youngest. Soon after 
1800, although his sons Edmond and Daniel remain- 
ed in North Carolina, he and his other sons 
joined his brother Dewit Dees in Jefferson Co., 
Ga., and Daniel died there in 1802. His will, 
dated Jan.8, 1802 and probated in Jefferson Co. 
March 1,.1802, leaves his property to his wife 
Elizabeth, and to his sons, Edmund, Drury, John, 
Hilliard and Daniel Dees, the brother Dewit Dees 
and the latter's wife Nancy being witnesses. 
Daniel Dees' widow Elizabeth died in Jefferson 
Co. in 1803, her son Drury qualifying as adminis- 
trator May 2,-1803. 

The following is a brief account of his sons: 

(1) Drury Dees, born ca 1767-70, married 
June 20, 1795 Sally Stevens in Johnston Co.,N.C., 
went to Ga. with his father, lived in Pulaski Co. 
Ga., ca 1810-15 and served there in the War of 
1812, in Conecuh Co., Ala. in 1820, in Monroe Co. 
Alabama in the Census of 1830; both he and his 
wife died after 1837 in Alabama; he had four 
sons: Bryant Dees (b. ca 1796), John Dees (b. 
1798), Charles H. Dees (b.1809), and Daniel Dees 
(b. 1811), and two daughters, Ann Dees who m. 
Rev. Alexander Watson, and Sarah Dees, unmarried; 
descendants of this family are given fully in my 
Dees manuscript. 

(2) Edmund Dees, b. ca 1765, d. 1844 in 
Union Co., N.C., married by 1790, but his first 
wife's name is unknown; hem. (2) Nov.15,1803 
in Johnston Co., N.C. Betsy Braswell; moved to 
Anson Co., N.C. by 1820, and died in Union Co. 
(formed from Anson) in 1844, leaving a will 
which mentions wife Elizabeth and the following 
children: Clement, Elizabeth Dees, Allen, Mary 
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(wife of James Horn), these being children of 
the first marriage; and Zilpha, Green B., Jennet 
B., and John B. Dees, children of the second 
marriage; descendants ‘of several of these child- 
ren are shown in the fuller Dees manuscript. 

(3) Hilliard Dees married Sally Snith,March 
20, 1800 in Johnston Co., N.C., moved with his 
father to Jefferson Co., Ga. then in 1812 with 
his brothers Drury and: John to Pulaski Co., Ga. 
where he died in 1818; it is uncertain whether 
he had children. 

(4) Daniel Dees, b. ca 1777 in Johnston Co. 
and died there about 1817; his wife was named 
Nancy (b.1785, da. after 1850), and they had only 
two children, Rigdon Dees, b. 1802, whose numer- 
ous children are shown in the fuller Dees manu- 
script, and Isaac Dees, who moved to Tennessee 
about 1825. 

(5) John Dees, b. ca 1780, m. Causy Taylor 
June 16, 1807 in Jefferson Co., Ga., moved to 
Pulaski Co., Ga. in 1810 and lived there until 
1834, perhaps then moving to Alabama. 


JOHN DEES (EMANUEL), probably the third son 


of the immigrant, was apparently born ca 1710-13, 
as he was old enough to witness a deed of his 
brother Emanuel in Edgecombe Co., N.C. in 1734. 
He was deeded land in Edgecombe Co. by his broth- 
er Emanuel in 1740,and in 1744 was granted 100 
acres in that county, which he sold in 1751. In 
1748 he was granted 100 acres in Johnston CO., 
N.C., apparently part of the land granted to 
Mark Philips in 1738 north of the Neuse River, 
and he sold this land in 1765. In 1755 he and 
his wife Mary sold land in Johnston County. He 
seems to have continued to live in Johnston Co. 
until his death some time before 1790, for he is 
not shown in that county in the Census of that 
year, and his sons seem to have moved to 96th 
District and Edgefield Co., S.C. in the late. 
1780's and early 1790's. The following seem to 
have been his sons, all living after 1790 in 
Edgefield Co., S.C.: 
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des JOHN DEES (JOHN, EMANUEL), born prob- 


ably ca 1745, living in Edgefield Co., S.c. in 
the Census of 1790 but in-the adjoining county 
‘of Abbeville in 1800, along with his son, John 
Dees Jr., who was head of a family in that year. 
The family is not shown after 1800 and it is un- 
certain what became of them. ‘ 
25 JOEL DEES (JOHN, EMANUEL), born April 
14, 1749 in Johnston Co., N.C., died March 28, 
1846 in Baldwin Co., Ala., married probably 
Tabitha » to whom he deeded all his land, 
stock, furniture, etc. in Edgefield Co., S.C. in 
1815. Joel Dees first appears in Edgefield Co. 
in 1795, is shown there with 2 sons and 2 daugh- 
ters in the Census of 1800, and last appears 
there in 1818, when he and Tabitha Dees. and their 
son Joel Dees Jr. made a deed. He was a Revol- 
utionary soldier in North Carolina according to 
his pension claim from Baldwin Co., Ala. in the 
early 1840's. (Pension Claim R-2841), which states 
that he enlisted in 1776, served at various times 
until the end of the War, and was in an engage- 
ment at Brown Marsh, N.C., in the Battle of Guil- 
ford, and at Yorktown, when Cornwallis surrender- 
ed. The claim is circumstantial, but was refused 
because of lack of documentary proof, which the 
old soldier said was all burned, when he was 
living at his sister's house in North Carolina 
and the home was destroyed by fire. The claim 
also states that he lived for many years in ‘ 
Johnston Co., N.C., then for many years in Edge- 
field Co., §.C., then for 6 years in Richmond Co. 
Georgia, before he finally moved to Baldwin Co., 
Alabama. In addition to a probable daughter, i 
Nancy Dees, who witnessed the 1818 deed in Edge- 
Lield-COn, SsOx, by Joel and Tabitha Dees and 
Joel Jr., Joel Dees had two sons: 
(1) Joel Dees Jr., born ca 1790, who was in 

the militia of the War of 1812 in South Carolina, 
married Susan Williams (b. ca 1793): there, moved 

to Baldwin Co., Ala., where he died 1840-50; and 
had issue: Lucinda Dees, married a Mr. 
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John Dees, Wiseman Dees, Ellen Dees, Crecie Dees‘ 
(m. George Brown), William Dees, George Dees, 
Betsie wife of George Harvison, Simmie Dees and 
Thomas Dees; and (2) James Dees, b. ca 1792-3, 
d. July 7, 1866 in Baldwin Co., Ala., m. Martha 
Ingram (b. 1794 in Edgefield Co., S.C., dad. June 
7, 1867 in Baldwin Co., Ala.), and had issue: 
Allen Dees, Ingram Dees, Joel Dees, Abner Dees, 
William, Isabella, Richard and Mary Dees; the 
fuller Dees manuscript has a great deal more on 
the descendants of Joel Dees Jr. and his brother 
James. 


Be SHADRACK DEES (JOHN, EMANUEL) was born 


probably ca 1750-55 in Johnston Co., N.C. and 
died in 1797 in Edgefield Co., §.C. His wife 
was named Grace and she survived him. A Gracy 
Dees married Samuel Slate in Edgefield Co.,Dec. 
29,1822 but this is likely to have been a grand- 
daughter rather than Shadrack's wife. As Shade 
Dees, this man witnessed a deed of his cousin 
Drury Dees (Emanuel, Emanuel) in Johnston Co., 
N.C. in 1778, and was deeded land in Wayne Co., 
N.C. in 1783. He had rather large grants of 
land in 96th District, S.C. in 1789 and 1793. 
The Census of 1790 shows him in Edgefield Co. 
with himself, his wife, 4 sons and 4 daughters. 
The year 1800 shows his widow with a large family 
there, and the last appearance of the family in 
Edgefield was in 1816 and 1818, when they made 
deeds. The will of Shadrack Dees, dated March 
7, 1797 and probated at the July term, 1797, 
leaves his property to his wife Grace and his 
children (not mentioned by name), and appoints 
his wife Grace and his brother Bolling Dees as 
executors. The names of Shadrack and Grace Dees' 
children are given in a deed in 1816 from Grace 
and the following heirs: (1) Noah Dees, b.1775- 
80, died in Bibb Co., Ga., 1833-4, wife's name 
unknown, served in the War of 1812 in the S.c. 
militia;minor children in Bibb Co., Ga., 1834: 
Missouri Ann Dees, Jane Dees, Martin Dees, Mar- 
shall Dees, and Ann Dees; three older sons were 
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almost certainly Benjamin Dees (b.1799 in SsC3), 

Labron Dees (b. 1802 in S.C.) and Bytham Dees, 
all of whom appear in Pulaski Co., Ga. in the 
1820's and 1830's, and their descendants shown 
: in the fuller manuscript; (2) Shadrack Dees, 
b.1782, d. after 1850 in Henry Co., Ala., m. 
Celia (b.1790, d.after 1850), children 
given in the above-mentioned Dees manuscript; 
(3) Daniel Dees, b. 1789, m. Polly (b.1795); 
in Pulaski Co., Ga. in 1830 and 1840, in Henry 
Co., Ala., in 1850, and in Choctaw Co., Ala., in 
1860; children treated in the Dees manuscript; 
(4) Rebecca Dees, m. Nehemiah Posey, and they 
moved to Pulaski Co., Ga.; (5) a daughter who m. 
William Holland; (6) Easter or Esther Dees, un- 
married in 1816. 


4. BOLLING DEES, born ca 1760, m. Ann 

Readford, daughter of William Readford of Wayne 
| Co., N.C.; in Edgefield Co., §.c. 1795-1810, had 
i moved to Jackson Co., Ga. by 1820, his last ap- 

pearance in the records; probably father of Ben- 

jamin Dees and Bolling Dees Jr., both of whom 

appear in the Edgefield Co. records, and of Bry- 
ant and Daniel R. Dees who appear in the Jackson 
Co., Ga. records in the 1820's and 1830's. 

4. A_DAUGHTER of John Dees (Emanuel) ,whose 
house was burned down in North Carolina along 
with the honorable discharges of Joel Dees above, 
the Revolutionary soldier. 


JAMES DEES (EMANUEL)was born probably around’ 


1720, the youngest son of the immigrant, and d. 
in Richmond Co., N.C. after 1790. He never shows 
up with his brothers, Emanuel, William, and John 
Dees, in Bertie, Edgecombe, and Johnston Counties 
N.C., but moved fairly early to the southern part 
of the colony, where he was granted land in Anson 
Co. in 1757. The tax list of Anson Co. in 1763 
shows him with 2 taxable whites in his family, 
indicating a son at least 16 years old, so born 
by 1747. The only other Dees shown in this tax 
list was Arthur Dees, probably James's eldest son, 
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and born by 1741-2. These records indicate that *’ 
I was wrong in the original Dees manuscript in 
thinking that James was a grandson of the immi- 
grant Emanuel Dees. He was too old for this, 

and is almost bound to be a son. Richmond Co. 
was formed from Anson, and James Dees and his 
sons are shown there in 1790. From the Census 
and other records, James Dees's sons were: 


58 ARTHUR DEES (JAMES, EMANUEL) born ca 
1741-2, as he seems to have been already married 
and head of a household in Anson Co. in 1763. 
Arthur Dees is mentioned in 1774 and 1779 in the 
records of Anson Co., but was granted land in 
Robeson Co., N.C. (adjoining Richmond Co.) in 
1783 and 1789, and he was living in Robeson Co. 
in 1790 (Census). He had moved across the border 
into Marion Co., S.C. by 1800, and appears there 


with his first wife in the Census of that year 


along with his sons, Arthur Dees Jr., Levi Dees, 
and Malachi Dees. The name of his first wife is 
not known, but his second wife, whom he married 
some time after 1800, was named Susannah or Anne 
and she appears as late as 1840 in the Census of 
Marion Co., S.C.. Arthur Dees died in Marion Co. 
in 1817. His will, dated March 21, 1817, men- 
tions his wife Susannah Dees; sons Malachi, Abra- 
ham and Levi Dees; three daughters, Selety Turner, 
Mary Lowry and Sarah Garrett; grandson Archibald 
Dees; and "my three young children" (by the sec- 
ond marriage), Susannah, Charity, and Curtis 
Dees. From the above, omitting the three elder 
daughters of the will, about whom nothing fur- 
ther is known, the sons of the first marriage 
were: (1) Arthur Dees Jr. (called by the nick- 
name "Matty Dees, Jr." in the 1800 Census of 
Marion Co., S.C.),father of the grandson Archi- 
bald Dees mentioned in the will (b. 1790, Cen- 
sus) and probably of Rayford Dees (b.1785) 

shown in Marion Co. in 1810 and 1820, whose prob- 
able descendants are mentioned in the Dees manu- 
script; (2) Malachi Dees, who as "Malakiah" 

Dees left a will in Marion Co. in 1833, which 
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mentions only his son, Malakiah Jr.; Malachi Sr. 
was born around 1765; (3) Levi Dees, b. 1768, 
appears in Robeson Co., N.C. in 1800, 1810,1820, 


.and 1830, but had moved to Baker Co., Ga. by 1850 


where he is shown in the Census with wife Nancy, 
and his two sons, David Dees (b.1804) and Moses 
Dees (b.1814), the two sons with large families; 
(4) Abraham Dees, b. probably ca 1770-80, ap- 
pears with a small family in 1810 in Marion Co., 
S.C., but nothing further is known of him. 


ex BENJAMIN DEES (JAMES, EMANUEL) was prob- 
ably the son over 16 in James's family in 1763, 
and was born ca 1745-47, and died in Clarke Co., 
Ala. about 1820-21, the account of his estate 
there beginning Nov.26, 1821. His wife's name 
was Nancy and the family tradition is that her 
maiden name was Stout. Benjamin Dees was a sol- 
dier in the Revolution in North Carolina, as 
shown .by the Army Accounts at Raleigh, and his 
eldest daughter, Mrs. Hannah Cassity, used to 
tell her granddaughter (later Mrs. Eugenia Hurl- 
butt) how she was in a fort in North Carolina of 
which her father was a defender, and how her 
mother loaded the guns. Benjamin Dees was deeded 
land in Anson Co., N.C. in 1768, and was granted 
land in Bladen, Anson, and Robeson Counties,N.C. 
in 1773, 1785, 1789 and 1790. -He was living in 
Richmond Co., N.C. in the Census of 1790, but by 
1800 had moved with his family to Chesterfield 
Co. (the old Cheraw District) S.C., where he ap- 
pears in 1800 and 1810 with his sons; about 1811 
he and his family moved west to what was then 
called the territory of Mississippi, but later 
became Clarke Co., Ala. The Territorial Census 
of 1815 shows Benjamin Sr. and his sons Benjamin 
Jr. and George Dees and their families in Clarke 
Co., Ala. As mentioned, Benjamin Dees Sr. died 
there about 1820-21. The account of his estate, 
1821-1831, shows, in addition to his wife Nancy, 
the following children: Roderick Dees, William 
Cassity (husband of Hannah Dees, b. 1774), Zion 
Dees, Benjamin Dees, Willoughby Dees, Dorcas Mac- 
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ponald, George Dees, and the heirs of Gaddy Dees. 
The descendants of these children are treated 
rather fully in my Dees manuscript. 


3. MARK DEES (JAMES,EMANUEL) was probably 
porn ca 1747-50 and appears in the records of 
Anson Co., N.C. in 1770, 1773, 1775 and 1779. He 
seems to have died there prior to 1790, for the 
Census of that year shows only Nancy Dees, prob- 
ably Mark's widow, with a family of only 2 fe- 
males. It is uncertain whether Mark Dees left 
any sons, but there were several Deeses shown in 


- Anson Co., Richmond and Robeson counties, 1800- 


1820, who can not be placed elsewhere and may 
have been sons of Mark. He may, also, have been 
the father of a John Dees, who immigrated to the 
Mississippi Territory as early as 1800, and of a 
Mark Dees, nearby in St.Tammany Parish, Louisiana 
who died in 1812, leaving two daughters. 


4. JAMES DEES (JAMES, EMANUEL) was probably 


living with his family in his father's large fam- 
ily in 1790. The Census of 1800 in Richmond Co. 
shows him as born after 1755. He was probably b. 
ca 1756-60, for he had in his family in 1800 one 
son and one daughter, b. 1774-84, 2 sons b.1784- 
90, and 3 sons b. 1790-1800. He seems to have 
moved to Anson Co. by 1810, when the Census shows 
him with a large family. He seems to have died 
between 1810 and 1820, for the Census of 1820 in 
Anson Co. shows an Elizabeth Dees, probably his 
widow, with children who correspond very well 
with those of James Dees in 1810. The records 
of Anson, Richmond and Robeson counties, N.C. 

are so scanty that it is difficult to place ac- 
curately a number of Deeses who appear with fam- 
ilies 1800-1820, so James Dees's posterity is 
somewhat uncertain. 


Ss WILLIAM DEES (JAMES, EMANUEL) was born 
ca 1750-55, older than James above, for the Cen- 
sus of 1800 shows him as born before 1755. He 
was living in Bladen Co. N.C. in 1784 with 750 ac. 
of land, 1 white poll, and 2 slaves, but was an. 
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Richmond Co. in 1790 with 4 sons b. 1774-90,his 
wife and 1 daughter. The year 1800 shows him 
with an additional son and daughter b. 1790-1800, 
‘and he was still living in Richmond Co. in 1810. 
Four of his sons were, almost certainly; (1) 
Shadrack Dees, b.1775-80 (Census), shown with his 
family in Richmond Co. in 1810, ‘and in Robeson 
Co. in 1820 and 1830; (2) William Dees Jr., b. 
ca 1780; in Robeson Co., N.C. with his family in 
1820, 1830 and 1840; (3) John Dees, b. ca 1790, 
shown with his family in Robeson Co., N.C. in 
1830; and (4) Stephen Dees, b. 1785, shown with 
his family in Robeson Co. in 1830 along with his 
brothers, Shadrack, William and John, but moved 
to Richmond Co., Ga. by 1850 and shown in the 
Census of that year with a large family. Dr. 
Thomas Deas of Wynnewood, Pa., is.a descendant 
of William Dees, son of James's William, and has 
given me a rather full account of the brothers, 
Shadrack, William, John and Stephen above, part 
of which is already included in the larger Dees 
manuscript. 


6. GABRIEL DEES (JAMES, EMANUEL) is shown 


as a single man in Richmond Co., N.C. in the 
Census of 1790, but in-1800 is shown there with 
a family. Nothing further is known of him. 


WILLIAM DEES, SON OF THE IMMIGRANT, AND HIS SONS 


WILLIAM DEES (EMANUEL) was probably the sec- 


ond son of the immigrant and born in James City 
Co., Va. ca 1705-10. He apparently died in 
Johnston Co., N.C. between 1750 and 1760. He was 
deeded 200 acres of land in Edgecombe Co., N.C. 
in 1736, which on March 29, 1742, while still 
living in Edgecombe Co., he deeded to Richard 
Braswell, with Jacob and Sarah Braswell as wit- 
nesses to the deed. In 1749 and again in 1750 
he was granted 100 acres of land in Johnston Co. 
N.C., 1750 being the last year in which he ap- 
pears in the records. We have mentioned that 
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Simon Dees deeded away in 1765 what was apparent- 
ly his original grant, part of the 1738 grant to 
Mark Philips, indicating that William was dead 
and that Simon was his eldest son and heir. Simon, 
Jacob, John, Richard and Harman Dees, who moved 
to Craven Co., S.C. about 1765-67, were almost 
certainly the sons of William Dees. Due to the 
fact that two of his sons were named, respective- 
ly, Jacob and Richard, it is probable that Will- 
jam Dees's wife, whose first name is unknown, was 
a sister of the Richard Braswell to whom he deed- 
ed land in 1742, and a daughter of Jacob Bras- 
well who witnessed the deed. If this is the case 
as seems likely, Mrs. Dees was a great-grand- : 
daughter of Rev. Robert Braswell of Isle of Wight 
Co., Va. and granddaughter of his son Richard 
Braswell of the same county. The Braswell family 
is discussed fairly fully in Boddie's Southside 
Virginia Families, Vol.1, pp 85ff. Rev. Robert 
Braswell was a son of Richard Braswell of London, 
Gent., was born 1612-13, graduated from Oxford 
University in 1631, came to Isle of Wight Co., 
Va., about 1651, was elected to the House of 
Burgesses in 1653 and apparently served for a 
few days but was finally excluded because he was 
a clergyman, and died in Isle of Wight Co., Va. 
in 1668. -His will, probated in that year,leaves 
1000 acres apiece to his sons Robert and Richard 
and other bequests to his daughters, Jane Stokes, 
Rebecca West, and Ann Bagnall. The son Richard 
was born about 1653 and died in Isle of Wight Co. 
in 1725. His will mentions sons Richard, Robert, 
Valentine, Jacob and John; daughters Maria Mur- 
phy, Ann Strickland and Jane Williams; grand- 
daughter Susannah Braswell; and wife Sarah. The 
widow, Sarah Braswell, died testate in Isle of 
Wight Co. in 1735. Jacob Braswell was probably 
born ca 1685-90, patented land in Bertie Co., 
N.C. in 1725, appears in deeds in Edgecombe Co., 
N.C. in 1736, 1740, 1741 and 1742, and seems to 
have moved to Johnston Co., N.C. about the same 
time as the Deeses, being grantor there in two 
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deeds in 1763 and 1764. The 1763 deed calls him 
“of Cumberland Co." so that he may have moved to 
that county in his old age. At present there is 
“no fuller record of Jacob Braswell. Richard Bras- 
well, who was deeded land in 1742 in Edgecombe 
County, was probably his son, and a Jacob Braswell 
who deeded land to his sons Jacob and William in 
Nash County, N.C. about 1777 or 1778 was probably 
another son. The elder Jacob's wife was probably 
the Sarah Braswell who witnessed the 1742 deed, 
and this couple were perhaps the parents of Will- 
iam Dees's wife. The five sons of William Dees 
were as follows: 


1. SIMON DEES (WILLIAM, EMANUEL) was almost 
certainly the eldest son and born ca 1735. He 
apparently died in Sumter Co., S.C. in 1819,when 
his will was probated, though it was dated 1796. 
His wife was named Sarah. Simon Dees first ap- 
pears in the records of Johnston Co., N.C. in 
1760, when he was a witness to the will of Joice 
Reynolds, his brother Jacob's mother-in-law. He 
also witnessed deeds of his uncle John Dees and 
his brother Jacob Dees in 1765, and in the same 
year, as mentioned, deeded away the 100 acres 
that was part of the 1738 grant to Mark Philips 
that he had apparently inherited from his father. 
About this time he bought land in Craven Co.,S.C. 
and moved there with his brothers. In 1768 Simon 
Dees and wife Sarah of St. Mark's Parish, Craven 
Co.,deeded away 12 acres of land. Simon Dees's 
will, dated June 17, 1796 and probated in Sumter 
Co., S.C. (which was formed from Craven) Feb.25, 
1819, mentions his wife Sarah; son Allen, under 
age; and all his children: Easter, Nancy, Polly, 
Winny, William, Daniel, Cealy and Allen Dees. A 
partition of the estate in 1819 among the heirs 
shows that the wife Sarah had died, also son Dan- 
iel, since they did not share in the estate, but 
it gives the other children and shows that the 
daughters Esther and Nancy had apparently married 
Dees cousins, since they are shown as widows with 
families in the Census of 1800 and later years, 
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and that the daughter Winifred had married Mica- 
jah Terry, Mary had married John Presley Tidwell, 
and Celia had married William McGee.Some efforts 
have been made to trace the descendants of 

these children in the wider Dees manuscript, and 
with some success. They all seem to have remain- 
ed in the neighbourhood of Sumter County. Simon 
Dees was a soldier in the Revolution, as shown 


by Salley's Stub Indents to Claims Growing out 
of the Revolution, Bk. U-W, p.233. 


2\. JACOB DEES (WILLIAM, EMANUEL) was prob- 


ably the second son of William Dees and will be 
treated in the next section. 


3. JOHN DEES (WILLIAM, EMANUEL) was prob- 
ably born ca 1739 and died in Sumter Co., S.C. 


some time prior to Jan.13, 1804, on which date 
Jacob John Dees (presumably his son) and Nancy 
his wife deeded away 250 acres in Clarendon Co. 
(formed from Craven and later formed into Sum- 
ter) that had originally be.laid out for John 
Dees (Sumter Co. D.Bk."AA", p.295). John Dees 
was deeded land in Johnston Co., N.C. in 1763 as 
"John Dees Jr." to distinguish him from his 
uncle, but moved to Craven Co., §.C. about 1765, 
and land was deeded to him in 1766 in St. Mark's 
Parish by Robert Moses. In 1768 he gave a mort- 
gage there of personal property and was granted 
200 acres in Craven Co. in 1771. He was a sold- 
ier in the Revolution in South Carolina. His 
wife's name is unknown. The Census of 1790 seems 
to show only John Dees's family in Claremont Co. 
(which had been formed from Craven) and does not 
show the families of his brothers, Simon, Jacob, 
and Harman, although they were certainly living 
in the area. A strange thing is that the Census 
of 1800 shows no Dees families at all in Sumter 
Co., which was formed from Claremont and Claren- 
don Counties, though deeds, etc. show that all 
four brothers were there. Perhaps the Deeses got 


"lost in the shuffle", as the South Carolina Leg- 


islature rapidly changed this section from Craven 
to Clarement and Clarendon, then in the late 
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1790's changed the two latter counties to Sumter 
County. The 1790 Census of Claremont Co. and 
other records show the following as probably the 
-sons of John Dees: (1) William Dees who was born 
apparently ca 1760 and probably married his 
cousin Amy Dees, daughter of Jacob Dees. He was 
probably the William Dees, b. 1760-70, shown as 
living in Jefferson Co., Illinois in 1830, where 
the descendants of Amy Dees finally moved; this 
family will be treated in the section on Jacob 
Dees, John's brother; (2) G. Dees, thus shown 
in 1790, b. probably ca 1762 and probably married 
Ruth Dees, daughter of Jacob, and probably ident- 
ical with a George Dees shown in Tatnall Co.,Ga. 
in the Lottery of 1805 with other members of 
Jacob Dees's family; (3) L. Dees, thus shown in 
1790 with his family, first name unknown; (4) 
Jacob John Dees, who with his wife Nancy deeded 
in 1804 land that had been laid out for John 
Dees; (5) Isham Dees who died in Sumter Co. in 
1808, Nancy Dinkins being his administratrix. 
L., G., and William Dees are all shown with fam- 
ilies in Claremont Co. in 1790. John Dees him- 
self is shown with himself and wife, two sons b. 
1774-90 (probably Jacob John and Isham above), 
two daughters and 4 slaves. Nothing further is 
known of John Dees' descendants except the poss- 
ible descendants of his son William. 


4. RICHARD DEES (WILLIAM, EMANUEL)was born 


probably ca 1742-3, and died in Chesterfield Co. 
S.C., 1810-20. He was still living in Chester- 
field Co. in the Census of 1810, but disappears 
in 1820, his place being taken apparently by a 
Milly Dees, probably his widow. Richard Dees 
was deeded 100 acres in Johnston Co., N.C. in 
1763, which he deeded away in 1766, and moved to 
Craven Co., S.C. with his brothers, where he had 
two grants of land amounting in all to 350 acres 
in 1774. The section in which Richard Dees lived 
was not too close to his brothers, but fell into 
Cheraw District on the organization of that Dis- 
trict, and finally into Chesterfield County. 
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Richard Dees is shown in the Census of 1790 
as the only Dees family in Cheraw District, with 
a family consisting of himself and wife, a son 
porn before 1774, 4 sons b. 1774-90, and 2 daus. 
The year 1800 shows him with another 2 sons, b. 
1790-1800, and his elder sons, Bryant and perhaps 
Joel married with families. As all the county 
records of Chesterfield Co. prior to 1860 have’ 
been destroyed, one is dependent on the Census 
returns for the children and descendants of 
Richard Dees, but they show fairly certainly the 
following sons: (1) Bryant Dees (b.1765, Census 
of 1850), had sons Richard (b. ca 1794-5) and 
Thomas (b.1800), and a daughter Jane b. 1805; 
the descendants of the two sons are given in the 
wider Dees manuscript; (2) Joel Dees, b. ca 1770- 
1774, d. 1840-50, had sons Newitt (b.1797),Thomas 
(b.1801), Joel (b.1810), and Pleasant (b.1816); 
descendants given in the wider Dees manuscript; 
(3) Charles Dees, b.1783, shown in the 1810 Cen- 
sus of Chesterfield Co., S.C. but moved to Talla- 
hatchee Co., Miss., where he and his sons (the 
latter with large families) are shown in the Cen- 
sus of 1850; (4) Christopher Dees, shown with 
a family in Chesterfield Co. S.C. in 1810, but 
nothing further is known of him; (5) Asa Dees, 
b. 1785, m. Priscilla (b.1785), d.1878 
in Chesterfield Co., children shown in 1878 
(though the Census would indicate others), Absal- 
om Dees, Winny, wife of William Stevens, Christ- 
Opher Dees, Burwell Dees, William Dees, Priscilla 
wife of Arch Jenkins, and John P. Dees; descend- 
ants of Asa Dees given much more fully in the 
manuscript; (6) Richard Dees, b.1785, moved to 
Henry Co., Ga., where he and his son Joel A.Dees 
are shown with their families in 1850; (7) John 
Dees, shown with his family in 1820 in Chester- 
field Co. but nothing further known of him. 

Bia HARMAN DEES ( WILLIAM,EMANUEL) b. ca 
1743-48 (probably the latter date) and died 1800- 
1807 in Sumter Co., S.C. His wife was named 
Mary and she married (2) William Dunnehoe prior 
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to 1807. On Nov:2, 1764 Harman Dees of Johnston 
Co. was exempted by the North Carolina Legislat-— 
ure from taxes, as shown by the Colonial Records 
of the Colony. Males became taxable at the age 
of 16, which probably-indicates that Harman was 
just 16 and born ca 1748. However, he may have 
been 21 and b. ca 1743. The exemption was grant- 
ed him obviously for some physical disability. 
He moved to Craven Co., S.C. about 1765 with his 
brothers, but was not granted land until 1786 
(400 acres) and 1787 (100 acres). Equity Roll 
#94 filed June 19, 1819, shows that on Oct.15 
1800, Harman Dees of Sumter Co., S.c. deeded = 
his sons Jacob, Arthur, Jacky, Jesse, Ransom and 
Edward Dees, and to his two daughters Sukey and 
Mary, the land he lived on, after James Dees: 
(presumably the eldest son) had taken out his 
100 acres. A deed in 1807 shows that the widow 
Maz: had married William Dunnehoe by that eine. 
This deed and others, in 1807 and 1811, show thet 
the children: deeded away the land. The following 
is known of the above sons: -(1) James Dees seems 
to have married his cousin, Esther Dees, daughter 
of Simon Dees, and died in Sumter Co. 1800-1810 
(probable descendants given); (2) Arthur Dees 
Seems to have married his cousin Nancy Dees, 
daughter of Simon Dees, and died 1810-1820 in 
Sumter Co., his apparent descendants, too, being 
given in the wider Dees manuscript; Arthur Dees 
was a soldier in the War of 1812 from Sumter Co. 
S.C.; (3) John Dees, b. 1785, and finally moved: 
to Butler Co., Ala., where he is shown in the 
Census of 1850; he, too, was a soldier in the 
War of 1812; a full account of his descendants 
through his sons, Ezekiel Travis Dees (b.1810), 
John T, Dees (b.1815), and Bryant Dees (b.1820), 
1S given in the Dees manuscript; (4) Jesse Dees, 
b.1788, d.1860 in Monroe Co., Ala., wife Mary b. 
1795-8, children Martha, Martin, Priscilla,Heph- 
zibah, Nancy and William; Martin's family shown 
in the wider Dees manuscript. Nothing further 
is known about the other children of Harman Dees. 
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JACOB DEES, son of WILLIAM DEES, and his Children 


JACOB DEES (WILLIAM, EMANUEL) was born in 


Edgecombe Co., N.C. about 1737 and died some time 
after 1806 in Tatnall Co., Ga., for he is shown 
with 1 draw (indicating that he was a widower) in 
that county in the Lottery of 1806. His wife was 
Ferrabee Reynolds (b. ca 1740, d.1799-1806), 
daughter of William Reynolds and his second wife 
Joice, whom he married about 1759, certainly be- 
fore 1760. Jacob Dees was granted 100 acres of 
land in Johnston Co., N.C. in 1758, which he 
deeded away in 1765, and moved to Craven Co.,S.C. 
with his brothers. He was granted 200 acres in 
that county in 1771 and 100 acres in 1784. Two 
traditions from widely different sources among 
his descendants indicate that Jacob Dees was: shot 
at his home by Tories, and badly- wounded, about 
the year 1778. One account of this incident comes 
from Mr. Joel T. Deese of Cochran, Ga., son of 
Joel Dees (b.1806) and grandson of Jacob's son 
Joel (b.1766). He remembered his old aunts talk- 
ing about the father of Joel (b.1766) and thought 
that they said the father was named Joel too, and 
that he was killed by Tories when their father 
Joel (b.1766) was 12 years of age. This tradit- 
ion involves two mistakes: (1) that the father of 
Joel (b.1766) was also named Joel; we have ment-— 
ioned that Mr. Deese's aunt, cousin Jan Dees (b. 
1797) greeted my great-aunt Joice Outlaw Bain 
very cordially in the 1880's as "Aunt Joice's 
granddaughter"; Mr. Deese also remembers that 
the names "Aunt Ferrabee" and"Aunt Joice" were 
frequently mentioned by his old aunts; and the 
conjunction of the names Joice and Ferrabhee as 
sisters of Joel Dees (b.1766) certainly shows 
that all three were children of Jacob Dees and 
Ferrabee Reynolds (whose mother was named Joice). 
Mr. Deese's second error was (2) that the father 
of his grandfather (Joel, b.1766) was killed. No 
doubt he was badly wounded, but he was still liv- 
ing as late as 1806 in Georgia. The second trad- 
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ition regarding the Tories and Jacob Dees comes 
from Mr. Homer E. Dees of Waltonville, Illinois, 
whose great-grandfather Jesse P. Dees, b.1781 in 
South Carolina, finally moved with his brothers 
to Jefferson Co., Ill., in 1830. These Illinois 
Deeses, descendants of Jesse P., seem to know a 
great deal about the Sumter County Deeses, and 
Mr. Homer E. Dees heard from grandchildren who 
were still living, that they were familiar with 
the names Jacob and Harman Dees, that Jesse P. 
Dees'mother was Naomi Dees, called Amy in the 
family, that these grandchildren remembered about 
"Aunt Joice Dees who married an Outlaw", but that 
they thought it meant her husband was really a 
wild man and a criminal, and that he had heard 
vaguely a tale about Jesse P. Dees's grandfather 
being shot by Tories when his young son was only 
12 years old. So the tale about the Tories seems 
to be true, though the Illinois version seems 
closer to the truth than that of Mr. Joel P.Deese 
of Cochran. ~The Illinois tradition also indic- 
ates that Jesse P. Dees's mother, Amy or Naomi, 
was a sister of Joice Dees Outlaw and a daughter 
of Jacob and Ferrabee Dees, and this is also in- 
dicated by the S.C. records.: In 1785 Ruth Dees 
and Amy Dees were on the same date granted 100 i 
acres of land each in Craven County, these being ‘F 
probably the eldest daughters of Jacob Dees, 

married to Dees cousins (probably William and 

George Dees, son of Jacob's brother John). In 

1787 the Sumter Co. records show that Jacob Dees 

deeded his 1784 grant of 100 acres to "Deemps" 

Dees (i.e. Dempsey), who was probably another 

child of Jacob, and as "Dempsey Dees" is shown 

in the Claremont Co. Census of 1790 as a single 

man. In 1797 Amy Dees deeded her 1785 grant to 

Jacob Dees and in 1799 Jacob and his wife Ferra- 

by deeded away the 200 acres granted him in 1771 

and the 100 acres deeded him by Amy Dees. In the 

same year Dempsey Dees deeded away the land deed- 

ed him by Jacob Dees in 1787, and his wife Penny 
(Penelope) relinquished her dower in the land. 
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In 1801, finally, to finish the Sumter Co.,S.C.re 
cords of the family, Ruth Dees deeded away the 
100 acres granted her in 1785. Soon after this, 
Jacob and most of his family moved to Montgomery 
Co., Ga. where Jacob was granted 1000 acres in 
1803. Tatnall County, Ga. was formed from ea 
gomery County in 1801, and the following "Dias' 
people were almost certainly Jacob Dees's cea 
ily, all appearing in the Lottery of 1806 in 
Tatnall Co.: Patsy Dias, 1 draw (showing that 
she was a spinster or widow, probably the widow 
of one of Jacob Dees's sons, name unknown); 

James Dias 2 draws (showing that he was head of 

a family); Jacob Dias 1 draw (probably Jacob him- 
self rather than his son Jacob, and showing that 
he was now a widower); and George Dias 1 draw 
(probably the "G" Dees of the Sumter Co. Census 
of 1790 and widower of Ruth Dees, Jacob's daugh- 
ter). This seems to be the last appearance of | 
Jacob Dees in the records and he probably died 

soon after 1806. A Jacob Dees who married Mary 
Reed in Montgomery Co., Ga. in 1813 and in the 
same year was granted 127 acres in Tatnall Co., 
Ga. was almost certainly Jacob Dees Jr., son of 
Jacob Sr. Another son of Jacob seems to have 
been John Dees, who was granted considerable 
acreage in Tatnall Co. in 1817 and 1821. Of the 
family, only John Dees and James Dees are shown 
in the Census of 1820 for Tatnall County. From 
all the above traditions and records, it appears 
that Jacob Dees and his wife Ferraby Reynolds 
had ten children, as follows: 


Le Naomi or Amy Dees (Jacob William, Eman- 
uel) was born probably ca 1760 and married a Dees 
cousin, probably William Dees, son of her uncle 
John, and was the mother of Jesse P. Dees, born 
1781, of Jefferson Co., Illinois. Her husband, | 


William Dees, seems to have survived her and ap- 
pears in the Jefferson Co., I1ll., Census of 1830 
(b.1760-70) with a rather young family, three 
children b. 1815-30, and a female b. 1790-1800, 
who could have been a second wife, or possibly 
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was a widowed daughter with her children. Accord 
ing to the descendants of Jesse P, Dees, this 
family moved first from South Carolina to Georgia 
then to Tennessee and finally to Illinois about 
1822, From the Illinois records and statements 
of descendants, William and Amy Dees had the 
following children: (1) Jesse Paradise Dees, 
b.1781 in Sumter Co., S.C., 4.1849 in Jefferson 
Co., Tll., m. (1) in Georgia a Frenchwoman named 
Drusilla or Priscilla, m. (2) in Illinois Sarah 
Moore (b.1805, d.ca 1863); by his first marriage 
he had (a) Elizabeth Ann Drusilla Dees, b. 1805 
in Ga., m. ca 1822 Reuben Green and d. ca 1877 

in Illinois; (b) Minta Eleanor Dees, b. 1812 in 
Tennessee, m. ca 1827 William Curry Dees (son of 
her uncle John Dees), who d. in Jefferson COs 
Ili., Oct.5,1844; and Minta and her 7 children 
are shown there in the 1850 Census; (c) Jesse 
Criswell Dees, b. 1817 in Hardeman Co., Tenn., 

d. 1893-4 in Perry Co., Ill., m. (1) Feb.14,1836 
Lavesta Black and m. (2) June 7,1849 Emily Roxie 
Purdy; he was the grandfather of Mr. Homer E.Dees 
who sent me so much information about. this fam- 
ily, and the Dees manuscript shows the 8 children 
by Jesse Criswell Dees's second marriage;. (d) 
David Paradise Dees, b.1826, m. Nancy Black: and 
(e) Naomi Ann Dees, who m. (1) 1846 David White- 
horn, and (2) John Taylor; by his second marriage 
to Sarah Moore, Jesse Paradise Dees had: (£) 
Lerna Catherine Dees; (g) Sophia Dees, who m. 
Leander Dufur; (h) Mary Ann Louisa Dees who m. 
David Campbell; (i) Margaret U. Dees, unmarried: 
and (j) Absalom Marshall Dees, b. 1842. (2) | 
John Dees, b. ca 1783-5, d. 1830-40 in Jefferson 
Co., I1ll., and had-issue: (a) William Curry Dees 
b. ca 1810 who m. his cousin Minta Dees, as shown 
above; (b) James Dees, who m. in June 1830 Polly 
Finch; and (c) Jesse H. Dees, b.1808, shown with 
his family in 1850 in Jefferson Co., Ill.; (3) 
Naomi Dees, who had a son Jesse A. Dees, a weal- 
thy farmer in Jefferson Co., Ill., who m. his 
cousin Naomi Booth below, but had no children; 
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(4) a daughter, name unknown,who married a Booth 


and was the mother of Tom Booth and Naomi Booth, 
who m. her cousin Jesse A. Dees above. 

2. Ruth Dees (Jacob, William, Emanuel) m. 
probably "G. Dees", son of her uncle John Dees, 
in Sumter Co., S.C. Nothing further is known of 

, this couple except that the husband was probably 
George "Dias", shown in Tatnall Co., Ga. in 1806 
as a widower, along with other members of Jacob 
Dees's family. 


3 Dempsey Dees (Jacob, William, Emanuel) 
b. probably ca 1764, deeded land by Jacob Dees in 
1787 which he and his wife Penelope deeded away 
in 1799; shown as a single man, "D.Dees" in the 
1790 Census of Claremont Co., S.C., apparently 
moved to Laurens Co., Ga. where his son Mark was 
a soldier in the War of 1812, and probably died 
there 1810-20, though he is shown in the 1810 
Census of Sumter Co., Ala., as born before 1765, 
with his wife, b. 1765-84, one son b. 1784-94, 
and one daughter b. 1794-1800. The widow, Pene- 
lope Dees, is shown in Conecuh Co., Ala., in the 
Census of 1820, along with her son Mark Dees and 
family, and they had moved to Butler Co., Ala., 
by 1830. Mark Dees, son of Dempsey,was born in 
1793 according to the papers in Washington con- 
nected with his bounty warrant for service in the 
War of 1812, and died.Nov.19,1856 in Jackson Co., 
Miss., where he moved with his son Calvin from 
Conecuh Co., Ala., after 1850. His wife was Jane 
Pippins (b. May 10,1801, d. Sept.20,1870) daugh- 
ter of Asa Pippins (Pipkin) b.1760 in’ North Caro- 
lina, who was living in Mark Dees's family in 
1850. The children of Mark and Jane Dees,whose’ 
descendants are shown rather fully in the Dees 
Manuscript, were: (a) Calvin Dees, b.1819-20, m. 
Mary Charlotte Tippins, and had 10 children, 
shown in the Dees manuscript; (b) Moses A. Dees, 
b. 1825, wife Ann and children shown in Clarke 
Co., Miss., in 1860; (c) Philip Dees, b.1838; 
(d) John Pippins Dees, b.1839; (e) Mary Dees, b. 
1834; (£) Malissa Dees, b.1842. 
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Joel Dees (Jacob, William, Emanuel 
1766, of whom later. 


Die: James Dees (Jacob, William, Emanuel), 


b. ca 1768 and died 1840-50 in Columbia Co.,Fla. 
His wife was named Nancy (b.1770), shown in the 
Census of 1850 in the family of William and 
Elizabeth Roberson in Columbia Co., Fla. James 
Dees was living with his family in Tatnall Co., 
Ga. in to Lottery of 1806, and was still there 
in the Census of 1820 with one son, b. 1804-10, 
and one son b. 1810-20, along with several 
daughters. It is uncertain where James Dees was 
in 1830, though his son James is shown in Ala- 
chua Co., Fla., in that year. In 1840, both James 
Deeses are shown in Columbia Co., Fla., and James 


“Sr. died there before 1850. The Census of 1850 


shows in Columbia Co. both his sons, Rev.Moses 
Dees, b. 1804 in S.C., Baptist minister, and 
James Dees, b. 1810 in Georgia, both with large 
families who are shown in the wider Dees manu- 
script. : 

6. John Dees (Jacob, William, Emanuel)was 
born about 1770 and died in Lowndes Co.,Georgia 
between 1840 and 1850. His wife Mary (b.1770 

in S.C.) was still living in 1850 in the home of 
her son Thomas. John Dees is shown in the 1790 
Census of Clarendon Co., S.C. with only a wife, 
apparently just married, and with no children. 
He probably moved to Tatnall Co., Ga. before 1810 
and was granted land there in 1817 and 1821, ap- 
pearing there in the Census of 1820 with 2 sons 
b. 1794-1802, 1 son b.1802-4, 1 son b. 1810-20, 
and 1 daughter. Other Dees families in Tatnall 
Co., Ga. in 1820 were his brother James, and his 
(John's) sons Matthew M. and William Dees. The 
family had moved to Lowndes Co., Ga. by 1830, 
and are shown there in both 1830 and 1840. The 
sons of John and Mary Dees were: (1) Matthew M. 
Dees, b. 1794 in §.C., living in Hamilton Co., 
Fla. in 1850; (2) William Dees, b.1796 in S.Cc., 
living in 1850 in Hamilton Co., Fla.; (3) Leo- 
nard Dees, b. 1800 in S.c., living in 1850 in 
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Hamilton Co., Fla.; (4) John Dees, b.1813 in 
Georgia, living in Lowndes Co., Ga. in 1850; (5) 
Thomas Dees, b. 1815 in Georgia, living in Lown- 
des Co., Ga. in 1850. The families of all these 
sons are shown fully in the Dees manuscript. 

es A_son of Jacob Dees, name unknown, was 
probably the deceased husband of Patsy (Martha) 
Dees, who had a draw in the Lottery of 1806 in 
Tatnall Co., Ga. as Patsy Dees, and actually 
drew land in Twiggs Co., Ga. in the Lottery of 
1807. Nothing further is known of this family. 

8. Ferrabee Dees (Jacob, William, Emanuel) 
the "Aunt Ferrabee" of Mr. Joel T. Dees's in- 
formation; nothing further known of her. 

9. Jacob Dees Jr. who married Mary Reed in 
Montgomery Co., Ga. in 1813 and in the same year 
was granted land in Tatnall Co., Ga.,disappears 
from the records after this, and nothing further 
is known of him. ; 

10. Joice Dees (Jacob, William, Emanuel) b. 
ca 1780, d. 1835 in Perry Co., Ga., and married 
Bentley Outlaw #85 of the Outlaw genealogy in 
Part II, descendants shown there, and in Appen- 
dix VII on the Smith family. 
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vessels called "luggers" and taken to New Orleans by water to be sold. 


To the left of the main house stands the ''House of Seven Gables" which was built for one 
of the Lewis daughters. Behind the main house, in a most reverent setting, lies the cem- 
etery of Old Fields. By looking at the weather-worn grave markers, one can see where the 
bodies of the Lewis family have been laid for their final resting place. Among the graves 
are those of Colonel Lewis, his wife, and several of the Lewis children. Directly behind 
this cemetery is the graveyard of the family's favorite slaves. 


In order to understand more fully the life at Old Fields, one would have to know quite 
an amount of detail about Mr. Lewis, and the type of man he was. Before, during, and 
after the Civil War, he was extremely influential in the state of Mississippi and especially 
in Jackson County. During the last years of the 1840's Mr. Lewis served as Tax Accessor 
and Collector of Jackson County; from 1850 to 1854, he served as a representative to the 
State Legislature; in 1860, he served as post-master of West Pascagoula; and in 1861, he 
was one of the signers of the Ordinance of Secession, which declared that Mississippi was 
not affiliated with the United States of America, and therefore, was an independent state. 
When the war broke out in 1861, Mr. Lewis organized the "Live Oak Rifles" of Mississippi 
which was a fighting regiment from south Mississippi. Not only did he organize this group 
of Southern sympathizers, but he also financed them at his own expense. Incidentaly, the 
Live Oak Rifles did represent Mississippi well in the Confederate Army. He was one of 
only two full colonels in the Gonfederate Army, the other one being Nathaniel B. Forrest. 
At the close of the Civil War, Mr. Lewis once again showed his never-ending spirit for 
Mississippi by aiding in organizing the Order of Camellia. This order was designed to 
combat the ruthless government in Mississippi by the carpetbaggers and scalawags. During 
che course of reconstruction in the South, the colonel had to make two trips to Bermuda. 
He made his first journey there because he had been one of the signers of the Ordinance of 
Secession. If he had not fled, undoubtedly, he would have been placed in a federal prison 
along with Jefferson Davis, Robert E. Lee, and other Southern Dignitaries. His second 
‘rip to Bermuda was caused by his actions as a member of the Ordinance of Camellia, 
which is comparable to the Ku Klux Klan. This time he stayed in Bermuda approximately 
=wo years. 


Many memorable events took place at Old Fields before, during, and after the War 
3etween the States.

Portions of a letter to the editor by M.A. Dees, Moss Point, Mississippi, 21 March, 1897 
— eS 


When I was about 7 years old and about the year 1852 my parents moved from where 
Pollard, Alabama now is to the neighborhood where Grand Bay, Alabama now is. At that 
cime the region was inhabited by the Roberts, Hamiltons, Dickens, Bakers, Rolls, Deakles, 
*orts and other families who like my parents’ family were of old Georgia and Carolina 
stock, All these people were stock raisers, and were comfortable and independent, many 
of them living on public lands and never thought of or cared for the great wealth in the pine 
zrees around them. 


This innocent, easy life lasted until about the time of the Gvil War, by which time the 
innual burning of the grass or woods ruined their cattle ranges, and their stock dwindled 
-o small herds of poor cattle. Soon after the war the railroad was built from New Orleans 
o Mobile and many saw mills were built up on the road and on our rivers, and most of 
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these people became log and timber men. The cutting and selling of the timber from their 
lands, which they had now preempted or bought, gave them some money, and some bread 
and bacon. This second dispensation or era lasted about twenty years, at the end of this 
era many persons from the North moved in and began to truck garden and farm. Several 
Danes and Swedes also moved in, and as a Dutchman always "gets there, Eli," these good 
people succeeded from the first. These good and worthy Northern people learned our 
people many new ideas, and our people proved very apt scholars, and while not many of 
the northern people have succeeded, most of our old ''Rake Straws" or ''Razor Backs" have 
forged forward and now have good farms, with painted houses, good fine horses and ride 
to church in carriages, and "owe not to any man". The Yankees (and I use the word with 
respect) are noted for their shrewdness, but a race has yet to be found who can get away 
with a pine woods man on a trade. Let a Yankee start from the headwaters of the Pas- 
cagoula river with a raft of timber, and hire a piney woods boy to help raft it down, and 
before they have reached our mills the piney woods boy will have learned all the tricks of 
the Yankee and own the whole raft. A pine tree is endowed by nature with the faculty of 
self-protection and thriving on poor land, and so it is with the people. 

While on a week's ride through these pine woods recently I saw many nice comfort- 
able farms and homes and learned that at Grand Bay (Ala.) station alone there was received 
each year about two hundred thousand pounds of fertilizers. Of course the shipments of 
products must be very large. These people live well and are the most hospitable of any 
people on earth, It may be that it is because | am a piney woods boy myself, but some how 
when I travel up there J eat more than at any other time. These people have "Caught on" 
to all our Northern people's labor-saving tools, and have learned much from them as to 
the best ways to make farming more pleasant and agreeable. 

Now, if our Northern friends would only be as apt to learn from our "old time''folks 
the many necessary lessons that could be learned from them then they, too, would succeed. 
There is one great drawback to the farm life of our people in the pine woods that I wish 
could be remedied. I find that owing to want of the proper help, or other causes, the work 
of the women of many families is very laborious and their opportunities to ventilate their 
minds and enjoy life is very meagre.......... (Poem) 

While salvation is by grace, yet REWARDS are by works, and when the Master comes 
to reward His servants, I know these good women will be rewarded, but if our "lords of 
creation'' would devise some way to lighten the burdens of the "weaker sex" it may be that 
for this, they too, may recieve some rewards. So mote it be. ---M.A. Dees.
